Tnose who read the following pages may wish 
to know who it is, that, with a pen so little 
skilled in authorship, and a hand still loss 
accustomed to a sword, ventures to appear 
before them ag an author and a soldier, ‘The 
writer must indeed confess himself more sur- 
prised at his boldness in facing the publio in 
type, than at his having faced the onemy in 
the trenches. 

Tt will suffice to say that 9 Caleutia mor- 
chant, formerly attached to the Martiniayve 
‘College of Lucknow, unexpectedly found him- 
self entangled in the meshes of the siege of

that-olty, and having been by*force of cir. 
éumstances obliged to take his part in the 
defence, he recorded, from time to time, the

_owhich passed before him.

fight about what appeared to mo to be nothing, 
My agent there, Mx, Aicher, who aftowaids fell a 
viotim to the mutiny which subsoquently hoke out, 
continually pooh-poohed all alarming roports, and I 
myself was in tho Inghest spirits, There wero pa- 
trols going tho round, and procantionary measures 
were everywhore taken, 

I remained abovo a weok there, and fomed 
ono of a garrison where soldioring was enacted 
in mvory plensant mode, Capitnl dinners, first- 
rato wines, cheroots, songx, musio, wos’ the order 
of tho day, with a little patrolling and keoping 
watch. So little, howevo, did T believe in anything 
sorious being likely to occur, that I continued several, 
business transactions, and wrote to Caloutta in the 
most hopoful strain respecting the state of things in 
the Noith-veat, Theie were oll manner of reports 
about bands of mutineors infesting the highway, and 
I must confess I at ono time felt inclined to return

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to Colowitas but, feuful of being Jooked upon aaa 
noudloss alanmniat by my friends, und at last convinced 
that, oven in the event of an outhrenk our Govern. 
ment would be in a position to orush it in the bud, I 
sub out for Chvnpore in Company with a friend, whe 
with diNiomly was porauaded to leave his wife he« 
hind, We mot sovoral ill-lookiny wretelox, and one 
or bo bands of whiskered and bewded armed ifn, 
who regarded us evidently with foulings of animonity; 
Jub nothing of eonrequence really touk placo, and we 
mived at Cawnpor ingnfoty. There I fond people 
not quite wt their ease, 

T had purchase somo lingued and raperced at 
Cawnpore, andl wy agent showed mo the boats he 
had loaded aud the yoods til in the 6 golowna” 
ho had hired for me, Urgent requis from any 
Iacknow correspondent to GONG vver ab unde, 
mite mo low ne time ia continuing my journey to 
that city. My trend Acvonpanied me, antl, koope 
ing wateh turn by Gun wilh a dace of pistola and a 
double-brovelled rifle, we wet ont at night without 
enoountoring any other ineonvenioney than thatoased 
hy & wrotehal eonveyaneo and still more wrotohod 
horses, Qn Uhe way, wuly next Morning, we mab 
With groat kindavs from the toll-collegtur ab Bure 
met, Lhe son oF Colonel Brown of the Hengul anny, 
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whose account of the state of the country of Oude 
was anything but reassuring. A large body of armed 
men had gathered at Mullapore, and sevoral rajahs 
and Jandholdors had unfurled the banner of rebellion, 
Mr. Lawrence, another friend, whom I afterwards 
met on the road, and who had also been obliged to 
leave his post in the district, owing to the threatening 
aspect of affairs there, confirmed what we had already 
head, IIe too was proceeding to Lucknow; and thus 
reinforced, we arrived without accident on the 22nd 
of May. 

I was greeted with a hearty welcome by my friend 
Deprat, who had everything prepared for my conve- 
nience and comfort in 2 handsome garden-house, which 
he possessed, half-way between the cantonment and the 
city, on the other side of the iron bridge. Poor Mr. 
White, my travelling companion, on tho other hand, 
went to our friend Sinclair, whose firm he intended 
entering aa a parlnor; but fatality seemed to hunry 
him on to his doom. Ie left for Allahabad the same 
day on which he arrived, Sinclair accompanying him, 
yeached that station, returned to Cawnpore with his 
wife, and, after vacillating for some time between 
Lucknow and Agra, both which 1outes were unsafe, 
jt was said, he branched off to the latter town, He 
was never more heard of, Te and his wife must

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have been murdered by the inutinons cavalry, who, 
on Ghat very day, had despatched Captain Uyes and 
the aflicors belonging do the dotavhinoent whieh he 
had aeeompunied, 

Lremained several daya at Lurknow before tnys 
thing happened to make va think a gener rising 
likely to take place, ‘The people, however, looked 
sullen enough, anal t perveived that Kiyopenis were 
no longer treated witht Che respreb which they lad 
conned before, 

Sir Henry Lawronce’s mensures appeared to me 
exeellont, wal To helieved, that, in the event of an 
iusnrrection, tie perms of the fort of Muohes Shawn, 
whieh we had taken posession of, and of whieh 1 
shall aflerwards apeak more ato length, would com. 
pletely master the whole town, A possible adtagk on 
tho Rosideney we did not believe inv 

At this time our forees oeoupiad various positions 
in Liwkuow, we the poliey evidently wat to break up 
the regiments mite vompanied, anid net te allow the 
hole ta he together The Oude Trreyglar doves 
were at Moambagls the Military Polieo in tho juil 
and Peradbolah palaces; om Biwopenut troops divided 
hetween Une Residenoy, Mucho Bhan, and eanton- 
monty, whore dso the 48th and 71at Native Infantry 
wore xltioncd The 7H Light Native Cavalry wero 
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at Moodkiporo, ‘The Residency in Cantonments was 
the rendezvous; a few ladies were in the City Resi-~ 
dency, but the bulk of the Huropeans were at the 
Cantonment Residency along with the European ar- 
tillory. The latter wore then free to act, at the samo 
time that they were close to the Native Infantry corps, 

The mutiny of the 7th Oude Irregular Infantry 
had been the first startling event before my arrival 
at Lucknow. It had taken place at Moosabagh, » 
palace of one of the late king’s wives, situated a 
short distance from the city, not very far from Hos- 
seinabad and the Dowlatkhana, 1 mausoleum of one 
of the deceased kings of Oude, where the remaining 
Irregular Oude Force, under Brigadier Gray, were 
quartered. The Moosabagh mutiny placed the Eu- 
ropean officers of that regiment, Lieutenants Watson, 
Mecham, and Hadow, and the European sergeant, in 
tho most imminent danger, Brigadier Gray, com~ 
manding the Oude Irregular Force, at once wrote to 
Major Gall, commanding the 4th Irregular Cavalry, 
requesting him to join immediately with every sabre 
at his command, That officer, who at once flew into 
his jackboots, was the first to arrive, and sent to 
take up a position in a grove of mango trees about a 
mile away from the mutineers. Meanwhile Sir Henry 
Lawrence had been collecting troops, and arrived with

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four yams, four companion of Thor Majesty's d2nd 
Reghnent, two Native Oriandey carpe aud the 7th 
Light Native Cavalry, 

The mutinees wee tightened at these prepara. 
tions, and, a fow anduntes helore our treaps had cone 
up to attack Chem, broke np aud fled at the sight of 
the port-lires which glemned ii Ute darkness af the 
ovening, ‘Tho 7th Laight Cavalry seat soniye ier 
aver then, who aneeoeded in peranading: a few fo 
retin witha! violewee ; olhers were mind priaoners, 
and many eune of their own aceord: and gave up 
their moms, Chat night ow troops hiveuncked close 
by: other arrangements wore inada noxt day, the 
prisoners dried, nnd the native officers and iment dive 
charged. Phe dugg was aver for the present, 

Home days after Sir Henry Lawrence held a durhay 
in the Residency. ‘The Goopr were drawn up. anid 
the native officers were reeaived on an ape plain 
Sir Honry Lawrence, ine the imide of a bridiant Mire. 
pot sku! ad the principal native noblomen of 
the ity, inverted with Rheduty or dressed of lonowy, 
two oof the men whe had proved their fidelity to 
our crue hy dononneiyg some onniis aes of tha con. 
gpivdbors, unl epprising Ue loval yevermnent ef the 
nittinone iitmtions of the 7th Oude Levey, pres 
vious to the outbreak, One of Chem, a havilday, or 
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native sergeant, was promoted to the iank of a 
soubahdar, or native captain, and another, a private, 
advanced to the post of a jemadar, or native subaltern 
commissioned officer. 

Sir Henry Lawrence took this opportunity of de- 
livering to the troops a soul-stirring addyess in 
excellent ITindostanee, telling them that the British 
Government, ever anxions to reward loyalty, never 
missed an occasion of honouring its faithful ser- 
vants; that some evil-disposed persons, seeing only 
a few Europeans here and there, imagined, by cir- 
culating false repoits, they were able to overthrow 
the Government; but the power of England, which 
could send 60,000 Europeans to fight against Russia, 
could, in the space of three months, land twice that 
number in India; and much more to the same effect, 
If anything short of armed resistance could have 
averled rebellion, that speech of Siv Ilenry Lawrence 
would have had that effect, The city was tranquil 
for somo weeks aflor; and the Chief Commissioner, 
well aware of the value of time, made the most of it 
in preparing for defence, in the event of insurrec- 
tion, 

About the 231d of May two detachments of native 
cavalry were despatched towards Cawnpore, to clear 
the road between that station and Agra. One 
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was wider Che commumul of Captain Flolehor Hayos, 
the iuilikwy seerelary, who, during the aseking's 
reign, had held the very dupertant offios of Apsistnat 
Resident at his cout, mal whose eapreitios ag amis 
litary officer, as a diplomuliat, wid an able writer, 
Jal oarned fer him arat ondy the eontdonce af Go- 
vormnent, but a wide India reputation, Ab Cran. 
bridge ho lid obtained the dugroo of a Master of 
Arts, tid his stevess ang ine Otienhuliat and an author 
awl nado him well knewn (oO Che scientific world, 
Thu he should have volunteered to eonmeand an 
oxpedition, evidently of yreat danger, proved him a 
man of mndeubled comage. Besides, he Inet the 
conviction, after luving bad the most hair-breadth 
exonpes in Cho Gwalior war and the Sikh canypnigne, 
that he should never moet with dent by a bullet oy a 
romut shot, "he noqnel proved he war voreet, hough 
not in tho way ho daterprated it, 

The ather pauty was under Choe order of Major 
Call, the gallant ation whe had: played xo promis 
nent pack in the meppression of the minting of the 
7th Oude frre. At Cawaperye Che two offleors 
sopurated, and Caplain Tayes, with bis detachment, 
proveeded on towards Ayeen, but lis was fied never 
to rench Chat town. Not far from Mynpoorie, one 
of the niost tragie events ovourneadl. Ma. Payrer, a 
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volunteer, the brother of the Residency Surgeon, was 
then between the advanced guard and the main body, 
commanded by Lieutenant Barber, who was ahead ; 
Captain ILayes himself was in the rear of the main 
body, and Lieutenant Carey not far from him, Allow; 
ing Lieutenant Barber to proceed, Mx. Fayrer, ar- 
riving at a well, stopped his horse, and asked for 
water, It was handed to him, and, while in the act of 
dvinking, one of his own men drew his swoid and cut 
off his head. Captain Hayes now came up, and had 
scarcely lime to draw his 1evolver, on seeing the dead 
body of his friend, before he received a spear wound 
in his back, and was immediately despatched by the 
other mutineas. Baber was still ahead when the 
souffle in his rear attracted his attention. No sooner 
did he poresivo his men had broken out into mutiny, 
than he turned round, diew his sword, afd dashed 
into the midst of the cowardly rebels, They drew 
back, and two of thom fell dead, struck by the bullets 
of his revolver ; but the odds were too fearful for him 
to contend successfully against, and he was soon 
surrounded, Putting spurs to his horse, he turned 
the reins, and rode furiously away in the Agia di- 
rection, but he was pursued, fired at, overtaken, and 
cut to pieces. Carey, a splendid rider, 2 man of very 
light weight, and seated ona blood horse, swift as the 
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wind, was move fortamae, He exeapedt to Cawnpore, 
having outridden alt ig pursuers, but renehed that 
xtation only to fl in the general massuero, which 
subsequently evertook all ot countrymen and come 
lrywonten Thee, 

Major Gall, on ascertainings het lis own men were 
Vkewinn tainted with the spirit. af fisnereetion, very 
wisely returned, and Oins exexped a ealunity whieh 
would inevitably then have befatlen lin, but to which 
he aflerwards fell aq vietine* 

Qn the ight of the Both May, Poway binuuilly 
sleeping drany bed, when Deprat's kepyant woke me, 
and, with looks of horror md eonatemation, told ino 
to yet up at one, for the regiments in cantonmenta 
had oken ont, and that nota minute wi to he dont. 
Thad senreoly Gine te jimup ap fiom my conch, when 
Deprat hima! entled out, La jeu ne eommenrd, 
Dépeohesevous!” LC did nob wait to dress, hub hastily 
santohing ap omy clothes da one hime and my doubles

This he had fortified at his own expense and under 
the sanction of Sir ILenry himself, who seyeral times 
inspected his preparations. The Chief Commissioner 
availing himself of the services proffered to him by 
Deprat, whose military experiences in Africa rendered 
his co-operation valuable at so critical a time, had 
given him the command of a hundred native police- 
men, who were supposed to be faithful to our cause. 

Deprat intended to defend his house to the best of 
his means, and, as it is situated not far from the iron 
ridge, he hoped, in the event of the mutineers 
marching to the city, to check their progress for some 
time, should they pass, as they uaturally must have 
done, by his place. A couple of beds had already 
becn brought up to the terrace; a sort of tent was 
pitched there; powder, ball, onrtridges, supplied by 
Government, two small 3-pounder gins, spare mus- 
kets, provisions, and a supply of water had previously 
been conveyed there, so that in the event of our being 
attacked and our men proving faithful (twenty-five 
of them were Sikhs in whom we 1eposed the most im- 
plicit confidence), we could have held out for at least 
some days, though death in the end must assuredly 
have overtaken us. Fortunately, we had no occasion 
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to put the strength of onr fortifications to the Cont, 
Sir Tenry Lawrence hd boaten (ho robeby in eaten 
ments, 

Arrived on the terrace, hy memis of movable 
ladder, we saw the ky towards the cantotmments 
lwid with « bloodaed glace, ‘The bungalows had 
been set on fire; the sound of volloya of muskelry 
was heard, and, still louder, the booming of enon, 
Gradually tho fre slackoned,  Tlorwemen were iow 
galloping up and down; but we allawed no one to 
pass without a challenge, One keoundrel eames 
riding furiously up from tho catomments 1 eried 
“Halt!” and the man held in his hae, The 
following colloquy took place between wi. Who 
are you?” A friend!) [carry a mess to they 
Residenoy.” “What news, then?" © Ctaatl aewe,” 
“Well, what good news?” Phe hingalows are 
being burnt, and the Turepeans ire avery whore 
shot down,” T firod amy pistol, Int the mum ted 
alvoady galloped off Thad missed. 

Deprat, mewuwhile, had hia mare skied yal 
leaving me in charge of his party rake aff to the 
cantonments. Muy passed and iepased, Mie aftis 
core of the 48th, and some of Hhe 18th, cliggnised in 
native costume, had heen saved hy a purty of their 
own men, who escorted them to the Murhes Bhawan, 
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A portion of the 7th Light Covalry, who had net 
joined in the mutiny, passed likewixe. They worn 
onde hy thoir oficara 5 and shortly aftor a wounded 
officer in Sit Tlonry’s carriaga followed. 

My cantonmouts the nutiny firat broke out in ibe 
lines of the 71s) Native Tufantry, and was quickly 
gonoral throughout. Except tho greater portion of 
the 7th Tight Cavalry, vo large mmnber of the 13th, 
and a very few of the 48th and 71st, all ow sopoyr 
had tuned againal us. They first bunt the 13th mess 
house, and thon fired into the 71st offers mess, 
The gontlomon in tho dining-room had Joab ne time 
in cacaping whon tho fire once hroke onks but fires 
having nob been uncommon, even on provions nighis, 
two of tho officers, Tioulonant Thain, of the 13th, 
and Lieutenant Campbell, of the 71st, wold not 
allow tho mutincors to distryh thom in their gmne ot 
billiards, Ulla volloy of muskotry, foo much for oven 
thoir aanyfrold, ab last obliged them to conghide it, 

My friond Campbell, ak ho passed a aontry, placed 
there by ourselvos, was challenged hy him, “Ilookum 
durr,” oried the man, The word Friend,” pro- 
nounced in good Ruglish and nob with the Iindu- 
alance aceont, as perhind,” had no sooner exeapedd 
his lips, than a bullet whistled past his ears within 
half an ineh of him, Brigadier Mundscomba now

82nd rogimont, fb was durk av pitch, and netyght 
could be geon but the flash of (he rebel? mikes, 
The order to “fix bayonets” was given: amd ove 
Europeans could scarey bo restiained fone chiaginy 
without odors They eaproted that word at eon 
mand evory instants; bat ie was never uttered, 
Colonel ITandscombe, slill wavering, wid, De net 
fire.

Our men, secing thoi lender fill, advanced to the 
charge; but they found Che Hnex deserted Uhey 
accordingly retumed to the mtillery yield, where 
Sir Tonry and his staf! were, ‘The kopoya hid al.

Lat Native Dufantry, toll w vivtine to theernelty aril 
cowardice of the mulincers, A fiendly soulaldlor had 
concealed him under 9 charpy, or aative bel, Dat dis 
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won dragged out and mmderod, Lieutenant Chan« 
hana, the adjutant of the 13th Native Jnfautry, war 
wounded, and many others had most miracndow 
eavapes, = One poor woman, Mrs Yo -  y, canto 
to us, with two of her children, next morning, witht 
nothing but a shift on; while her husband was pie~ 
turesquely abtired in loose night-trousers, a sheet 
thrown over his shouldes as a toga, and a helmel- 
shapod pith hat on bis head, In spite of their 
miserablo plight I could not help bursting into 
langhter al the litte muu’s ridiculous appearance. 
Iowover, he had shown considerable pluok ; for not- 
withstanding the numbers he hat to oppose, he 
sueccedod in saving hia wifo froma filo worke than 
death, and, availing himself with wonderful presences 
of mind of some intormuplion which diverted the 
attontion of Une ruftiang for a time, managed to take 
his family info an adjoining fleld, whore they lay 
all night shivering with cold and in Uno most ayo- 
nising ausponse. My frond Doprat at once provided 
thom with apartmonts, clothes, and food, 

Mrs. Brudve, who had alao passod the night in 
cantommonta, againal ordora, narrowly ascuped being 
killed. Some of the faithful 18th saved her life by 
puiting her through a hole in a wall at the nok of 
the hunse, whieh they had made while the rautineess 
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wore calling for hor, She and her poor children 
passed a drondful night in a dry diteh. This indeed 
wonderful what privations and auforings Indies ean 
endure. : 

Sir Tenry having defeated the main hady af the 
insurgents, now moved the guns upon the road lends 
ing to Lucknow. ‘Their passage in that divetion 
was consequently cut of ‘Tho ity hal low raved, 
At 2 o'clock tho faing bad ulnont entirely eons, 
Our Europoans, and the afieera wha had been able 
to join the Chicf Commissioner, laid Chemmrtves dawn 
on tho ground ond slept. 

Next ritorning at carly dawn the ordev far prusnit 
waa given, ‘Lhe enemy had abandonsd the canton 
ments, and were on their way into the distrieta Our 
men followed and came up with them,  Tdentenants 
Lewin and Macfarlang, opioning gragis and coined #het 
on their ranks, killed a few more, Hy adie wlovk 
in the morning our Kuropoum worn tem exhanited ly 
the heat of a May sun and the fatigue nad watehinggn 
overnight lo be wble to puvane thin finther, AL 
Moodkipore, about three niles away fron the ee 
fonments, whore the Hines af the 7th Light Cavahy 
were; they halted, ‘Che cavalry, who hud nat jolt 
the rest of the mutincers overnight, unw went aver 
to the enemy, and cut up pour Cornet Raleigh, wha 
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had been il and confined to his bed in his Lungelew, 
on tho day of the mutiny, Being asleep at the 
time, his regiment left for the eantonments without 
hig being aware of it, Na sooner, however, did le 
learn the fact than ho got up and made a bed at the 
guard-house. Fe wes already mounted on his horde, 
when he was met by a trumpeter, whe shob him, and 
by other men, who afterwards hacked Idan almost bo 
pieces, Our men found his body stil wan, and the 
blood yot oozing from his wounds, when they emo up 
tohim. Poor follow! what akes hia endl more sted is, 
that the wnfortinate young aflleer he was only 
seventoen had joined hia regiment Int @hiee days 
before, A look of the hair of some young Indy love, 
to whom perhaps he had plighted his faith, was forse 
round his neek, One of his fingers, ou whieh dhere 
had been a ring, was ont off 

Thanks to the excellent measures taken hy Sir 
Henry, an inamrection in Grolnew iteelf had hoon 
prevented for the present. Tut Che yrentent oxeites 
mont was apparent everywhere, Depreé and iny= 
self still continned to gud our isolated position, and 
I owas fortunate enough to make au prisoner of a 
native drummor of the 71at, laden with booty, which 
Thronght up ab once in company of Che emprit, whe 
was afterwards langed, to Che Cantomuont Residency,

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On Sunday, the 31st of May, a rathor tragic event 
occurred at Mooshagunge in the city. Mr Mendes, 
an uncovenanted clork in the Chiof Commissioner's 
office, had, in spite of the warnings of his (riends, 
gone baok to his own house in order to onjey a 
quict siesta, No soonor had his presence heen made 
known to his neighbours, than, aided by (ho treach- 
erous door-keeper in his employ, ho was surprised 
and attacked hy theso fonaticnl Mussulmon, who 
had long owed him a grudge for having treated 
them with contompt on provious oreasions, — Ile 
must havo rotreated from room bo roon, for every. 
where oiff@he floor wore bloody footprints visible, A 
hundred wounds in his body testified to the ertelty 
of his enemies, ‘I'wo barrels of hia revolver were 
found to he discharged, with what cffeet we could 
never learn,

‘Wa will now tum away from thexe wilortinate everday, 
the horrors of which aro farther proofk, if prota wore 
required, how little untives are to be trusted, and with 
what consummate lreachery they enn veil Uhede nus 
diabolical purposox, and see what happened mew 
while ab Lucknow. “ 

With the oxeeption of this city, the whole of Oude 
had passed out of our hands, ‘The villages followed 
the examples of the towns of Vyzubad, Sultanpne, 
Duriabad, Salone, Puracedapore and other phe, 

ed 
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and sided with the insurgents, ailhor front lateed to 
us, ot fear of tho mutincors. Some of tho rajahw and 
landholders vemained noutral, but none upenly pio 
claimed themselves our friends, Many uf them tind 
retainors to the mumbor of several thew, rut 
might, had they heon so inclined, without grent aM. 
culty, have oponly resisted tho sepoys. 

That the city peoplo were woll affected, avery ane 
doubted ; yet, notwithstanding this gencial disbelief in 
the loyally of the people of Tarcknow, Mio daily reports 
sent in to us were moat consolatory, ‘Che maaduefrns 
(native bankers) and shopkeapma were, so ib wan 
said, determined to defend thir propevty with their 
lives, should the insurgents aver mareh upon the city, 
a, possibility held in some doubt. “Thoir roluiners 
would resist every attumpl at eacreion, and the 
native nawaba (noblemon and gentlemen) had en 
gaged additional watehmen, and would have their 
property and families veapootod,  Captalny Crmagies 
police wero indefatigable, ao ib wan stated, in rept nxt. 
ing violonce and disorder, and wore, i wae holieved, 
firmly attached to us. Additional anannnitiune wet 
sorved out to them and the Irregulars at the Flore 
seinabad buildings, ‘The ketwal, a Panjaheo, whe 
had during the night of the 80th of May dintiugttiahsl 
himself by his zeat and promptitude tn taking mon. 
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wives to provent an insurrection, waa rewarded wilh 
& largo sum of money aul a valuable shawl drew of 
honour, 

Meanwhilo, thore seomed to be visible general dia 
contont in tho very air of Lueknow. Tt was eon- 
sidored unente for Huropoans to visit the arewded parks 
of tho oity; yob Caplain Camegie, the magiatate, was 
novor molosted, and buggies and curiagon, and 
porhaps ona or two clerks walking to and fo the 
Tosaoinabad buildings Qrhore ai hrogulara ware), 
through one of the most frequented thoroughfares of 
Jawknow, novor mol will violence, Hyery evening 
1 used to ride townrds Muchos Bhawan, aomned af 
course, withont however meeting with any aceidont, 
On ono oeension, my pislol dropped, and am pus 
litoly piekal it up. Yot a lowering, sullen, olatinata 
look was dixeornible on almost every aauntenmner, 
An order hal boon passed prohibiting the earrying af 
ames in tho streotay but thongh this orior waa pay. 
tially ohoyud by the majority of paaionygers, now and 
then o man might be avon with uratellods aud apuar, 
or firolook aud belb and pistold, whows boaring aud 
firm atop proclaimed him at once to Te iititary. 
Nor wore wo, it was folt, alrong enough to entares 
obodionce to ourordora, and were therefore abliged 
nob lo appem to peresive an infiaction of thom

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Martial law had been proclaimed, aud eomte rnr- 
tial were being held daily upon auch fndividualy ax 
were cither made prisons ab the tine of the uoitiny 
in cantonments, or who wera suspected af laying 
disseminated inflammatory addresses, The comes 
were at Arst all tried in the cuntauments (of whiel 
we still ocoupicd two or three howe, among thei 
that of the Chief Commissioner), and thon in: de 
Residency in Lucknow, Several of thom wean pare 
doned —a mistaken leniency; others wore cons 
demned to bo hanged, much against the inclination 
of Sir Tonry, whose kindlinex of dinpesition was 
sudh, that it pained him to bear the vexponaibility of 
shedding the blood of even auch wretelien me the 
acoused ovidently were, Bub he alao nt Inat raw the 
nocessity of adopting severe mennures, anil, with 
sigh, I am certain, confirmed each death warrant, 

Among thoso who were thuw condemned wes the 
soubahdar, who had been raged to that rank from a 
common native sorgeant, and who had receiver from 
Sir Henry's own hands tho sam of a thounaind rapes 
and a dvoss of honour on ihe ovension of hin addres 
to the native troops in cantonment some weole hefurce 
the firat oulbroak, If any conoiliatory meaaures could 
have averted the enlamities which afterwards hotel 
our Government, those adopted ly the Chief Com. 
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missioner wore cartainly ealoulated to provent them, 
Bust wo had you further to lewn what deep tenehery, 
what base ingratibude, and whit Sauanie atrocition 
natives aro capable of ‘The horvaa of Caynpare 
ware not yal known, and those of Shabjelanpare and 
Mithowly were only partially believed. 

The munber of orhninds who were hanged amorut+ 
ed to about thirty-six, of whom ight or ten were 
oxceuleil of a morning, and four or five of an evening. 
Thousands and thonsuids of xpectators asiembled: to 
witness tho oxeoulions, Our guna were pointed at 
the populace fron Fort ALuches Bluwwn, ta fire npon 
them in the event of mn atlompt being mare to reser 
the condoned, ‘They were uanuly hanged on three 
gallows before one of Che putes of the Hout. Only 
on one occasion en Caiewle might Rive avcurresd, 
A horse of one of tho offieerk  leennie restive, 
and the anol conmqnently moved onwards, The 
movement being communicated to others, the living 
muss advanced towards tha gate, and neu xi 
rounded tho Muropeun soldiers guarding the privners, 
The sontry ab tho yale, thereforu, jmagyined an 
alteok was meant, and called out Lo arm!” and Che 
artilorist at the gun waa about io apply the porttire 
to the touch-hole, and shower grape and enniater on 
the peaple, even al the risk of injrring ome awn ion, 
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when the masses again retrented, and the ealastrophe 
was prevented in time, 

Among the prisonora, on that or another oeoasion, 
were also four banniahs (native shopkespora), wha 
wore proved to havo been agents of tho mutineers of 
Benares, and who had arrived here from that eity fn 
order to propagato robollion at Incknow, ‘They be 
longed to a batch of cighteon others, who were alao 
accused of the samo crime, Int of whom fonrteen 
were released, ‘Iho joy of tho acquitted waa some. 
thing really ludicrous to behold, ‘They rubbed their 
foreheads on tho ground, danced aud min about like 
madmen, and could scareoly believe their own cars 
and eyos when their releaso was notified (to then, 
They must have felt that if the cao had heen vem 
versed, and wo were in lhoiy hana ay avonsed, we 
should have mot with no merey. 

The news of the mutiny which had broke ont at 
Cownpore, and of tho straite and sufferings whivh oi 
beleaguered countrymen at thab slation til te on. 
dure, cast a gloom over tho whale placa. ‘thes henienreut 
force thoro undor Air Hugh Wheeler, wo at firat heard, 
were still holding out againal wvtal adda, bub wi 
learnt no particulars on which wo could depend y and 
when at last all our hopes of their hoiyg reliaved des 
sorted ud, and wo heard dark repurts of their enpitn. 
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Intion and final massacre, we, in the nidat af thee 
indignation wo felt, wore yet Unankfal that we liad 
not fured aa badly as they. ‘Thongle the dike mut all 
communicntions with other staliona had Teen closed 
since the 6th of June, fow of ua expocled that 
wo should ever be besieged ourselves, aid none 
imagined a aloga could have denn xe protracted, 
Tven Siv Ienry himself did uot think gag yet, to 
provide against all contingoncios, Like a wike mul 
prudent goneral, he ordered immenke kupplier af 
whent, corn, nnd all sorts of provisions into the Llowd} 
deney ant Mucheo Bhawn. ‘This eventually saved 
our lives, But for his: presoionue, Lucknow would 
have bean lost, aud we should have heen atuyed: ta 
death, or naagaored Tong, long before (his, 

Sir Mugh Wheeler auevordod in sending tye or 
throo Jelters to Sir Tlenry, hut lia eommiuidentions 
word so very seant, awing (a Che necessity of eluding 
the vigilineo of his enomies, that the plover of paper 
on which tho few lines wore xerawlod naturally 
contained no detail, One af then momeangers, a 
heaver or valet of the unfortunate general, waa aliat 
in crossing the Ganges, aud arrived with i fretigedt 
am, with which he alunk about for dees shoya in 
the jungles, avoiding the Inighwaya, mul arrived 
hove almost exhausted. Mia unm waa amputated, 
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and T bolieve ho atill lives, Ono of iheso otters 
contained nows of the fall of Delhi, or at leaat 
war said to have contained such intelligence, for it is 
not now even known whether Sir Iloury caused a 
salute to be fired for our supposed auccoss before the 
walle of the Lmperial City, from a belief of the 
trath of the repmt ar from a ruse do guerre, to 
restore confidonee in the midst of the city people, 
Tho natives uve gonorally the firab to obtain correot 
intelligonce of public events, and they, therefore, 
doubted this, But they still belioved that there 
might be something wue about our success; and the 
Company's papor, whieh had gradually gona down 
from 20 por cent. discount (the rate al which the ma- 
hajuns had purchased it before the mutiny in canton~ 
ments) to 60 to 76 per cont. discount, roe to 40 and 
50 per cent. discount, in consequence of the twenty~ 
ono reports of our cannon. 

Long bofore this tho mahajuns, and even tho bank, 
had coaxed to transact Dusinoss, No dratla could be 
oashod or olilained, no loans were granted, no oredil 
was given by natives to Murepeans, aul no purchases 
were made by morshants, “ho cantonments and the 
city wore no longor inhabited by Europeans; and 
even Constantia ITouso aud tho Martinidre, upon 
which buildings a great deal of money had been ox~ 
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pended for fortifications, were at the eleventh hour 
abandoned, with the sanction of Sir Henry Lawrence. 
From the anxious manner in which the natives desired 
to part with the Company’s paper, it was evident 
that thoy at least put no faith in the stability of our 
rule, 

The city was still apparently perfeotly tranquil; and 
though, owing to our large purchases, provisions were 
getting rather dear, yet everything could be had, and 
in almost any quantity too. Few people, however, 
laid in large stores, for no one contemplated the 
avents that subsequently happened, and we were too 
sunguine in our oxpectations of reinforcements fiom 
Caleutta. 

The Residency itself was crowded with ladies, 
women and children, and every house and outhouse 
wes occupicd. Preparations for defence were con- 
tinued, and thousands of coolies were employed 
at the batteries, stockades, and tronches, which we 
were overywhere completing, We buried the treasure 
and ammunition, of which fortunately we had a large 
supply, and brought together as many guns as we 
could collect, The Residency and Muchee Bhawn 
presented most animated scenes. There were soldiers, 
depoys, prisoners in irons, men, women, and children, 
hundreds of servants, respectable natives in their 
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carriages, coolics caurying welghis, heuvy cuunona, 
fiold~piceot, onrta, elephants, camel Drllocks, hornes, 
all moving about hither and thither, and continual 
pustle and noise woro kept up from morning to 
night, ‘Tonts were pitehed s and in fact there was 
avarcoly & coros which was nog in sume way oceupicd 
and turned to aeecount, 

Our engincor officors were alo blasting eildings, 
and endeavouring to lovel as many hones ax possible 
round aboul ws. Unfortunately, the Chinhutt affair 
oyortook us so wtddenly (hat wo could not complete 
these inout iinporlant mceasnres, and wo wasted besides 
muoh valuable time and Iabowr upon sintilar under» 
takings round wbout Muvhee Bhawn, whith wo afier- 
warda abandoned 

Macheo Bhawn * was surrounded by Iiigh wally, 
which, towards the side overlooking the river, pre 
gented tho appearance of un ancient eaatle. ho 

* Tho buildings of Mucheo Rhawn Cnuches, fale" from dio lo» 
vieo ovor tho gatoway, and bhawa, Sanweri¢ for hou”) had belonged 
to Nawab Yah Ally Khan, and wore prvchased hy Sie TLL, far 9,000 
rmupecs. ‘Uhey originally formed tho cantly of the suclont hell, 
who held i¢ during the rule in Onde of tha Vinwroy Asoph ood Dovwe 
Jah, Latelnow war thon a yage of tie faportunes, hut forming the 
hond«quarters of the rebellious Ahelkhe, who hed heeomo very (routes 
some, tho Vieoroy made an oxpedition in person to th tole tholr 


enstlo of Muchoo Uhawn, and, liking the wpot hhnvelf, removed hla 
enpital from Fysabud to Luckuow, which he built, 
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buildings within, its towers, magazines, outhouses, and 
{orraces, were so numerousand intrionte, that a stranger 
might easily have lost his way among them. Towards 
the north, Muchee Bhawn commanded the iron and 
stone bridges; to the south and west, had been 
one of the most populous parts of the town, and 
which was now partially levelled, and continuing 
to be levelled; towards the east it was commanded 
by the Residency, and overlooked some very fre- 
quonted thoroughfares, of which we were fast de- 
molishing the houses; We strengthened the forti- 
fications, planted cannon on the walls, and, where 
thai could not be done, placed jingals (immense 
blunderbugses moving on pivots) on them. To all 
appearance the Muchee Bhawn Fort was a most 
formidable and secure stronghold, but in reality it 
could never have been long defended by us, Its old 
walls would have orwmbled to dust by the continned 
reverberaiions of our own cannon, and it was besides 
not largo, enough to accommodate all the familios that 
had found refuge int Lucknow, and we had not troops 
sufficient to garrison two places against a numerous 
and woll disciplined enemy. 

The question whether Muchee Bhawn was to be 
abandoned or not was several times mooted in the 
coungil chamber, Opinions were evidently fluc- 
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(ualings for on one day tt was dotormined to bring all 
tho Wrengure, a great number of puns, a vast deul of 
ammunition, and all the provisions away from the 
fort. Agnin countor-ordors were given, and gone of 
the provisiond and mumuaition were Aelually rent 
back, ‘Then again removals look place, and it was 
finally determined to hold Muches Bhuwn some time 
longer, 

TL was fortimate that (he leainre was allowed 
to remain in the Residency. Mi. Doprat, who 
had been ordered to remove all hia goods into 
tho fort, was specially protibited trem Giking them 
away, Government, so Sir TLonry avid, holding thom. 
solves responsible for any los ho might sustain, We 
oceupied one of the reoms af the outhoudes, and, 
during owr residence there, lived nx well ax we could 
on Burgundy and hernetienly sealed and other 
provisions, We xeomed to have a presentiment of 
what privations wo had afterwards to nnidergo, for 
wo Onjoyed ourselves ad naele aa good living could 
effet, Howaver, Daprat required at Inet iny dor. 
vives in the Rosidenay, whither he wat ronoving 
all Mra, Tayes's library, Me. Jackson's funitire, and 
Jaady Qutramn’s property 5 and Laemoved to the house 
which he had obtained there, * 

Tho Mucheo Bhawn, porhaps, uolwithstanding ite 
weakness, yel anawored wv politienl purpose, ‘Lhe na 
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tives entertained the highest opinion of its strength, 
and believed it almost impregnable. ‘The place was 

7commandod by Buovo-diaper Mrancis, of the 13th 
Native Infantry, an excellont officor, who was ably 
seconded in his endeavours to arrange the interior 
economy of the place by the Iort Adjutant, Lieutenant 
Huxham, 48th Native Infantry, ‘The strength of the 
fort consisted of two companies of Europeans, Captain. 
Alexandor’s ILorse Artillery battery, the mortar bat- 
tery, and the gale guns, There were, besides, scores 
of large and small cannon, formerly belonging to the 
king, lying about the place without gun-carriages and 
usoless, It is very probable that tho fear of our guns 
playing upon the town from that fort prevented an 
insurrection of the city people after the mutiny in 
cantonments. 

That the Lucknow people should rise against us 
was & yory probable event, notwithstanding the 
false veporis which wo iecoived of thei universal 
contentment. We had dono vory little to deserve 
their love and much to meril their dotestation. 
‘Thousands of nobles, gentlemen, and officials, who 
during tho king’s time had held lucrative appoint~ 
menta, and who were too idle to work, were now 
th penmry and want, and their myriads of retainers 

_ dnd servants thrown out of employ of course, Then 
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the inuumerable vagabond, braves, aud boys, 
who under the alive ralo infowted Che eity anil 
found bread in it, were slarvings durin our why 
aiinistution, ‘tha muive merchiniy xhoplespory, 
and Tmokers, who, while Wajid Ally was on tho 
throne, made Iarge profile trom supplyfng: the luxn 
viows wants of the king, dia courtiers, and the 
avealthy ladies of The bhvongod Iwren, Lud ng 
aula for their goodas and the people in general, aud. 
especially tho pony wore dissatisfied because thoy 
were treed direotly nnd indizeetly i every ways 

© bad been wo very anxious lo how a large 
halance-sheet in our fievatny, Cub we were Les caval] 
to make the poople happy Unue to make them fll 
our trenmmies, ‘Chore was on dnty: on sttanpyy, on 
polttions, on foorl, on honses, on oatblos, ol Comes. 
There wes an opin contractor, a contractor for 
mupplying eon and provisions, a aalb and apiell cous 
tractor, and in faab vantraols wore givgu foe every 
thing that di Paris would eome vaiek the name of 
velrol.  Myorything in (he sliapa af dood wit cone 
xeqnonily very dears tml tho coutiaelory, Uae most 
opulent of whom war one Shirt vod Dowhedh, a re 
nogade wrefeh, who muler the king’ ily even waa 
infiauow: for his peculation sul robbiey, ab a thn 
when thett und pluudler were apenly committed, were 
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niaking large fortunes, while the people suffered by 
their extoitions, 

Tho tax upon opirm especially caused an immense 
discontent throughout tho country, but particularly 
in the city. Opium was an article as extensively 
used in Lucknow as in China, and the sudden do- 
piivation of this drug was most sevore upon the 
poorer opium-eaters. Many who could not obtain 
it at the increased rates actually out their own 
throats in desperation, Besides, our magistrates, 
though themselves anxious to he jusl, were too much 
hampered by regulations to which the people were 
yeb shangers, to dispense cqual justice, and wore 
prevented by their shoristadais and native officials, 
whose corruption and venality were proverbial, from 
emuying out the dictates of their own consciences, 

Tho kotwal of the city, who had shown himself so 
zealous in our cause, and who was nttached to it, nob 
from gratitude, bub from tho gonoral detestation which 
ho inspired, had no friends but our officials, who were 
ignorant of his xeal character and unfortunately 
placed too much reliance on his integrity. ‘This man. 
threatened any one, who he thought could pay him 
well, with ai accusation, and, from the high position 
he held and the means at his command, he heeame a 
vory formidable enomy to whoever was bold cnough 
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to oppose him or to laugh ab his power [lid dew 
Innched charactor, Loo, made him pesuliarly cbnoxiony 
to futhara and lathanda, whon, by mena of hia myrs 
midons, ho cotdd ab any Cine deprive of daughter 
or a wile, ‘Tho natives were, husides, Guyght by on 
Mohanmmodiut and Hindoo subordinates to look: upon 
we tg corrnpl and wajuabs for fow of Uem toak: belbga 
without letting if bo waderatood Chat the proater pore 
tion of hom was appreprinied hy cur mayintyaton and 
high oNieinds, who, poor men, Ve knew how thoir 
ohavaclors Cor justices wore maligned, and whet fortines 
thofr empleyoes were muukiig ab the expense of they 
reputations, 

Then there were fimntics in plontly in the city, 
who mado use of religious onthusinan to tnflnoneo 
the minds of their go-roligionixts xtill more aguinal 
us, févery dua Mohmumedan ix aut heat ae enemy 
to the profeavors of Christianity, hawover meh he 
may diggniso his feelings for the time hein, and no 
matter what amount of benefits and kinduossus ho 
may roecive ab Uteir hands. ‘To day) oe injure an 
infidel iv with him a mevitoriong action. Laoknow 
waa the aout af Mohammedan Hterdives ancl it need 
not, therefore, ho a inatter of wonder if he aiumeroug 
preachers who akurled ip against ws, and gursed ote 
rule, foul Inge and ayinpaldsiiys congregations,

Thoy easily persuaded their hearers that to rebel 
against us was acceptable in the sight of Ileaven, 
and that Allah would bless with success any attempt 
ab throwing off the odious yoke of the infidel foreigners, 
—the despoilers of their king, the revilers of their 
holy religion, tho eaters of the unclean animal, 
and the consumers of the forbidden drink. And 
blending fanaticism with cunning, they added that 
dhe Tindoos, too, would have their religion disre- 
apecled, would be christianised, and would have to 
handle cow-fat and eat beef. Their hearers, already 
excited against us, were easily led to believe that the 
prisoners we were hanging were martyrs of agood and 
holy cause, One of these itinerant fakeers, who was 
caught in the act of preaching universal war against 
uk, was condemned to receive a hundred lashes—a 
measure which cooled the ardour of his brethren for 
some time, ‘Thousands of ill-looking wretches, how~ 
ever, might daily be seen passing under the gallows, 
registering vows of vengeance against us. 

Of the real state of affairs, such as Ihave attempted 
to depict it, Sir Ilenry Lawrence was well aware. 
He had already put the Residency under garrison 
lows, and sentinels and patrols were everywhere 
posted, Ha had organised a body of volunteer ca- 
volry, consisting of officers, clerks, and othera, under

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the command of Captain Raleliffy of Cho 70h Light 
Tawalvyy with Crypstiiss Kotte of (he Qual (rrogalins 
for n segoud in eomaiend, and May Alexander Bryson, 
for sergeant, A hody of infantry, eousinting: of ele 
vilians, wero also drilled, and had to portorn sentinel 
nnd other duties in the variots hoses and dattortoy 
fo whieh they were posted, within the Resideny 
compound, 

Nie Venvy Lawrence was indolidigable, and seamed 
ulmost never (o sleeps Often world te mally aut ite 
Cazuian, ant visit tho mont frequented: puts af the 
maive Lown, to tuake pergonel obxervidions, amd. goo 
how Mis orders were curried aut, Ue soveral thiies 
Tad a thin bedding spread out nem (ho ying ab 
the Beiley-gaard Caley, and retired Chere ama 
the artilloristy, net fo sleep, tthe to phat maul to 
meditate undiatiybed. Tle appeared to he nbiqids 
tow, mul do bo xeon everywhere Al loved and 
reapootod the old’ gentleman, and deed avery one 
had ense, for vena was toe lowly for lik notice, 
and ono dotaila were too uinbtevesting for hin. 
Tevery one workings imder dim, no nial ter aw aidhare 
dinwo his position, aww that, if he performed his 
Uutios sheorfally and well, Bir Tony, who waa a 
keen obxerver of persons, would nok allow him a go 
unvewarded, Tha Uneavenanted, prutigularly, ld o 
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kind friend in him, and with the common soldier 
he was equally if not even more popular, On Sir 
Lenry’s removing the head-quarters of his office from 
cantonmonts into the Residency he was loudly cheered 
by the men, “Long life to Sir Honry ; long live Sir 
Henry,” resounded from all sides; and a long and 
loud “hurrah” continued ag long as ho was vi- 
sible, One poor man vociferated so loudly that he 
burst a blood-vessel-a heavy price for a little en- 
thusiasm, 

Bir Henry seemed to all who saw him to be worn 
out with fatigue; and his immense responsibility 
at so oritical a period appeared to bear particularly 
heavy on hin, 

Sir Henry Lawrence had received from Calcutta, 
some time before the siege, plenary powers to use 
his own discretion with regard to Oude, He might, 
80 it was stated, cither keep the country, or tempo- 
rarily ovacuate it, Ho unhesitatingly rejected the 
latter alternative; that we ave still in possession of 
a position in Oude, and are in a fair way of re- 
taking what we have lost, is entirely owing to Sir 
Henry, Though the loss our troops sustained during 
the siega and in the frst relief by General Havelock’s 
force was immense, some advantages at least were 
gained, Bosides, had we abandoned Tucknow at 
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that tine, the moral effeel wend most prebably 
have boon still mora rnineud ta om Cavernment, 
and woenld dave entailed an inedeulaltle lage of 
Dowd and treaane, Aid hestder, the thet af ane 
Title gmaixon holding aut so Jeng saynbish a thy ae 
poor foreo of welledisoiplined men, anpplied with 
all the requirements of civilised: warfare, must hava 
nob a Ritle astonished tho survomiding provinces, and 
made us rise in (hei oathnation ns uinel ag we 
might have lost in prestige hhetare, Tn a word, all 
whe ao buimetely aequaiated with Ge frets are af 
opinion that il woukt have heen highly impolitie to 
eyrenata Onda ab a time when we had ih in om 
power to do xo with hapinity; but after the 80th of 
May, when suelt a eos might have heen politia, it 
was 110 Jongor practicable, 

The insurgents were anid to he approaching 
Tareknow, but another fae was abeady in owe camp 
quite as terrible ag they, ‘hia was tie cholera, which 
daily xont two or threa men, prinoipally fon the 
fork of Muchee Bhawn, to eis graves, Th waa heals 
vending te see the hospital of that plaee constantly 
fed with the yieGins of (his dire apm, 

Two sad ovomences took place shortly bofore the 
siege, Ono happened in the Residenay, ‘Wha waa 
the murder of a Euyapoan by a Fuyapean, both 
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brave and gallant soldiers, whom we could little spare 
ab a time like the present, Tho wives of Riding- 
Master Eldrige and Sergeant-Major Keogh, both 
of the 7th Light Cavalry, had a quarrel, and the 
husbands, being appealed to by their better halves, 
took it up warmly; high words ensued, and on 
a term of abuse being made use of by the riding- 
master, Keogh drew his pistol, which he carried in 
his «belt, and shot Eldrige dead. The sergeant- 
major was of course put under arrest, but he was not 
condemned to death, and on the commencement of 
tho siege he was released and ordered 10 go to his 
duty, But a Power higher than any human tri- 
bunal did not allow him 10 go unpunished. A bullet 
fom the enemy fractured his thigh; his leg was am- 
putated, and he died from the effects of the operation. 

At Mucheo Bhawn, also, a more excusable crime 
waa commnitted, for the murderer was a Sikh, labowing 
under the effects of some intoxicating drug or wder 
temporary insanity, The man, apparently furiously 
mad, ran a-muck, killing or wounding with his 
sword whomsoever he saw. He succeeded in killing 
one Sikh and severely wounding two sepoys, before he 
could be scoured. The poor fellow, who was put in 
ivong, was deeply sorrowful at the murder he had con!~ 
mibted, without cause, as well as without premeditas 
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fio, ‘Lhe possibility of aigthor aed similar tit of 
Tnnduesd on his pat no doahh provented his heiny 
velvasod,

Momtaz-cod-Dowlah, now siding with tho insmyouts, 
was Anbeoquently sob ab Tbopty. She detention of 
those slato prisoners, whatever (he origin, wasn wlio 
and politic moasnre, Th was feared, and justly to, 
that the enemy would fore them, owing ta tholy 
vlevalod rank, fo (ake a prominent position in the 
coming revolution, mid perhaps place one ol them 
on the throne, maith ake the others ruinisters or 
nirdura, 

Ono was Mustapha Ally Khon, (hes oxebing’h older 
brother, who hy righty should fave boon plead on 
the throne, bit whe wer eseluded by the old hing on 
protenee at being imame, ev ehaye pertbetly ridi- 
ouloms, Since vhen he never wore a tana or eps 
“A crown only,” ho says, “shall cavirele my brows” 
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Prince Rookun-ood-Dowlah, the son of Saad-ut-Ally, 
ruler of Oude, an old nobleman held in much esteem 
here, and Nawabs Mohammed Humayoon Khan, and 
Mirza Mohammed Shiko, nephew of the celebrated 
Solyman Shiko, of the royal families of Oude and 
Delhi, were the others. The young Rajah of 
Toolsepore, whose feuds with his father (whom 
it was believed he caused to be murdered) are so 
woll known in India, completes the list. The rest 
of the prisoners were unimpoitnnt persons, merely 
attendants and servants on the others,

Maron Manniort, the Pension Paynraater, had, ae 
cordiyg te the poliey thon prevalent, heen kent ant 
Into the district, ostensildy te pay the native peu 
sionors, bul really to Ory and restore em authority and 
to veport on tho state of the country, IIe waa ae« 
rompanied hy two compantes of the 48th Native Tnw 
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fantry, under Captain Burmester and Ensign Far- 
quharaon, of that regiment, and a body of the 7th 
Light Cavalry, officered by Captain Staples and Lieu~ 
tenants Boulton and Martin, Encamping neat @ vil- 
lage in Oude, Major Marriott hail become aware of 
the mutinous state of the native soldiery under his 
orders, Before sitting down to dinner, he apprised 
his brother officers of his intention to return to Luck- 
now, at the sme time giving them permission, and 
strongly advising them to do the same, But Captain 
Burmester said that he had the most implicit confi- 
dence in his sepoys, and the other officers likewise 
remained. 

Lieutenant Boulton had ‘alesany made every pre- 
paration for escape, for he was less confident than his 
brother officers, THis horse had been tied to a tree 
at a distance, and, accompanied by Captain Staples, 
whom he had persuaded to join him, he arrived 
safely at the tree, favoured by the ‘darkness of the 
evening. Unfortunately they had but one horse, for 
Staples had only at the eleventh hour determined 
on quitting. ‘They mounted the same animal, and 
galloped off. They were seen, fired at, and Staples, 
who was behind, was shot through the back and 
fell, The other officers were all killed while at 
dinner, but Boulton effected his escape, He was 
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pursued hy seven of his men, and a Dullet sont aflor 
him wounded him in the wrist, tle rodo for six 
inion for his life and, jumping a brond diteh, 
loft hiy pursuors behind, Ee sneeecdod ab laa in 
reaching Cawnpors through the whole of the onomy's 
cop. Licwenant Lutehingon, who had alko beon 
soué sumowhers fnto tho interiox, was equally fore 
timate; Te was pursued to the very Residency hy a 
few of his rebollious eavalyynen, Tdontonant Bax, 
of the 48th, commanding a Oude Leregulay corps 
in tho district, alao foll a vieuim to tho treachery of 
lin mon. 

‘Tho news from the districty, meanwhile, became 
every day more and mere gloomy, and om fitelli- 
gouco every day more defeotive, tC hend with sorow 
aul grief, from euthontio news brought in hy tho wim 
tive oxtra Axsistant Commissioner whe had accom 
panied him, thal nay disbor’s beobhersinelaw and [rtd 
Tdoutenent Josuph Longueville Clarke, seaond di come 
nan of the MK Oude Trregntay Tafindry, Tad teon 
trderod. Ifo hind earned for hibnself a distingabaled 
roputation, and the Caurka of Goverment, for the 
onary ho displayed in tracking, and linally, after 
an tueredibly Jong march, coming upon the camp 
of the famous robhor chief md powerful fondal buon, 
the inurderer of Mr, Boileau of the Civil Service, 
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Fuzel Ally, Aiter a hand-to-hand struggle, in which 
he was wounded, he had succecded in killing Fuzel 
Ally himself, his brother, and several followers, This 
success most probably retarded the rebellion for some 
months, and at all events deprived the insurgents of 
a chief who united indomitable courage with great 
skill and perseverance, and who had for many years 
held the king's and our own authority at defiance, 

Longueville Clarke, and Mx, Cunliffe, and another, 

tr J ackson I think, of the Civil Service, accom- 
panied by the native extra Assistant Commissioner, 
who might havo been a fiiend or a traitor for aught 
I know, had managed to reach the edge of the river 
Gaugra, at Byramghit, from Gonda. They either 
could not get boats to escape fiom their pmsuers, 
or they anived at the opposite bank, 1an for a short 
distance, and were then killed in a village; or thoy 
were made prisoners after being wounded in o des- 
porate resistance, tried by the rebels for the murder 
of Fuzel Ally, and shot; but at all evonts they fell 
victims to the oruolty of the insurgents, The reports 
of the mannoyr of their death are various, 

Poor Clarke had entrusted his sword and pistols to 
an old nalive dependent, with the request to forwwd 
them, in tho event of his death, to a frieyd, with a 
view to have them transmitted to his father, My, 
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Longueville Clarke, the well Known) bavrivtor, at 
Crleulla This was faithtaly exeonted, 

Of ny friend Captain Pabriek Orv and his fianily 1 
hoard through hik Inother Adolphe, who show me 
the Jottor, whieh contained the fat fubination wo 
had of Uhe trayio fate of tho Shabjehanpore rolugeou, 
These unfortunates having exeapod the tite of May 
Rickebts, the collector, aid others, whe were killed 
ab chueh, arrived, lo tho munber of twenty-vight, 
men, ladios, wud children, in avfely wl Mohumdes, 
whoro Caplain Orr was Depily-Comminsionons 

A party of the then who had served under Orr, 
whon he communded a King's Regimont during (ho 
native rule, forced themselves upon the purty as an 
escort, Craplain Orr, before allowing (ho xepoys t0 ae 
company thom, ad well as himsoll and fia family, fest 
nude them swear ou the head ofa Bralonin jonadar, 
or native oficer, the most sacred oath a Eindvo oan 
luke, thal they would net tough whine of Uhoir heads, 
Choy Jind xeaveely dab oul a short dinkuiee, however, 
whon tho xepoys obliged the Jadiaa and children to 
leave their carriages and la walk. ‘Che gentlemen, 
fourteon in munber, were murdered one by one, nem 
Mithowly, and tho whole of the Tadios wd clildzon, 
contain of their combug fate, masciubling Cogethor in 
one body, wore shot down while knecling and singing 
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a hymn.” Captain Orr, his wifo and child, alone 
were saved. One of the sepoys interposed his body 
between them and the mutincers, seconded by other 
soldiers who had sorved under Orr before, and assisted 
in proventing their murder, They had to wander 
about for several days in the jungle, in constant 
dvead of their lives, protected by a friondly Rajah, 
Lona Singh, and were joined by refugees from See- 
tapore and other stations. These were, Sir Mount- 
stuart Jackson, the Misses Jackson, Lieutenant 
Burues, little Miss Christian, Sergeant Porton, and 
one or tivo others, 

Captain John Ifearsey was not heard of. Ile was 
probably the European said to have been seen on an 
clophant with some ladies, made a prisoner, and 
shot, 

Of Captain Bunbury, too, we knew nothing. 

From Sultanpove we heard of the murder of Messrs, 
Slroyan, Block, and Colonel Fisher, and the escape of 
the Indies and the other gentlemen, Of the Fyzabad 
mutiny wo learnt only inaccurate roports, and were

mul a party af Cha Volunteer Cavalry were therefore 
ospatohed by Sie Henry to exoorb tio Tedios of Ud 
alation in, hey anel them Chirty ollieor and die 
dies -ired, weary, hingry, and stidinnt, and with 
Dialered fect and hands, ab a place ealled Bakshoo 
Ka ‘Balao, nob fiat from eantonments whieh wo wero 
alill keaping asin piqued fb waa retained as such 
hy two companion of infanlry and a battery af lovse 
wdillory, {hat romained hohind tl the 20th af dime, 
whon (hey were ordered into Muchos Bhawn,  ‘Thore 
was another expedition of a detaehinont of Voliunteors, 
who wont ovarda Seerora, bub who returned withont 
affecting their ohject. A Uhird revomnoitiing party 
went to Nawahginge, on tho Chwnpote ready anid 
wo fonrth, to Niwabyinee of Bara Tinly, on the 
Pyznbud youd. Neither party caw an oneniys The 
latter only brought daa eonple af owas, evidently 
aptew of the Tavagents, who wore prvenieal vid 
captived, 

see Obhor reftaecs were, now md: Chen, alae comihus i 
frame other siations, De, Theannpigan, from Orvidued, 
was tho,tink Go eome in from that dation aul give 
the news af the onthreak theres and Aly Benson 
and funily, and the obher families at well Captain 
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Hawes of the 6th Oudo Tregulars, followed. Several 
others escaped from Secrora; but by far the greatest 
number fell victims to the cruelty of the natives, 
Of this we had several tangible proofs. ‘The body of 
an European woman, cut in quarters, was brought in ; 
and the corpses of tio or three others were seen lying 
on the roadside, 

I subjoin here an extract from Lieutenant Iar- 
quhar’s interesting journal, which will show the exact 
position in which we were at this time :—* When we 
got to cantonments we were ordered to the Artillery 
parade-ground, where a camp was formed, and where 
wo bivouacked for a fortnight with the eighty men 
who remained of our regiment (the 7th Light Ca- 
valry). We were almost daily informed by spies 
that those vighty fellows intended to cut our thronts, 
The 48th Native Infantry were encamped close to 
us; fifly of them stuck to their officers on the night 
of the mutiny, but, on the following day, 150 men, 
who returned, and merely expressed their sorrow for 
having desorbed their officers, were taken back, 
Those. were pleasant companions to have close to 
one, The consequence was that the officers of each 
regiment had to sleep together, armed to the teeth, 
and two of us had to remain awake two hours each, 
io watch their own men. We kept these watches 

n2 
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strictly, and hy that meus saved our lives. 1 used 
to sleep wighlly in my clothes of course. williimy 
vovolyer under my pillow, a drawn svord on my bed, 
aid a londed double-barreled gum hear me, Wo 
yemained in Cis disagreeable position for mere than 
two weeks, and ean tell you Twas fay from sorry 
when an order eame from Sie Trenry Tawwronce that 
we wero fo pay up our den and aenel Chom home on 
leave tH the 13th of Oelober, and then eane down 
to tha Residency.” 

‘Tho insurgent of Che various stations in Oude were 
now sald to lave collected: together, mud ta ba ap- 
proachiug Lneknow fa grent numbers, A party of 
the Volunteer Cavalry was therefore sent ont to Chine. 
Tint, on the Seerora road, to Che aovth of Laiokuew, 
in order to reconnoitre, hey deft nt one in the 
morning, and renched abe threes Avab, aimdst showers 
of min, ‘hoy sew nothings for the hostile troops 
had evidently not yet renched 5 and retnrned next day 
ab two o'elovls, cold, wel, and meonitortable, 

The Oude military poliee, meanwhile, had for some 
days shown symptennt of beh infected with he sphit 
of mutiny, which naw hind heconte poneral Hhronyglint 
the provines, There were still a lew native troeps 
fuith ful fo us, bub we could: of cote nol depand on 
the duration of Cheiy fidelity, ‘Mho few sepoys of the 
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18th and other regiments that had not joined in the 
general mutiny in the cantonments, were thoso in 
whom alone we placed some sort of confidence. The 
native pensionors algo, old men, that had fought for 
us in Cabul, and Burmah, and the Punjab, flocked 
around us to the Residency, and were likely to adhere 
to our cause, ag it was obviously their interest to do 
80, unfitted as they were for plunder or long marches 
by their age. The artillerymen, on the contrary, 
were suspected to be tainted. One man was actually 
caught in the act of sending a seditious letter to one of 
tho agents of the mutineer regiments in the country ; 
-—he was, I believe, subsequently hanged. Another _ 
was seen changing the clovation of our guns; a matter 
of little importance, truly, but still a proof of being 
ill-affectod. Over each gun was placed a European 
antillerist,vhose duty it was to watch narrowly the 
native gunners, 

More than once, sedilious conversation had been 
oyerhéard botween the men, by such as could under- 
stand the language, ‘The native 1own-polico were 
believed to be slaunch, for, duxing the rising of the 
30th of May in cantonments, they, as well as the 
Irregulars, under the command of Brigadier Gray in 
the Dowlatkhana and Hosseinabad, were strenuous 
in their exertions to presorve order,

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Of the Militury Poliee, Captain Westen, who cone 
minded the whole foreo, of whieh there was then, 
lhawever, ab Lachuew only a repinent of cavalry, cou 
sisting of men under his fmecdiate orders, and the 
3rd Regiment under Caplain Adalpho Orry reveived 
constant intimation of the spread of disutvetion among 
them.

Tt was during the night of the Lith of June that 
the cavalry of the Mililary Police first broke out into 
opon mutiny, Their barracks wero situated on the 
new metalled road leading past the Mutyinahal palace, 
and the house lately occupied by the 32nd mess, to 
the Dilkusha and Constantia, a distanee of about a 
mile and a half from the Residency. Intimation of 
this was soon conveyed to the authorities by one of the 
police spies. Captain Weston, on this occasion, proved 
himself to be a daxing soldier and faithful servant of 
Goverment, Without hesitating an instant, aud 
avgompanicd only by two native sown, who might 
jo waitors like the rest, he at once mounted his horse 
and galloped off to their barracks, 

He found them drawn up on the plain in front of 
the buildiug, and ready to start off; but his presence 
delayed them an instant, and they ceased shouting in 
order to listen to his speech, But all his offorts to 
induce them to return to a sense of their duty were of 
no avail, They drowned his voice hy the uproar they 
renewed, and recommended him to start home, de- 
claring that they had already too far committed them- 
solves to hope for any favour from Government, and. 
that they wero unable to resist the torrent of the 
insurrection. No man, however, offered him the 
least violence, a proof of the respect and affection

She infantry of Che polices were nob lone i lollowe 
yg the oxmploe set theme by tha eavaleyy and on the 
very next day brake ant into rebellion.

Ele and his 
fathereiieluy were about to take Choir evwdomnay 
siesta, When a lavild eune tnehbag ty breathless 
with haste, and crying, “Sahib! Sahih! they have 
mutinied, aed ave coming: quick! quick [save your 
nol” 

The Ovo gentlomen mediaely rudd to their 
stables, ordered Ghote bores, nnd assisted ii tho 
seddlings "They dial just Cie te meqite and 
tu zo out hy one gate, when thes men were Ren 
coming in dy the athens rmning und lott 
their aushety at they eae. One or tive. shola 
werd fired ont then, bat they were xuon ant of 
range, mad yaloped al? tor Chote lives to (he Rests 
deney, ‘Phoy Jind had nvew exenpe, ‘The hong, 
memayhile, was plindered, and a thous Lapeer 
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of regimental money abstracted from the military 
chest. 

The mutineers next directed their steps to the 
house lately occupied by the 82nd mess, robbing it 
of whatever they could take away, and destroying 
what they could not, They then advanced to 
Constantia, plundering the bazaars, which they found 
deserted as they went along. 

Of the whole regiment only one soubahdar, one 
jomadar, six havildars, and twenty-six sepoys remained 
faithful to us, They continued to guard the prisoners 
a the jail who had not been released, and afterwards 
remained at their posts till they were relieved by a 
guard of the Irregulars. : 

As soon as this affair was known at the Residency, 
Sir Henry Lawrence called a council together, at 
which the course of action to be pursued was deter- 
mined upon, The mutiny broke out at 11 Aan, 
and it wag at 12 pat that the order for pursuit 
was given, No European cavalry had been organ- 
ised at the time. Every one ran hither and thither, 
and whoever could seize a horse did so, Helter 
skelter, did we gallop on, keeping together as much 
as we could, and following close upon the field~pieces, 
on which, and the tumbrils, several volunteers had 
found seats, Our infantry could not be got ready in 
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time, and ont cavalry aveoidingly sinted without 
waiting for then, for time wae valuable, ‘Mhey cons 
sisted of whout filly Muropenus, alice, clerks, and 
others, and abont sixty or seventy Sikli,

ridonedl by a pnaty of eight or Con volunteers, ax many 
soldiers, nid the masters and hoya ef the Martinidre, 
was nob melestad by the mntiness, ‘Po dor original 
alrongth, other forlitieations lial Teen ndded, 8a Chat 
on the whole, it presented athe a tommidable ap. 
pearmmee. One ol the pontlemen ttihed {0 tho 
College, had romest narra exenpe, To had been 
to the efty, fnel wes retuoning br lita Tangey, ab the 
very time when the iutineris were qarching to 
Constantin, fle eame ap with a fay xligelera, who 
seized hin lrygey amd questioned dine rather narrowly: 
One of them asked auother whether ho oight notto he 
shot, considering he was Meringhee ; but they wero 
evidently not tnelined to be blondethivdy. “Hels 
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only a schoolmaster,” replied one contemptuously, 
and so they let him go his way. 

The mutineers consisted of a complete regiment of 
native officers, non-commissioned officers, and nearly 
seven hundred men; together with two companies, 
one of the 2nd, and the other of the 3rd regiment of 
Military Police, that had joined the day previously. 
They retreated on the approach of our force, in ex- 
cellent order; forming square and marching away 
without any hurry or confusion. They took the 
direction of the Dilkushar hunting park, and eyvi- 
dently purposed retiing on the Cawnpore route, 

Our force now approached, commanded by Briga- 
dier Inglis, of Her Majesty’s 82nd Regiment. The 
mllery fired a few showas of grape at them, but 
the impromptu cavalry were not allowed to charge 
the main body, A fow stragglers, who had been away 
from the head-quarters of the mutinous camp, and 
were surprised by our force, fell victims to the fury 
of ow men, mostly of the Sikhs; ten or twelve were 
killed, and eleven taken prisoners, 

My, Thornhill, of the Civil Service, displayed great 
courage on this occasion. He charged a party of two 
or three men, and in doing 0 was met with the bayonct 
of one and the sword and shield of another. Unfortu- 
nately, his horse became restive and wamanageable ; 
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and, botore he Taal ine le attike, he received i haygs 
netawound in hia thie, Nothing daunted, he Whowlgd 
about, and Trul just sueeeoded be hitting his antaysonigh 
on the head, when his hore: tyain reared, and thug 
cnebled lis encanyt lo give hime another Unrast af the 
Tayonet in the arm.

Tue insurgents now, as stated hy aur spies, had 
really arrived within donor twelve miles af Latekuow, 
and their intention waa said Co tin lo aeoupy the eily. 
Hix Tlonry Lawrenes Cherefore ordererL another re~ 
eonnoilting party to Chinkutt. "The Volunteer Cas 
valry accordingly Jett this on the 29th of time, 
There was ne danht of Che eneny’s presences, (or (hey 
hal thrown out piquets to a considerable distance 
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trom the village. These our men drove in, but they 
could not pursuc them with any degree of safoty, 
and Chinhutt itsolf was evidently occupied by the 
enemy, 

Five of the Volunteer Cavalry, Lieut. C. W. Camp- 
bell (Bengal Native Infantry), Mx. Bryson, Private 
Sampson, formerly of the 32nd, and two native officers 
of the 7th Light Cavalry, seeing a body of about 
eighteen troopers break from a wood, could not re- 
strain their ardour, and, gallantly dashing at them as 
hard as they could, pursued them about five or six 
hundred yards, Our men then returned 10 Lucknow, 
without having accomplished the chief object of their 
expedition, viz,, to ascertain what the number of the 
onemy really waa. f 

IIad the battle of Chinhutt taken placo on the 29th 
instead of the 30th, there is every probability this 
small force would have beaten the rebels. On the 
night of the 29th, however, their advanco guard was 
joined by the whole strength of the mutinous army, 
~—a fact of which our spies said nothing, And it was 
upon this information that poor Sir Henry Lawrence 
was persuaded to plan and carry out the expedition 
which proved subsequently so disastrous. He, I sup- 
pose, thought, and thought rightly, that from five 
to six hundred British troops, Europeans and natives, 
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commanded hy Euglish offieors, would be quile anil. 
clout to cope with three or four tines that nimber 
of rebots, 

Our forge cousisted of 800 Murapeans al tho $2ud 
Rogiment, about 160 of the 18th Native bafaniry, and 
aamall monber of the 71st and dkth (xeureely 100 
mon), 126 Croopers holongiyg do Che Oude Levegubay 
Cavalry, mostly Sikhs, and 30 of our Volunteer 
Cavalry, ‘Tho artillery consisted of one large how= 
ilaer drawn by elophants, four Tvepean gia of the 
Horao Light Jiold Battery, and six native guns of the 
Onde Vield Battorion, 

This anv) foreo, mnounting altogethor to xeareo G00 
men, ware weler Che inumediata ardera al Reigadior- 
Goneral Sir Menry Lawrence, A part ealleoted at the 
Tehyea Kothec, in front of the Bailey-puard, and loft 
Lucknow carly ab dark, Many of the Muropenmns 
had indulged the previous evening a Htle too freely 
in liquor; but though this fuot muab have heen 
known, they received, before setting oul, uothing: in 
tho xhape of a stimmiant to prevent a ronolion of the 
nystom, nad to invigorate Chom for the fatigues: of 
the jownosy, They moved on confident of arecoss, 
wad without making any preparationa for coveriug 
thoir rotreat, showd they meat with a reverse, 
contingonoy of which neither Mir Tleury, his coun- 
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aellors, nor any European individual of the force ever 
contemplated the possibility. 

There is every likelihood that the spies, who gave 
us the intelligence on which we acted, had entered 
into a previous understanding with the rebels, though 
it is also possible they were themselves deccived in 
taking an advanced guard of the enemy for the whole 
of the hostile army, Of one thing I am positive, 
that the insurgents were perfectly well acquainted 
with all our movements; and thoy must ccitainly 
have received correct intimation of the strength of 
the force {hat was advancing to dispute their entrance 
into Lucknow, A little bridge crosses a streamlet 
with very steep banks called the Kokrail, about six 
miles distant from the iron bridge. Jere our troops 
halted, and Sir Ifenry, it appeared, felt al one time 
inolined to draw up his litile army there, and to 
await the coming of the enemy. It would have been 
wise to have done so, but a fatality seemed to have 
pushed him forwards, gnd he unfortunately again 
listened to the advisers who wished him to advance. 
There were rum and water and bisouita with the 
baggage, but no refreshment was offered to the 
soldiers, who were already beat by the morning sun, 
which was striking right into their faces, 

Our little army now approached the plain of Chin- 
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hutt, a large village sitimted on the banks of a very 
oxtenaive jheel or lake, ¢loxe to which is built a 
sporting erstln of the former kings, Arrived hoo, 
the wholo of the enemy's army was found diawn up 
right in font of the village, not four or five thou 
sund slong, as tho spies had veperted, bub numbers 
ing at least fifteon or sivtean thousand men, with 
nob inorely tivo battorios of fiold-pivees, but six or 
seven, consisting of mere than Uivty-six cannon of 
vious enlibre, 

Vo (ho left of Chinhutt was the eamp of the munti- 
neers, klvongly ontronoched. Not far from it was a lite 
hamlet of soven or oight huts. To our left was tho 
larger villago of Ishinaelpere, at which place, in fot, 
the achion was really fonght Our 8-inoh howllzer 
was placed in the middle of the road, right in front of 
the enemy, Ov gangs wore more lo the right. “The 
Farvopean gang, wider the immediate command of 
CGiuptain Sinans, who ab the time was in commu 
of the whole of the artillery, were in advance 3 and of 
the native gins, under Liewlouils Maofirlane, Beye, 
and Alexander, tye were on the siamd side, bib nem er 
to the rand to the vight, a few yards in Ure rear, and 
two othora were placed lo the left of tho road, 

Ouv infantry was skirmishing in front of tho village 
of Tshinaclpore, the 82nd before it, and the native 
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infantry extending themselves to the left, Our en- 
valry was placed to the right of the guns a liltle to 
the rear, A ravine was running from noith to south, 
then to our right. In this were placed our 300 
police, armed with fielocks, bayonets, swords, and 
pistols. 

Such wore our positions, when the action of Ish- 
maelpore or Chinhutt began by our commencing fire 
with the 8-inch howitzer, directed by Lieutenant 
Bonham. A shell thrown at a 1ange of 1300 yards 
burst right over the hoads of the enemy's main 
column, and ‘the fire kept up by us soon made the 
vebels move off the road. We thought the day was 
ours, and Captain Wilson, the Deputy Assistant-Ad- 
jutant-General, who thoughout the action had 
behaved with gieat coolness, and was always in the 
thickost of the fight, came riding up, aying, “ That's 
it! thore they go! keep it up!” But instead of 
retreating, the enemy had only changed tho position 
of their main body and, their guns towards our right, 
and thence continued to cannonade almost simulta- 
neously with ows, while their skirmishers at ihe 
same time advanced io our loft, 

The village of Ishmaelpore was filled with the 
enemy’s sharpshooters, Colonel Case, at the head of 
his 82nd inen, gallantly led them up to it, but fell, 
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alrnole by a ullot, Had he lived he would probably 
lave aneoerded in clearly the villages bret he death 
of thoir brave and noble leador seamed suddenly to 
lave dishomloned his men, and they all Tay down on 
the growed holtind a very Tile andulating rise: in 
the field, Chough diving at the enemys as fiat ns Choy 
could lord. Captain Bassano, seeing the Colonel fall, 
wonl up to assish Who.“ Caplain Bassano,” was 
the noble speech of the wounded hero, “leave me 
to dia here, Your pleco ix at the head of your 
company. TL have no need of assistance.” 

Mounwhilea, Major Reudve, with hia’ Native 13th, 
Golonel Pabnor, comuunding (he 48th, and Lion 
tenant I. M. Birch, with the Sikhs of the 7 Lat 
Native Infantry, occupied the righ® of om foree, 
and answered tho enemy's musketry fire with great 
sphit. 

‘Tho enomy’s positions and subsequent manutr08 
wore adinirable, aid displayed: generalship worthy of 
w& baller cause, Tad ble lender gomunanding dhe 
robel army hoon obeyed to the Jetlor, and lid he 

“had under his emnmand men of ordinary valour, 
insted of a cowardly ina of native suldiors, dia. 
trustful ef their own powers, not one aman of our 
Hitule foreo would have reached Lucknow to tell the 
tale of our disaster, 
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The enemy, as soon as the action began, poured 
* astream of cavalry on to our right, out-flanking us 
on that side, and getting on the road to out off our 
retreal. Thoir infantry at the same time fired 
volleys of muskelry on ours, still lying down bofore 
Ishmaclpore, which was now complately occupied by 
the rebels, who continued to fire with perfect safety 
to themselves from behind loopholed walls, They 
at the same time Uhrew out skirmishers towards our 
front and left, thus attempting to form a junction 
with their cavalry lo ow right, and to make a com- 
pleto circle, with our force in the centre, 

Tho wholo of the Police Force, as soon as the first 
shot was fired, went ab once over to the enemy, as 
if by a preconcorted arrangement, and commenced 
firing at us, At tho same time, our native gunners, 
without firing a shot, cut the traces of the artillery 
horses, and escaped, some deserting to the rebels, 
others galloping off in tho direction of Taucknow, 
whenco they went on towards Cawnpore, to givo the 
first news of their defection and our defeat. The 
other native gunnors, socing themselves hemmed in, 
and not able to dosert to the opposite side, hurried 
away as fast as the horses could carry them. Several 
of the cavalry threatened to shoot the men if thoy did 
not halt, but the only effect of such menaces was to 
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indnes them to stop tH the threateners were ont of 
sight. 

The large howitver, whieh the amen had elatetoned 
“Turk,” continued to play on Ue enemy, and was 
worked splendidly, Centing great gaps in Uhe enony’a 
yanks with each shell thrown from it hy our Knropem 
artillerymen, ‘The native drivers of the elephants 
that had been yoked in il bad, however, alte eseqned, 
and aur position was now anything bub comfortable, 

The main body of the insurgent avy now moved 
as if on an parade ground, the infantry hi open cohimms 
of companies, artillery and cavalry ab intorvals, largo 
masses af Cho lattor gaining tha read to aut off our 
retreat, and infantry akimmishers on tho other side 
continuing to advance, ‘the latter, however, were 
held in cheek by our kepoys, who, throughout Chat 
day’s fight, Dehwved in wa amoxt gallant and noble 
MUNN, 

‘Phe order for retreat was now given, but the J2nd 
alill kept up a brisk and mirdorous fire, many men 
firings more Uha  tuuideed: vouuds of mmmanidon, 
Poor gadlant: Lentotant-Colonel Case was atill xeon on 
tha roadside, Lying with eyes wide open, with his aword 
firmly grasped, in the midst of the corpses of hia own 
dave companions in anus Ligutenant Brackenbury 
wri shot next, wid Thompson, the adjutant, was 
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mortally wounded, Captain Bassamo was likewise 
wounded in the leg, but succeeded in arriving safe 
in the Residency, through the intrepidity of a sepoy 
of the 13th Native Infantry, who carried him for a 
considerable dislance on his back, ‘The men wore 
now panic-struck, and retreated towards Lucknow as 
fast as they could go. Many poor follows, desperately 
wounded and unable to rise, whom no one could or 
would assist, were seen fighting like bull-dogs held at 
bay, till they at last fell dead. Parched with thist, 
and weak from exertion and fatigue, under the in- 
tense heat of a June sun, numbers fell down exhausted, 
and were cut up by the enemy’s cavalry, Others fell, 
struck by apoploxy, 

Captain Stevens was one out of very many who foll 
on that disastrous day. Ie was wounded in the 
leg, and managed to limp on for five miles afterwards ; 
but the insurgents pressed on him olosor and closer, 
till he too shared the death which had overtaken 
so many others, None asked for mercy, for none ex- 
pected it, Dy. Darhy in vain called oul to the men 
ta alop for God's sake, and to romembor Waterloo 
and Vimiera, None heeded him; and Licutenant 
Webb, his face black with gunpowder and the peak 
of his cap shot off, made himself hoarse with shout- 
ing to the men to halt. The officers of the 32nd 
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Royimeut spared ne exertions to vetriove the day 5 but 
with wu fow hundred mon againatanyriads, what chance 
Ind thoy, even if (ho soldiers had not been half 
dead with oxhanstion, Tho Sikh Cavalry, nolwith- 
standing the hereie hearing and taet of their ofiger, 
Jdontenait Uhudinga, brad heen Che first ta ly aad 
to commnuniente the penis lo om bufaatry, hey had 
tlashod at the momy's cavalry, and ont their way 
through where the enemy, apening (heir thule, did 
not render that necessary, and fled with al) possible 
speed to Luvknow, 

Tho Muvopem Actillory, mowewhile, had also been 
ordered to retreat, and a) their guns, with Une ex. 
coption of Lhe &-inch howitzer, wore prt filo moves 
mont and galloped off Of tha native guns, two 
word saved; tho rost fell inte the hands of Lhe onemy, 
Heygewnt Miller was sent off to brings bagk the 
aluphants to drag (he largo eminon off, dub nnsne- 
cossflly, Seeing the enemy's eavalry wppronch the 
hovwitder, Licetonmnt Bonham eulod owk bo Captais 
Ratelife to protect it Pour men accordingly fol 
out, of whom Tein only remember the mum of Ma, 
Joho Laurence, end wore Cha exposed: toa raking 
fire, They can in time to diaporss four of the 
onamy's envalry, who wore riding up to the very 
muzle of the gun. One of thom fired hia eubine 
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al Liculenant Bonham, and wounded him in the arm. 
That officer determined to spike the gun, since there 
was no chance of yoking the clephants again by 
the drag-ropes. Unfortunately there was no spike at 
hand, Sorgeant Suttle, who was there, accordingly 
lnoke off the priming wire in the touch-hole, and 
abandoned it, A man named Johnson, of the cavalry, 
proviously a private in the 32nd, performed a deed of 
daring which saved us one of the guns, Seeing it 
abandoned, he galloped up to it, the enomy as usual 
retiring on his approach, dismounted, and making 
over his horse to » brother soldier, mounted one of 
tho artillery horses, and safely brought the gw» in. 
He was recommonded for the Victoria Cross. 

Masses of the enemy's cavalry had gained the road 
between our men retreating and the little bridge. 
They wore apparently commanded by some European, 
who was seon waving his sword, and allempling to 
make his men follow him pnd dash at ours, Ile 
was a handsome-looking man, well-built, fair, about 
twonty-five years of age, with light mustachios, and 
wearing the undress uniform of 2 European cavalry 
officer, with a blue and gold-laced cap on his head. 
Whether he was a Russian —one suspected to be such 
had been seized by the authorities, confined, and then 
released,—or, what is more likely, one of the renegade 
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Uhrintions who hed dumged thei religion and adopted 
tho native habity, manners, and coattune, 1b eamot 
tell, 

Que Volumteer Cavalry, consistiige of nob more 
than twentyelive or thirty men, wore wow ardered to 
charge the oneany, who had aetually evonpied the 
road, ‘Though these mustered about four himdyred 
sabres, the Volunteers —though few of them had ever 
feon w shit Hrod- -cheyed their ardor right gallantly, 
They charged ¢ but the enemy never waited far their 
approwh, flying, as they advanced, to what was thon 
a right, and coming upon their own tnfiulyy sleir- 
anishors, who were KH held in cheek hy our native 
soldiers under the command of the gallaut Major 
Brudre and Colonel Palmer, who were retreating, 
hut halting every now and Chen ta pour a valley inte 
them, 

Our nen pursued the enemy nearly in mile off 
the field; and, on coming up with Che insurgent tie 
fontry, subved a few ol them. ‘The Uitha rdded nat 
a little to swell the number of killed and wounded on 
the enemy's gide, Tho 82nd quer retrentings hed 
tho auevoeded in keeping off the stron of cavalry 
hovering en thetr left. The Volunteera had now 
lost ons man in killed. -poor My, MCAntifiy the head 
erk of the Deputy Commissioner's Ofice, who liad 
but lately arrived at Lucknow to join hin appoint- 
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mont—and two wounded. Mr. May, of the Engineers’ 
Office, had his horse shot under him, and, spraining 
his anclo, found, like other wounded men, a seat on 
a gun-carriago, He had been 50 fortunate as Lo save 
the life of an officor who, during the siege, subsc~ 
quently greally distinguished himself—Ensign Birch, 
of the 71st Native Infantry. The Volunteers having 
succeeded in giving time for, and covering the re- 
treat of our infantry and guns, returned to the rear, 
to prevent the cnemy following up too closely, 

On this retreat a striking incident ocourred, which 
marked the distressing results arising from the insur~ 
reotion, While the guns were galloping back, the 
musket of a sepoy of the 13th, running beside one 
of thom, accidentally went off, and slightly wounded a 
gunner. Tmmediately suspecting it to be done in- 
tentionally, he drew his pistol, and shot the man 
dead. 

When near tho Kokrail Bridge, the guns ware wm- 
limbored, to give the enemy a few rounds of grape, 
ag their masses had advanced very close ; but not one 
round of ammunition remained,—-our native gunners 
having cvidently sueceeded in treacherously making 
away with the greator part. The simple unlimbering 
of the guns, however, had the effect of causing tho 
whole rebel army to halt, The votreat then went on 
again, 
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The xepoys on omy side, Though retreating, did go 
in order, ‘They behaved for the greater part in’ the 
kindest neuer to the wounded Europes, talciny 
up great nambera of them, and leaving their ow 
worded nueared for on the baltledieh They had 
been suapected of heing alse tainted wilh tho joneral 
disaffection, wud were therefore anxious lo repaint 
the esteem and confidence of thoir Earopemn alivers, 
They gave indeed the most striking proof of (heir 
fidelity and loyalty on (lal day, showoring volleys of 
musket ry, and, nativesdike, of alugo, on their assailants, 
and calling them all Ube inoest injurious opithets in 
thoir voealmlary, Major Bindre, who was wounded, 
was assinted hy them (o a placa of compuulive 
sitfaty, aad reached the Residency, only, however, to 
movb his death somo mouths after, 

‘The 32nd, loss aeenatomed to the heat, and aut 
fering from many dnore disndyantages thie their 
native companions in arma, were many al then 
asaistod hy the artilléry aud eavaly, whenever pres 
Hieablo, Yorng Sequeva, who war afterwards slot 





during the siege, diamounted from hia home, and, 
giving it lo ono of tho wounded, irived on 
foots and in fat abuont every ather cavalry voli 
teor was enonmbored with two, three, and even 
four foot soldiers, ong perhaps holding hia hand, 
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another laying fast holt on the erupper, the tail 
of tha horse, or the stirrup, or on all together, 
Thus each of thal noble body individually was the 
means of saving the life of more than one European 
comrado, and collectively they saved the whole force 
that escaped. No men could have behaved with 
greater coolness than they did; and nowhere was Bri- 
tish gallantry more conspicuous than at that terrible 
retreat of Chinhutt, Besides My. M‘Auliffe, the 
Volunteers lost Captain M’Lean, 7ist Native In- 
fantry, whose horse was killed by a round shot, and 
who was wounded in two places hefore the enemy 
out him up. Private Sampson, of the 82nd, was 
knocked off his saddle by a musket shot in the head. 
Lieutenant C, W. Campbell, 71st Native Infantry, 
was very severely wounded in the left thigh, 

Lioulonant Farquhar, 7th Light Cavalry, reecived a 
bullet wound through the cheok; and two or three 
other volunteers, whose names t do not recollect, 
were slightly wounded in various places. Lioutunant 
Farquhar, it was afterwards diseovored, had without 
being aware of it swallowed the hall, which the 
doctors had puzzled their brains in vain in attempt- 
ing to discover.” 


* Taubjoin an oxtinct fiom Liontenant Parguiia’s own journal, 
in which this incident is graphically deseibed : “As for myself, 
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'Thore were io doolies (hospital litters) te he lad 
for the wounded. AU the yery onset of the action one 
of tho dooly bearers was killed, and the rest of Uh 
heavers fed in contusion, leaving the doolies in 
tho hands of the enemy:

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anothor, amidst a Lerrifie firo of grapo, round shot, 
and musketry, which mado usloso men at every stop. 
When near the Kokrail bridge, ho wrung his hands in 
tho greatest agony of mind, and, forgetful of himsel!, 
thought only of his poor soldiers, “My God! my 
toll” ho was heard to say, “and T brought them to 
this!” So confident must ho have been of success, 
thatho had ordered his carriage to meet him half-way. 
Tho horses wore of course takon out to escape with, 
but the carriago was left sticking in the sand. Captain 
James, the Assistant-Commissary-Ceneral, was shot 
through the thigh by his side, 

Whon approaching the iron bridge, mon, women, 
md children, rich and poor, crowded around the 
weary and thirsty nen, and offered wator, which was 
greedily swallowed, Nothing could oxcced their 
kindness,—a proof that we yob had friends in the 
cily, and found many sympathisers among the na- 
tives, 

The enomy was clogo on our heols, but we now 
kopt them at bay for more than half an hour. Our 
gund, with a snfficioncy of ammunition, which had 
beon brought from the Residoney, and a fresh com- 
pany of European infantry, effectually succceded in 
keoping the enemy from crossing the iron bridge, and 
enabled ua ta make good the escape of the remaining 
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tugilives, ‘There was, howeyer, nab nich tine te lose, 
wonmnbow ef the onemy'’s cavalry were (ording the 
river below the bridge. Cromiug nen Matymidhal, they 
yoda np lo the Khay hen, and ocanpied the whale 
of the ronth and est parts af the eify. he gina of 
Maucheo Bhiwn, which, in dofud! of artillery oflleers, 

were worked hy Magen Cronoin and Liewlemat tls. 
lan, did great exeoution, and kept aff the enemy tron 
the stone bridge higher up, and commanded (ho north 
and weat side of Lneknow, ‘The offivers of the 6th 
and 7th Oude Treegilar Cafeniry hast therefore tine 
-to offeet their exeapo tifa Mushee Bhawan, 

Krom that time, cloven o'vloek of Cpatlay, the 
BO of Jnne, the siege of Lueknaw, whiels bat fo 
the wifortimete expedihion ef Chintiutl would pers 
Thaps nover have orommred, or woultl at Least net have 
heen so protracted, may he guid do have heynn. We 
Jad lost 118 Hurepenn oflicos mid men, in killed, and 
182 atives, keiHod amd pissing. No hope vould of 
comes he ontortained of Huropentt missing, Chou 
il in possible Chal some few of ear untive snpoys 
either wont over (othe onemy’s wide or eeaped: for 
their Hives away trou our entrenchments, Tiflystonr 
Yuropeans, and only oleven natives, returned to the 
Residensy wounded, 

T cannot refrain from here acing the very inte. 
roating desoription, hy Mrs, (now Lady) Inglis, of the 
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condition of the ladies in tho Residency previous to 
the battle of Chinhutt, and a hriof notice of that

“Yvory day nows arrived from tho district of mutinies 
and orders, and ab the seme time lotiors from Sir TIugh 
Wheeler, carnostly craving help, which, alas! i was not 
in our power to give, ‘Cho enomy had broken tho bridge 
ovor the river which ran betwoon us; and to have got 
even a large foreo over without boats, which had also 
heon taken away, would hive been a most perilous 
undertaking indeod, ‘Lhe engineers pronounced it im- 
practicable; but evon had it been feasible, 2 European 
could hardly be spared from our garrison, when wo were 
daily expecting (0 hear of a largo army marching against 
us, and our foreo was a vory small one, Still, il was 
vory sad lo reflect upon the situation of our poor eountry- 
men, exposed, ay wo knew they wore, to tho greatest 
Lavdghips and miseries, and surrounded by a band of the 
most cruel, bloodthirsty wrotehes that this world has 
over produced, Wo continued in this alate of suspense 
and anxialy, somotimes recolving voporls thet Dolli had 
fallen ance troops arrived at Cawnpore, but never ob« 
(aiuing any relinblo information, Wo Indies wore pri- 
ponors, over being ablo to go boyond the Residency 
gues; but we used lo spend our ovenings at the top ot 
the honat, and the children wore allowed to play in tho 
gardons, Cholora was beginning to show ifsell in the 
place, and also small-pox, Numbors of guns were found 
buried in differont parts of the city and brought into the 

ue 
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Residency. OMeers und men were hard aicwork night 
wad day, and exposed continmedly ta Che bailing: tu 5 
there was 60 mneh fo be done to pub our position inn 
difonsiblo condition, so fow hands ta work, and wo neyor 
know tho day whon wemightho aiachod, Many proplo 
wery determinad that not iu shot would be ted, and 
made no preparations for in siege, dolar alyays ald wo 
showld he attacked, and should have a hard struggle, our 
position being a bedene Qn the 2th T wea taken al 
with fever, and wag laid up until the 28th, when avmo 
anapicious marks showed themeolves upon mo, and the 
tlortors pronounced my disenso smalispox, Chis was 
nat vory pleaaqit news; but J was said to have ib very 
mildly,” Chough amy feo wag covorod. T immediatly 
bogged to bo removed, to provent thy intvation spreading, 
and John had wv hut comfortably arvanged for me, into 
which I was to have moyed on tho 28th, hut news arived 
that the onemy wore close upon us; and ay in tho evont 
af our being attacked, tha lousa wo ware in waa ual 
aolo, iavas thought botter for amo to wail, ko AW not to 
ho obliged to moyo twice, ay tho hut would, of course, 
have to bo abandoned, On tho 29uh the enemy wero 
reported to be within a fow anilos of wa; and it was 
thonght advisable to being in tho foree from th’ cantuns 
menti. Ageordingly thoy marched in thet evening; part 
erm to the Residency, and tho remainder were oxderod 
to tho fort. Colonol Caso heing in command thore, he 
emne in the evening to pay hia wilo n visi, oor man, 
he lite thought ib was tho Inst hour they would apend* 
on cath together, ‘The next morning we were awoke 
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hy a noise outside our windows, and found oul a force of 
cavalry, infantry, and artillory wore on tho point of 
moving from tho Residonoy, Wo had heard of no ine 
tended oxpodition, but immediately funcied thoy must ha 
going out 4o meot tho onomy. J was feeling vory uns 
well, and dozed for some hours, and awoke, saying, § Oh, 
T havo droamed our troops have been signally defeated? 
My dream proved but too true, An officer was goon 
aflerwards brought in wounded; and ho brought tho 
disastrous intolligonco that the native troops with us had 
provod unfaithful. At the samo time the report camo in 
that our force was returning, and it was very doubiful 
whother they would be ablo to save their guns. You 
may imagino ow foolings of anxicly aud consternation, 
T posted myself at tho window — for remaining in bed 
was out of tho question -—and watched tho poor men 
coming in; a inclancholy spectacle, indecd; no order ; 
ono after the other; somo riding; somo wounded, sup- 
portod by their comrades; somo on guns ; some fell down 
and died from oxhaustion, not half a milo from our 
position, ‘The onomy followed thom to tho bridge closa 
to tho Residonay, which was defended by a company of 
the 82nd, under Mr, Mamonstone, a gallant young officer, 
F coukt seo tho smoke of (he muskolry, and plainly dis» 
cerned tho enomy on the opposite bank of tha rivor. 
Soon aflor John rotuwned, and my heart felt overflowing 
with joy and thankfulness ; but, to my very great sorrow, 
ha turned to Mrs, Caso, and told her her poor hugh 
was killed, tho shock was a fearful one, for sho had 
juat heen assured by hor servants of his safely.

630th dane, Tacs, Al tou Aust this moving 
nw foren consisting of 250 of (his BR Coens; the 
Rukh Cavalry, some 100 sabre, Volumtoor Thorse, 
somo thirty-five; nome of the 1th Native infantry, 
mid a bate of Cronegiga yallead Burkiidancs, 
werd ordoredt ta Chinbath: we iia alan oe Ssdelt 
howilver, drawn by clophauts, md seme ton tisld- 
yn, native gunners, and drivers, ‘Tie merming 
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was vory close and anffocating when we sel oul, Tho 
big gum was rather mn inconvenience, for tho ele- 
phants lilerally crawled slong the read, We got up 
to the village of Tannaelgunge, on the Chinhutt roud, 
about nine Am, Here we chew up in battle arvay : 
the 32nd lay iu the hollow of the road, to the left, 
under tho village, with somo of the 13th Native 
Tnfontyy os skirmishers: in the centre of the road 
was the 8-inch, io the right the light lield-guns, 
Sikhs and ourselves to the extreme right of all, We 
opened fire; and the sound of the 9-pounder yet 
rong in ow ears when the artillery of the rebels 
opened with beautiful precision: every shot flew slap 
into us On guns hammered away mantully Jor an 
hour; and as for the Muropeans working the howitzer, 
their conduct was beyond praise, ‘The fire was aw- 
ful; the enemy's cavalry uow conmencet pouring ab 
ws in one unceasing tide towmds our right in the 
Lucknow direction, evidently outllauking us 

© Aflor an hour's camonady, the opposite artillery 
coased its fives in a few minutes rolling volleys of 
musketry from the villago of Tshmaelyunge shower 
that Jack Sepoy was there, Tho Volunteer Cavalry 
was ovderat (o move further fo the right, und then, 
for the first time, £ got a view of the plain between 
Ishmaelgunge and Chinhutt. [t was one moving wags 
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uf mons veaiment aller regiment af Chae taurgonts 
poured steatily towards na, the faaks revered with aw 
foun of skirmishers, the Tight pulls of smieke fom 
their muskets flouting fram every ravine and Duel 
af yrass ie our trout.

‘Tum enemy now at our door, as it were, the crowded 
slreets begun to be entirely dexerled, Veople were 
fying in all directions up the sticels as fur away 
from the Residency as possible, Horses without 
riders galloped up and down; elephants and camels 
weve hurried away by their drivers; and the boats 
on the river shoved off fm aay froin the Tnglish 
encampment and the ixon bridgo. Soon nol a living 
man was seen, All outside our entrenchments was as 
quiel and still as if it were a city of the dead, 

Tho Resideney was one scene of confusion, Women 
and children were flying {0 Ute Resident's house 
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fiom all the entposts, leaving their property mproe 
tootad. Every ona thonght of his lift: only; men 
ware xeon vutudiys Lo (he Grenelo with aunecin (hoir 
hands ‘The hospital presented one of the inst 
heml-aonding sights tnmginable, the mare hovilying 
aw it way quite new and unexpee(ed. AU felt the 
deepest couypession for the peer wounded, who 
wore conveyed in Jog Hines to the banqueting 
hall, now converted into a hospital. Tho woten 
flocked around them, aul gave them iveewator, for 
up to this day wo continued to bo applied with 
ieo- - fanned them, aupplied tenmorvary handeges, and 
showorl as mneh solicitide for thom as if they had 
beon theiy own relatives, whioh was probably the ease 
with many of them. 

Tb would have been well for the watortanate sieh 
and wounded if tho samo kindness had heen shown to 
thom throughout tho siege by those whoa pro 
fessional duties dd not oblige them. to attend to Ge 
hospital; but unfortimately such geones bowie xo 
common (hab semeely a thenght was altorwards 
bestowed on the poor anfforens, People grew 
enous from a continued sight of pain, in the sue 
way as they besome aconaloined to danger, Men 
covered with Ilovd, somo with mangled Himba, their 
inuseles contracted with agony, their frees pale, (heir 
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bodies almost cold, some with tho death rattle in 
their throats, others groaning and turning aboub rest- 
lossly, taken from the gun-carvingo at the bridgo and 
brought here in doolies, were lying in vows in the 
hospital. ‘The surgeons and apothecarias were to be 
seon buxy onough, cutting, probing tho wounda, 
amputating, and bandaging, All the horrors of war 
wero at once laid bare. 

Meanwhile the batteries and works of defence, 
which had scarcely in inany places been completed, 
hogan to be deserted; the coolics all making their 
escape, Many of ow servants also decamped, and 
left us without food, without clothes, without al- 
tendance, ‘The greater portion of them deserted 
during tho firsl week ; and for gentlemen, ladies, and 
chiklon accustomed to all the Inxurios and comforts 
of an Indian lifo to be thus suddenly thrown upon 
their own resources, and gradually to bo deprived 
of all convenionces and altondance, was very hard 
indeed, Many, loss fortunate than others, who 
had been ablo to retain at loast some of thoir 
xervenla, wore afterwards obliged to aweop their own 
rooms, to draw water thomselves from the well, to 
wash thoir own clothes, lo cook: theh own food, and 
fo perform all the imonial dutics of sm household. 
Residos this, some of us were cramped up inte a litle 
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outhouse, or kiable, Wik on former ouenions few 
world have considered pood enough for a hearer, 
Many wore Tnddlod into a darge room he eommon 
with dozond of other funilies AU privacy was tla- 
atroyed, and tho houses withia the Residenay com 
pound resembled anual) Dareaele roma rather {han (he 
wpurtnents of rexpcotuble farnilion 

Bub T am mutioipating, fo eat that Laoknaw, 
shortly after the Chinhutt affiir, was snddenty 
changed inte a oily aa it were of the dend, and 
that its ham and bostle were instantaneously hushed 
info the most ominow end aneomfortable suill- 
nod thaginable, But we soon had prools of ite 
boing peopled: for the whizzing of umberlesy lulleta 
mada every position one al danger, Many of us 
wont on tho terraces of our houses or yarrixons, and 
with telescope in hand suveyed tho hordes of the 
enemy slill oronsing tho Coomtea, at a cousidorable 
dlintoce helow, and (ben galloping up the sbrocts, 
The ion bridge was abnost deserted: for dhe Rodan, 
one of on batteries, had opened tive npon it, and 
xwopt @aummboer of tho onemy of i, Phe pridon 
nearly opposite the Bailey-gunvd Cate of tho Hesi 
denoy might now he xeon fil of Life, The Tiherated 
prisoners, who that very moruug mad the duy before 
had porhaps worked at our hatterica, crvvyiug beams 
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and bagketa of mud for us, were now seen making 
thoir cseapo, holding on by ropex, which they let 
down the high walls and barred windows. Bub it 
soon became ico hot for us to remain. Ping, 
pang, whizz, hang, wenl the bullets, touching the 
very hair.of ow whiskors, and flying about in and 
from all dixeotions, By the evening, the place in which 
1 waa,—one of the most exposed in the whole gu~ 
vison, the house next to tho Cawnpore battory,—was 
covered with as many bullet marke as there are stars 
fu the heavens, ‘They were countless. 

At the head of the steel leading to Cawnpore we 
saw numbers of curious natives, most of thom wm. 
anned, others armed, crossing from one side to the 
other, We were still novices in war, and killed and 
wounded only e few of them with our rifles and mus+ 
kotg, our officers at first preventing us from firing ab 
{hom and tho berated jailbirds, while our guns which 
commanded tho road did not open out upon. them, ax 
they should and might have done, Occasionally a ca 
non shot was fired at us, but these wore rave on the 
first day. They had not had time yel to place thoir 
cannons in position, and accordingly did nob give us 
#0 full a benefit of them on that day ag subsequently. 

Our entrenchments were in the form of an irre. 
gulay pentagon, ‘Lo the corner of the south and 
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coast sido was tho longa of Captain Anderson, of the 
26th Native Tafentry, who coumianded Che garrison ¢ 
awell surveunded its compound, To tho south, it 
faced the Cawnpore ronal; to (he east, a rond leading 
to ilin ong direction, aul to tho Batly-pad Cate tit 
mother, Within the compomnd was a trench townrds 
the two tolorably duep roads with palisades within 
them, ‘Lhe house itsoll was defended by harriendes, 
and, like every other plree within the garriton, 
oopholed in all divection, Tt waa twoektoriod, 
and Jad two large verandahs faeiuy the east wid 
west, ‘Cheyo way then ue battery nea iG, luc yet 
iL was one of the most strongly fortified places 
aygeinal an assent by alori, 

Next to Captain Anderson's house, and comme. 
nicating by a helo in a wall, was the Cawnpore 
batlery, nol, as it is now, stmk, bub raved, and 
in a lovel wilh Doprat’s house, whieh was stiading 
to the right of GG The battery ad Chen Chives 
guns, an Bepounder frei the Caynpore rod, and 
 Y-pounder commanding Johannes home, whieh 
wad right apposite Depratis AC Chird Qeponuder was 
intontled to sweep tho rout lending to the right 
towards Golagnngo, pasb the King’s Uospiti,  Be« 
fore the platform on whieh tho large gu wax placed, 
protected withoub by a stockade, and within hy snnd- 
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aga, was a trench leading pasl Captain Anderson's 
sompound wall, 

Dopreat’s house, whero [ lived, had had a verandah 
ovorlooking Johumnes’ wall; but this was now walled 
up aboub six feeb high, with mud about two and a 
half foot thick, bub appearing from the streot, owing 
to tho platform on which ib was erected, ab least ton 
or twelve foot high, A sloping roof covered tho ve« 
vandah, which, besides the two feeb of clear space 
between it and the mud wall, had, in a utmmber of 
loopholos, obher menns of sight to fire from, 

Tho mud wall way continued outside of the house, 
leading in tw shaight line lo the wall of the nost 
house, ‘This continuation of a wall was about nine 
foot high, and a vory eutcha® affair it was Cape 
tain Anderson, of tho ongzineers, lad nate led tine 
to completo it ans ho dosived, | Unt te wall, as 
iL was, protected very tniporteetly a little yard 
with e woll almost in the eoutre, No stoeknde wes 
in front of il, and wo all felb thin to ha a eon. 
siderably weak point, Deprav’s house itself was 


“Thee are no words in tho English bugiage expressing so

Next te us ayer one of the houses of Ui mas 
hafime, Slade Behaves Loll and Ragbar Dial, hint 
how aveupied a i sehoolahonse hy Che Martiniere, 
The inesive briekeavwil ef the hate itsell needed 
no ather proteetion, but if yet had a stoekado of high 
emus before it, aud was loaphealed af cause, he 
Thomse wari corner house, boing soprrated: from the 
King’s Hospital, opposite its north side, hy a fine youd 
leading to the Residency, past ie own cutrangs und 
those lending to the Bikeha jail and post office on 
the right Breing i war the pate of he Bue 
gin’s Kotheo, leading past the tefl to a little road 
whulting in dhe thiweial conmiiksioner'h house yon 
its Jefe was the judicial commissioner's hatso, mtd ou 
ils right the Residenay Jailkhana, where formerly a 
gerd af Captain Wertow's palies were aver the pri+ 
soners within, ‘Che former road waa then jlecked 
up by astoekude consixting of Lago berms, and ox. 
tending past the svhool-houses lo near the wall 
of Deprat’s courtyard. Down this yond, aud between 
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tho two wally forming it, bofore arriving at the post 
office, was a barricade formed of a mud wall and a 
trenoh in front of il. 

Continaing our line in a southerly direction, the 
Daroo Shulfa, or King’s Toxpitl, eume next, Tb was 
avery high and convenient Inilding, now converted 
into the mess of the officers of the Qudh forco and 
Native Infantry regiments, and from ils lofty and 
well protected terrace, ovorlopping both Johames? 
house and the buildings on the Golagunge roads, 
commanded capital positions for rifle-shooting aud 
musketry, Th was then known as the Brigade Mess, 
and had im its verry a prrellclogiam, bounded by 
tolerably convenient onthouses, ocoupied by officers 
and other familics, and divided hy another rungo 
of low pukka buildings into two large and com. 
modious squares, 

Next in ordor, and almost in a diveet line with 
tho Brigade Mesa, were low pukla Iuildings, then 
known as tho Sikh Square, A sort of senffold- 
ing was made within to cuablo the Sikh guard and 
native Christians thal yarrisuncd the place to fire 
from a moro olovaled position, Behind ib, in another 
sytare or rather parallelogran, wore the artillery 
bullocks, and further in, another square, the horses 
of the 7th Light, and of tho Sikh Cavalry. 
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A narrow Inne separated Cha latter outpont: trom 
Cubbing’s battery, for ib was not then Larrtonded ab 
its entranee, ‘The only defonee to the approaeh of 
the onoemy up the haw waa harvieule of eaeth bastily 
thrown ap aad strewed with) a tow brambles ‘The 
yorten, in the eentie of whieh was the hori of Mb, 
Ctubbing the Cimueial Conoiudssoner, wie bornded ta 
the wuth by dhe Golkemnge vod and by the walls of 
w house known as Young Johannes, hese were eon 
manded hy outhouses bolonging to Max. Corbbins’x 
yutd, those (a Che loft being gamded hy our Sikhs, 
from whose roofs w Jew earth wall covered with 
sand-bags enabled Chem to fire, hose to the ght, 
aud soparated hy a high wall from the former, whieh 
thoy othonvise resembled, hid in Chem a passage 
leading to a half-moon battery ereeted hy My Cube 
hing af his own expense, Inti for the cost of which he 
way about to bo remunerated, 

Chis hatlory hed ut first only a D-pauuder, whieh, 
however, could play in tire diferent pointy: ono com 
nuuiding Che trond between dolar houne to that 
Jonding Jow down to Hihishop tn the dircetion of the 
iron bridge; another, tha Colagunge Bagnary audi 
third, numerous Tittle buildings to the west, Gubbintt's 
outpost advanced out of a ateaight line towards the 
west, projecting considerably in tat direction, An= 
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othor battery of ono gun, also a 9~pounder, faced 
a low garden, originally belonging to My. Gubbine’s 
house, and surrounded by a low wall, behind which 
tho enemy was afterwards wont (o fire at us. ‘The 
gun was next to a rango of outhouses, the roofs and ii 
lerior of which were ocenpicd by our sonteies, Another 
very narrow lane, to the west, ted 40 load to a thiekly 
peopled parb of the town, which had then beon 
mostly knocked down, but not sufficiently to prevent 
the cnemy’s occupying the ruins, and pepporing’ ab 
us thence, and erecting batteries against us in 
front. Cubbins's garrison was commanded by Major 
Apthorp. 

Noxt to Gubbins’s west side wero what were called 
tho Bhoosa ontrenchments, commanding a musketry 
fire through the loopholes all along the outhouses aud 
walla surrounding thom. In front of then were the 
ruins of a anumbor of houses oseupied by the enemy, 
in soveral of which Uhoy subsequently ercoted battories 
of guns, Tnoluded in the Bhoosa onlrenchments were 
the hullock-shedx, the butcher-yard, tho slaughter- 
house, and a guard-house of Europeans, Bohind 
those was the Bhoosa store (oul chaff), in what was 
formerly the Ball Alley (or racket court), facing a low 
torvace, which also commanded the wost side, Still 
further to the rear was Ommaney’s house, protected 
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towards the Bhoosn entrenchments, ta the event of 
theiv being talcen by the enemy, by a deep diteh and 
& hedge of eaotis, and fortified, showld Crbbhiss 
auipost be earniedl by the rebels, by a couple of 
guns, iutonded to sweop the road leading to it and te 
tho Sikh Meguare, + 

Bobweon tho Bhoom  entrenchomend4 md the 
Bheryklana, or sheop-pen, whieh adjoins the tomer, 
there way an umeomploted builory, since fished, and 
Then supplied with morting, There way ouly a very 
work native guard there, ay the ground frets tb hed 
been in & great measure levelled, andl consiatod 
of ouly low ruins, and was, besides, commumnded hy 
the Bhoosn entrenchments and Gubbins's battery on 
ono side, md the Church garrison and Ernest! outpost 
on the other, Captain Boilean commanded these 
outposts, 

The churchyard was contiguons to Che sheop-pon, 
In ita contre was the ehurch, a Gotlie buildings, with 
twenty low steeples, then eonvorted into a slore-roon 
tor oral mid puarded hy a dozen Muvopema At 
the pate Co the east wa ca tmartu battery, deatined ta 
shell the whole of tho western and northern buildings 
at far ay the iron and stone bridges, ‘Lhe vietins of 
tho former instareetion nt eantmunents were the 
first who were brtied hore, 16 dad uot before been 
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used as a place of interment, but it was soon destined 
to be filled with heaps of the corpses of the gallant 
dofenders of the Lucknow garrison. 

Innes’ outpost, so called from having been pre 
viously to tho siego the residence of Licntenant 
M‘L.cod Innes of the ongineers, was separated from tho 
churchyard by a low mud wall, and faced to the west 
several very large houses, subsequently strongly forti- 
fied and filled with insurgent rifle. and matchlock- 
men. ‘The house, a long, commodious lower-roomed 
building, had a verandah to the east, covored by a 
sloping pukka roof, and another to the north. 

Tb consisted of four large and severel small rooms 
fronting the verandahs, and as many opposite them ; in 
av contre room of which was a little staircase leading to 
the roof, and commanding through a hole in the wall 
# position lo the west, Next there was «sort of courl- 
yard londing to a bath-room, which projected consider- 
ably beyond the walls of the main building, in this 
respect resembling Gubbins’s battery. From the out~ 
side, the bath-room buildings looked considerably 
steop, ‘lo the left or south of them wore sovoral large 
honses, in front of which was a pond of stagnant water 
surrounded by reeds and long grasa, ‘To the right 
was a Mohammedan cemetery, on a very considerable 
clevation of natural formation, and commanding the 
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outpost from Uke onomy'i side, tn front af Che hose, 
and in vem of the buildings already alluded bo as 
possessed by tho ononiy, was an estonsive Tow garden, 
then even covered with high Jong gees, ylantain 
trecs, and prickly bronbles. A stockade protected 
portion of the west side of one ground from that 
which we laeiily allowed to be that of the enemy. 
To the north an earthen wall separated tha coms 
pound of Times’ house from the enemy's positions, 
which consisted of the inound already montioned, 
a munber of aud huts and (ve or Ure pukka 
buildings seareely six yards off, and overlopped by a 
moxqno appostle, bub Sirdhor commanded by sovernt 
high buildings across the river, 

Sul fiether ou were a garden and Che ruins of 
what had formerly been Shirl ood Dowlah (age 
gernatl’s) house and tho affies af dhe Contral Tudia 
Horse Comrpmy’s posts, hoth whieh buildings had 
yory wisely been levelled by our engineers, Tho 
whole of (ho north side of these positions war 
situated on Che rond Teadings along Cho river from 
the Resideney waterspate fo fur iven daidye, in 
a direction trom cant to west. Where ome anid 
wall was broken Uivongh, two stoekades of berms 
stopped the gaps Ab the ond af ona of these 
sloukades was a tind shed with a Milt of stains Jead- 
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ing to an upper'room, known as the cock-loft, and 
commanding a capital position of the iron bridge, 
which was scavoely five hundred yards off. A little 
mosque, which [ afterwards made my residence, 
was in the centre of the compound of this outpost 
and two or three low sheds or out-offices; a con- 
tinuation of our carth wall, with stockaded gaps at 
intervals, formed tho only scparations from what the 
enemy could easily have traversed, It was considered 
a sort of neutral ground. 

Fortunately, this part was completely commanded 
by the Redan, the best, most strongly fortified, and 
most completo battery of the whole garrison, erected 
by Captain Fulton, ono of our very best cngincer 
officers, who deserved the greatest praise for the 
scientifie manner in which he constructed it, The 
whole of the river sido, and the buildings on the oppo- 
site banks, could be played on with ow: cannon from 
here; and in the event of an attack, both the north 
and cast as well as the west sides could be swopt with 
ow grape from the two 18-pounders and 9-pounder 
on it, Tiwasin the form of more than three-quarters 
of a circle, and was clevated considerably above tho 
street below. 

Along the Redan to the north, in an irregular line, 
oxtonding as far as the hospital, was a wall of fascines, 
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aud of earth-work, rbove which, amd Uhrougl whose 
loopholes formed hy siud-baga, aur men were able to 
five with certain effeet, A low tronch an within 
tho Residency compound seas to give greater aholter 
to the mon, romewithout, the wall had, however, tu 
tmineh move fornihtble appearance. Chik tne of ead 
work. ving a battery of Qvo pris Papoundons a 
tho entameo eallod the Water Cate, bu now blocked 
up by a slockule, was known as No, 1 Battery, Along 
the Redan, past the Residency and the hospital, and 
as far as tho Bailey-gnurd, was a clear spree, tounerly 
used as a giden, and bounded by a brick wall to the 
east, and tho beildings known ay the Captain's bazaar 
to the north, aw fine youd leading past (hese boundaries 
from the Bailoy-pnard Calo towards (he hon Inidge. 
Thia space, ab lea a thousand yards loug hy fow 
hundred wide, being oxevedingly low, wud gradually 
becoming lower at the entrance opposite the mpper 
Wator Cav, formed a glavis for tho ontronvkmonta 
nhove. 

Sho Resideney sell was a vory extensive iid 
heatiftal briek building, with Tatty: rooms, faa vox 
randaly, aid splendid porticom Besides having a 
ground-floor and tye upper stories, ib had a tyekhane, 
ov cellar of splendid: apartients, ay lofty and well 
arranged as any in Che howe. ‘These were built ta 
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shelter the residents at the Court of Lacknow during 
summer from the oxtreme heat of the day, Skylights 
and cellar-windows gavo an oxcellent lightto thom. 
The commotiousnoss of the whole house offered 
accommodation to very numerous families, about 
eight hundred lo a thousand souls, officers, men, 
ladies, and women and children, all finding place 
in it 

‘There wero little turrets leading up to a fine terrace, 
whenco a most beautiful view of the whole city could 
be obtained, the more so, ay the Residency ground 
was of « much higher elevation than that of tho 
houses surrounding il, A flagstaff and signal-post 
4o communicate with Muchee Bhawn were on the top. 

The hospital was another extensive building, re- 
sembling the Residency par eveellence, but having 
besides the ground-floor only one upper story, and: no 
tyokhana below. ‘Lhe frontroonis of the ground-floor 
were made use of for tho officers, tho interior for the 
men, and the back part for a dispensay. Ib was 
formerly tho banqueting hall of tho Residents, the 
lower apartments having been made uso of for an 
office, A battery of three guns, an 18-pounder, a 13- 
inch howitzer, and a 9-pounder, were placed between 
tho Water Gate and hospital. The right wing of the 
hospital served as a laboratory for making fsesa and 
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cnrividges, and fronting ib was placed a battery of 
Unree Mortara, 

Tho Bailey-uerd was a eontindtion of the hoxgpitad, 
bat built on ground Co whieh one had to deseond eon. 
siderably, A portion of ib was uxod ta atorerrantn, 
another ay the Creasy, a park as en ofiae, and the 
remainder as the barracks of the native soldiers wha 
goaded this place, commanded hy Lieutenant Ai lst, 
Having on ils left only tho beiek wall surrounding 
the nentral spree of (ho Resideney garden, already 
spoken of ib was hy ua meena a strong position, To 
tho right of these buildings was tho Bniloy-pund, 
pur mutter, the gurtaroom of the Kepoys formotly 
guarding tho Resideney, bal, being without our 
Doundavies, unapproachable by either ourselves or the 
onomy. ‘The pgatoway to Uhe right was lofty, and a thie 
piece of architecture, Tho gale was, howover, ta be 
blocked up with emth, and in the event ef an one 
trance being forced, two 9-ponndera and tn efiel 
howitzer hofween them could shower giape anid 
eunister dito Che nyseilants, 

Drv Fayror's house, like tha Bailoy-guard, facing 
the east, was also commanded by the elook-tower af 
the Firadbuksh palace, aud the outeoftices of tha 
Tele Koty und Nakarkhona, [wasn fine and come 
modious lower-roomed house, raised on a considerable 
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clovation, with a torrace, whence there was excellent 
rifle shooting, It was commanded by Captain Woston 
ant Dz, ‘ayrer, who is a first-rate shot, and jas 
sont many a sepoy to answer for lis sins in anothor 
world, A 9-pounder loaded with grapo was placed 
in a north-eastern direction, to command the Briley- 
guard gatoway, if possible, 

Coming out of Dr. Mayrer’s house, and down the 
rond to the loft, was the civil dispensary, which being 
situated botween Dr, Jayrer’s, the post office, the 
Begum Kotheo, and the jail, was one of the safest 
places in the whole garrison, I had previously 
beon a portion of the post office. 

The post office, during the siege, was one of ihe 
niost important positions we lad, commanding as 
well as being commanded by the Ilavilath jail and 
& mosque to the righb, and the clock-tower and owl- 
offices of the T'chree Kotheo to the loft. Ib was made 
tho barrack-room of a greal portion of ow soldiers, 
ant contained tio 18’s and a 9-pounder pointed in 
different directions, and protecting in some measure 
the Tinancial Offico and Sago’s garrisons bolow, 
Besides these, there were three inortars playing into 
the Cawnpore road, the Motymahal palaces, and 
the buildings round about the new palace and the old 
jail, There was also a workshop attached to it for 
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tho manufacture of tole and the preparation af shells 
and deme. Twas (he heal-quartored of the enginevra, 
whose office and residenen ib wet tunde, and besides 
offered accommodation to nevoral families 

Tho wall bornding the sauth side eommamieated 
hy breaches mado in it with the jail, uative lospital, 
school-houses, and the Cawnrpore battery, ae well as 
with tho Jrdieial and Anderson's panrison, 

The Winanelal Offies ovtpoat, i large dayeentarivad 
house, wes, liko Saygo’s garrison, al fiat wat dutended 
to be within the Ting of ome defences, ad wis only 
rolained on recount af Che positious heduy ment pres 
ably mileonable by the enemy, sinee they did nat 
command any part of the Resideney hanes, whiel 
overtop thom, ab the same (ime that Chey were siefitl 
in repelling advances made trom the positions af Cus 
rebels on w lovel with it. Th was Darriended: on al 
sides with funiture and boxes withing but the ont 
offices and gatoway were apparently very wenke The 
house itsel? was large aod extensive, and liad (we 
voraadahs, both well harrivaded, Tt conmunnieated 
with the Residency through Che post allies, sud wie 
direally below Dr, Mayrea’s hanee, Captain Sima, 
af (he MER, cammmnndad Unis ontpost with poeal 
ability and conrage, 

Sago’a oulpost, v lower-voomed and compuatively 
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(her small building, was contiguous, boing: only sopa~ 
reled by a wall from il, Both these oubposts, dueings 
(ho singe up bo the arrival of the first roiaforcomonts, 
wero particularly daugorous, and their gallant gar~ 
vison dosorved particular praise for the brave dofenes 
they mado, Previous to tho siege it was the resi- 
donee of Mrs, Sago, the niistvess of a charity school, 
Both this and the Winancial Office garrison were 
commanded, nob only hy those opposite the post 
office and Iayror’s battery, bub also by a largo build- 
ing known as Avimoollal’s Kothee, and a small brick 
building formerly used as a gambling house by the 
Lucknow shodas.* 

A nerrow parsage, whieh chain tho siege proved 
fatal Lo many a poor fellow, led up ta the dudicial 
Ofice, mn extensive upper-roomed houae, conumeanded 
hy Caplain Goermon, 13th Native Tufiabyy, situnted 
bolween Andorson’s and (he post ofieo garrisons, and 
axe a vory iuporlant position, groully exposed to 
the onemy’s fire from the east, and from a high 
turret of Johaunos’ Louse to the south, t had in 
the king’s Lime been the residence of the late well- 
known Mr. George Beouhoy. A wall of fiasoines and 
encth probected it front the roud-side, 

Tho jail, a very fine airy and Jofty quadrangular 
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building, divided into fone equal-sized compartuients, 
with barred doors and four openings, waa aurvaundydd 
hy a Ane square of comfortable oub-olioes, and situated 
bebyeen tho Chvapore battery lo the sent, tis pont 
office to the north, Cho dudioial Ofieo to the right or 
onst, and the scthool-houtes and Native Hospital to 
the west, Tb was need asa harraek-roon, 

The native hospital, a square of dow onteatious, 
was situated between tho sehool-houxes, the heigaie 
mess, Cho post ofice and civil dispensary, and the 
jail, Jt was a Lolerably anfe place, 

The Bogs Kotheo*, ko called fram having pre- 
vioudy been the dwelling-placo of Uho prand=danghter 
of Buksh Ally, and whose mother had heen Mise 
Walters, was one of the imosh extensive Inildings 
within the whole ling of ow entrenchments, A 
lofly gatoway nearly fronting Che rond Teuling: to 
Johannes’ house served ag an catranes, Ao tlauble 
range of or-oftices formed a square within a aqnare, 
one side of which consisted of a fine enivalanh, ar 
pace of Mohmimaedan worship. Some at) these 
buildings conlained tine and Jofty apartventa, aliens 
wards Made use of hy ofieors’ families; athora were 
lower-roomed cook houses, hut having very deop 
foundations, aul appenring from the rend lending 
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past the post office lo Dr. Fayror’s to be considerably 
high. A fine uppor-roomed house, painted green and 
yellow, served as the commissariat store-rooma, A 
mosque, which ab the desire of the Begum was not 
mnale uso of, was within this Kothee. The male 
inhabitants of the place were required, as the Begun 
Kotheo was supposod to bo pretty safe, to garrison 
the Bhoosa entrenchments, being in the very centre 
of our defences, 

Mr. Sequora’s house, and the stabling next to it, 
thon used as a canteen and liquor store-room, were, 
together with the iain guard-house behind, econ- 
sidered asx forming part of the Begum Kotheo, and 
were counceted wilh it by a breach in a wall and 
several narrow passnges, 

Ilaving givon as good a deseriplion of ow: en 
trenchments ag Tam able, J now return to the state 
of affairs at Lucknow duving tha first week of the 
sicgo. My readers will, howevor, already have an 
dew that ow defences wore by no means slrong, ard 
that our clicf ones rather consisted in tho number of 
ow gis and the quantity of ow: ammunition, than 
the atrength of our carth-works aud batteries, 
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‘Tho Stogo beging -Banrieades formed, "Thy Bueny's Anta y cons

Toy siege had fairly began, and inthe midst of plenty 
(for wo were rich in Juxnrios Une tial days) we nuts 
fored the inconvenionee of nob Deis ablo fo ise 
them, Doprat’s house, newt the Cawnporg battery, was 
awry wilt mon, Che Muropewis firing wherever 
they sy an objeck moving or anapecledt it fo ho 
moving, nnd the Silchs, who beluved so xhamnetatly at 
Chinhell, silkily sitCing down, doing aediing, or 
soos at om allots Latttinies tel nm gent ineliias 
tion to pitelo into the varendy but fo data wend 
have heen dial potiey,  Dopal, with his mana genes 
rosity, give away ecuteiasons eae Lugs, hormetionlly 
sealed provisions, cigeta aud wine, nud beady to 
whoever wanted any, Many took away large: supplies 
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of provisions, &,, and only signed, or did not sign 
at all, for what they took away. ‘he consequonce 
was that poor D, had soon nothing left for himself; 
and the thousand and one cannon-balls and muskel- 
bullets which afterwards penotrated tho house, and 
in tho end converted ib into n heap of ruins, smashed 
to atoms whatever was not taken away. The splendid 
library of Captain Ilnyes, consisting of priceless 
Oriental manuscripts, and tho standard literary and 
sciontifie works of every nation of Europe, and diction- 
aries of every language spoken on. earth, from the 
patois of Brolagnue down to Cingalese, Malay, and 
anoint Kgyptian, were for the nonce conyerted 
into barricades, Mahogany tables, valuable pieces 
of funiture, carriages, and carls, were overywhere 
within our ontrenchments taken possession of for the 
sane purpose, ‘The records of the offices, in large 
boxes, chests of stationery, and whatover clae could 
bo laid hokl of, wero made use of fo serve as a 
covor from the ouemy's fire, which now constantly 
inoreased, 

Sir Tonry, throughout this irying ,lime, was seon 
everywhere, Ifo visited every post, lowevor exposed 
ils position, howover hot the lire directed against it; 
and it must be confessed that the enemy’s artillerists, 
taught by ourselves, wore excollent marksmon, With 
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incvediblo rapidity, with romarkable ingenuity, and 
with indomitable pornoveranee, they had, in the very 
first wook, aide batteries in pavilions where oie 
would have fancied their erection imposible, sania 
having aetnally been moved te Che taps of hones, 
and others placed most vleverly iy places whore au 
own haltories could not offeotumly open ou them, and 
which wero woll protected from innakelyy fire. 

Ut is also probable that theiy artillory wis come 
manded hy Harepean officers, weelches tor whom 
no punishmoul would bo ignominious or revere 
enough. One of These wat keen several times 
laying a gun und giving orders, apparently like one 
having authority, From the deseription piven me, 
itis nob unlikely thal it was cither Captain Suyfty 
or Caplain Rotlon, who Tad both remained fae the 
city, and diving the disturbances never ean uenr 

(tho Residoney. 

i Their charnelor may well make thom sieeetod of 
suet treachery, ‘Whoy hed beth odlopled nativa 
Tabila, eouttumes, and iden, md dial alway lope 
loo! from Buropean paciety. The former was at 
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rolired Comypumy?c officer’ an Mnytintiai, wie for 
mmny yes had veesived the ponsion ef a eaptain 
Tho Jatler waa a oum bern in Sateknow, whose 
Aaughlors were mnarvied to Mussutinang, and whos 
sous served as uitive offleaa or troopers jn Ui 
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Jato king’s army. Ife himsolf commanded a por-

tion of the ox-king’s artillery, Both these persons 
were said Lo have adopted the Mohammedan frith. 

A Frenchman, named Loblond, as great a villain 
as over breathed, also an apostate, probably like- 
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wise joined the insurgents; and a young nan, whose 
name I do not wish to mention, on account of 
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his family? was most probably tho peison who 
had commanded the enemy’s cavalry at Chinhutt,

‘Lwvo of his cousins were fighting valiantly against 
the robols in the Residency; another was massacred 
ab Mullygurh, afler combating for us; a fourth was 
wounded in action agains the Agra rebels; and a 
fifth had accepted a military appointment under 
Government, and distinguished himself, as 1 after- 
wards learnt, in several engagements against the 
mulincers, ‘The apostalo himself had long been 
disowned by his relatives, But ib is also likely 
thet some Russian ‘officers had entered tho army of 
tho insurgents, Ono of them, who at firsl had given 
himself oub as a Siberian rofugeo, and aftorwards 
conluadicted himself on cross-oxamination, was actu- 
ally mado a prisoner before tho mutiny, but, strange 
to say, was released on the occurrence of the outbreak, 

Many of these battories were nol further off than 
fifty 1o a hundred yards, and told tremendously on 
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our buildings; indeed 1 have seen, for txnraple, Hus 
enomy’s cannon knook down pillae alter pillar thane 
Captain Anderson's house, {it ab hed the vetandal 
follin, Ma Capper, of the Civil Serviee, war buried 
beneath Uho ruins, but nalwithabadinge Ghee chowey 
of balla whieh rained upon the spot, wir fin tianetely 
oxtricaled by one or lwo soldier of the SH lireetedd 
and aided by Messre, deaffrey and Bar of, une a 
Kronchman and the other an Eidinn, both taveled 
who had beon, like mysolf, overtaken hy the tines, 
The proxbuity of some of these batteries, whiek tle 
cnomy ovcasionadly shifted to ather places at xan 
as onra could be made to play ou them, pues 
yonted our shells from Daving Uhe eee which oth 
wiso thoy would have had; thongh mamy of (seo 
missiles did great oxceution. 

I here again ayail myself of a quotation fron 
Lady Inglis’s Journal, 

The first fow nights and days were very mi erable, 
Lwas il in bed, poor Mi Case in perent piel) el we 
could net holp fecting our position ® imei povilows ce, 
You must remomber Cat we well new if the onemy 
succeeded in overpowering ad mal adorminys thee pluve, 
death in ils most horrible form awaited every mauler af 
tho garrison, Tnover shill forget tho firot morniiye after 
tho siege cominenedd. "Tha enemy having suppl tiring 
at night recommenced it daylight, mad mde ui effort to 
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slorm tho gate, Mvery man was wl his post, Wo could 
fain no information as to what was going on, and to 
ow Inexperioneed oars the cammonading and muskotry 
soundad terrific, We all thought the plreo would bo 
takon, tnd tomblingly Jistonud to every sound, whon 
Mra, Caso proposed reading the Litany, and thy soothing 
ollvet of prayer wad marvellous. We felt different 
heings, and, though stifl inost anxious, could fool wo 
wera in the hands of our Lleavenly Father, and east. our 
fonra on Lim, ‘Tho onemy wero completely repulsed 
that day and miny others, when thoy mado similar 
attnoks 5 Lut wo xoon got accustomed to the Sring, for it 
soldom ceased day or night, and satiled ourselves down 
in our now whode-—-n small room, which, throughout the 
siogd, hits beon our dining and sleoping apartment, ex- 
cept for av short time, whon we had the use of a large 
voom iu tho same court,” 


One of the first vietima to tho eneniy’s camion wes 
Mies Palmer, the daughter of the colonel commanding 
the dathy san acconplished young lady, who was, I 
heard, engaged to ho married laa young oficer, Sho 
was sitting in bho upper alory of the Residency, when 
ashell burst close bo her, ad a pieces xlrudk her 
Her Jeg had to he amputated, and she died a few 
duya alter. 

Wo still had afew hundred nen in Muchee Bhawn 5 
but it was ovident that we could nol, after the 
diswster of Chinhutt, hold that placo also, Ordors 
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were accordingly sent hy Sir Menry lo blow up the 
place, and to come within the Rendeney.  Caplain 
Fraucla, aided by Lieutormt Hashim, hia fort ads 
julnt, managed thin xplendidly. They Jett in thes 
doad of night, passing Uhrongh the midst ef the hestile 
piqnols along the road, withoub a shob bediyy ed wt 
them, wilhout Josing wim. ‘Che onmay, never atins 
peeting such a move on our parb (lor they bad hela 
tho most extravagant ideas respecting (ie hapa. 
nability of that fort), were very wenkly guarding 
tho highroads, 

The rebel garrisons of tho bonged near Cie iron 
Inidyo and ab Temnolgrinyge were so thiuderatrood th 
xeging our men, Unat they dared not attack then 
whon they heard the heavy Wamp of our plait sol. 
Niers and the rattling of our yi. DL helieve, tue 
over, thal the shelling from tho Resideney nidet not 
a Titulo in keeping Uhe voud clew 

Tho lust emnon had renwhed with the tie man 
whon a Cremondous report shook the earths ‘Mhe pute 
fives had burnt down, and the fort Mitehee Ulan 
was no more! All our anonuition, whieh wo hit 
nob had time fo remove, md about 2500 Iarrela at 
gunpowder, and xoveral millions of Talleourtiidyes, 
wore destroyed, along wilh all the buildings aul Ghee 
contents, An fmmense black clowl enveloped even va 
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in the Residency,—-darkness covering a bright ptarry 
firmament. ‘Tho shock resembled an ca thqualke, 

Our accession of strength was very necessary, Wo 
had saved all bub one man, who, having been in- 
toxicnted and coneealed in some corner, could not bo 
found whon the muster roll was called, The Mreneh 
say, Ib y wun Dieu powr les ivrognes, and tho truth of 
the proverb was never better exenvplified Uhan in this 
mans ease, Ifo had been thrown into the six, had 
roturned unhurb to mother earth, continued his 
drunken sleep again, had ayvoke next morning, 
found tho fort to his surprise a mass of deserted 
ruing, aud quietly walked back to the Residency 
without being molested by a soul; and even bringing 
with him a pair of bullocks attached to a carb of 
ammunition, It is very probublo Uhat the debris of 
these oxlonsivo buildings must have seriously injured 
tho adjacont houses, and many of the rebel army, 
thus giving tho fortunate man tho means of excap- 
ing.* 

On the 2nd of July an ovent ovenrred whieli a few 
days Inter cash a gloom eyor the whole garrison, 
The good and brave Sir Ienry Lawrence, while

Only a very fow were mado nequainted with the 
public misfortime whieh had betulen ue So xerints 
a wound in an old ian Tike Sir (eny, Ewan certain 
would ond fablly. Offa fey find heen rnpubdted, and 
ho died on the evening of Che dth ool duly, wlinost ta 
the dast fully porsosted: of bin nennied ine Hie anit of 
the agonios ho suffered Te tad nomninded Major 
Banke as his anevomor, 1 had not heen generally 
known that our brave old poner) was dead, fer aven 
afte ho liad been Inied for some diya, the report 
was cirenbetod thet heowag getting bother, At lest, no 
donbb remained on the minds of any Uhab Sit HLeury 
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was indecd no more, and the grief with which this 
naws was veeoived was universal. Ile had closed a 
long and noble career, and his death was worthy of his 
life, Ile fills the soldier's grave right worthily. No 
mililary honours marked our last acty to his corpse, 
The times were too stern for idle demonstrations of 
yespeet. A hunicd prayer, amidst the booming of 
the enemy’s camion and the fire of their musketry, 
was read over his remains, and he was lowered into a 
pit with several other, though lowlicr, companions of 
mms. We owe him & heavy debt of gratitude, 
Peace bo to his soul 

Brigadier Inglis, in his repot of the 26th Sep- 
tember, pays a Uibute to the memory of that good 
man in the following words, which I may safely 
aver oxpress the thoughts of every ono of the 
garrison ;— 

“Tho late lamentod Sir IL lawrenee, knowing 
that his last hour was rapidly approaching, directed 
me to assume command of the troops, and appointed 
Major Banks to sueceed him in tho offico of Chief 
Commissioner, ILo Hngered in great agony till the 
mouing of the 4th July, when he expired, and the 
Government was thereby deprived, if T may venture 
to say Ko, of the services of a distinguished statesman 
and a moat gallant soldier. [ew men haye over pos- 
sessod Lo the samo extent the power which he enjoyed 
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of winning the hearts of all Chose with when he eam 
in contact, and Uhus ensuring Uho wartiest wud ost 
vonlous dovolion for himself mid for the Covornnent 
whieh he served, ‘Tho auecesfi dofeaee of the 
position has heen, under Providence, solely attri= 
butable to tho foresight whioh de evinewd in thi 
tingly commencoment of the necessary eperations, 
and the great skill and uniliring pordonal aedvity 
whioh he exhibiled in carrying them inte offeet, All 
rans possessed such confidence in his judgment ant 
his fortility of resources, Unab'tho news of Jiis fall was 
received Chroughoub the garrison with Cooliiga at 
consternation, only second to tho grief! whieh was 
inspired in tho hearts of all hy the low of a public 
Donefrctor, wid a warm person frieud  Meeline at 
keenly and as gratofully ay C do tho obligations Chat 
tho whole of us are wnidor lo this perreat and good man, 
Ttrnst the Government in didia will paadon me tir 
having attompted, however inporteotly, ta portray 
thom. In hin, every good and cdexeryvingg tolelion lot 
t friend and ay chief capable of diserimimtingg, and 
ever on fla alert to reward onorif, no miatter baw 
humbly the aphoro in whieh it war exhibited? 

On tho 2nd, the mune day ou whieh Sir Henry was 
wounded, tho enemy, who had perhaps heeome aware of 
the civowmstanee by one of their apices, attempted to 
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make a partial rush ab the Bailoy-guwd Gate, but they 
wore xo warmly reevived, thal they soon discovered it 
to be a misorablo failure, Fortunately, all days are 
nob 30uis of June, aud there wore thon no breitors in 
our ranks to join them, As a friend jestingly observed 
to me, afier we had heard of their defeat at the gate- 
way, ‘They will find ib a tough nut to crack, Laking 
the Bailoy-guard” (the namo by which the natives 
know the whole of our entrenchments). ‘Lioutenant 
Graham reecived a beyonet wound in the groin by 
one of Lhe assnilauds, who wore bold enough to advance 
to tho vory wall of the Bailey-guard. At the Cawn- 
pore battery, whero T then was, they only showed 
thomselves for a few minutes; quite long enough, 
though, to enable us ty pick off a fow mon, Vieu- 
lonant Foster, of tho 32nd, was slightly wounded 
on tho seme day, ab the brigade iness, whore 
enenry’s diva was very hot, 

On the 8ed and dth the cannon and musketry, if 
possible, inereased, At tho Cawnpore hattery the 
Indlets, which wore ab first aimed high, gradually 
camo lower, aud several of our poor fellows were on 
thal day sliot at that oxposed post. Johannes’ house, 
which is right across the rond, was still unocenpied, 
us the natives ovidoutly wore afraid ib was under- 
mined, a rumow! which had been circulated before 
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tho sioga, Jt was a pity (hat ib had uot heen pres 
viously demolished, as ib was a fow daya atterwards 
talon possession of by the vebede, whos riilemen 
could command from its upper stories not only Che 
Cawnpore battery, bub Anderon’s garrison, the jail 
bawaeks, tho post officer, and the entrances to the 
Bogui Kothee, Ramsay, tho assiatant in charge of 
tho lelegraph, was xhob al (he Residenvy House, and 
diced instantly, 

On the Sth a heayy shower of vain fell, whieh 
awepl away a good portion of the filth whieh trad 
been lowed to acommdate, and had become inost 
disgusting. ‘Che alone: from dead horses andl bullowle, 
and other animals killed by the enemy's fice, was 
worse than disngrouable, il was pestilentind, and Jagd, 
the seeds of the many diseases from whieh we allyre 
wards suffered, ‘The insurgents’ prenb pines shuhenods 
which lod ts to hope that their numinition Wits 
failing them, bub Cheb muskotyy fire continted ta he 
almost ag brisk as hefore, “ SHIL they could nol have 
Tad a great supply of balleenrtridved far we si 
sever] follows, nol withatanding ony own tire, engined 
in pickiyg up bullets, Lahol one of them, an his 
body afterwards not a Vite altectod our olfnetory 
nerves, 

Wo wore at night several times endled (0 aris,” 
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bat these alarma proved lo ho falsc ones. This was 
fortunate, for if tho enemy had made an abiack ho 
would have found most of our mon at the Cawnpore 
battery in the last stago of intoxication ‘Tho men had 
found their way for some days, nolwithstanding all pre- 
cvulions, into our collar, and had of course diminished 
the large quantities of champagno and brandy stored 
up there. The clarol and Iaut Santerne had not 
found many aduirors, and remained untouched; but 
Deprats chests, with valuables and gold and silver 
watches in them, had likewise been broken open and 
vifled, In tho position in which wo then wore, no 
search could ho instituted, nur could’tho culprits be 
punished, The only thing which could he done, and 
which tho Brigudier did, was to get what remained 
yemoved to the schovl-houscs, and have ib sold hy 
Me. Schilling, the principal, to whatever gentleman 
desired any. ONieors, of course, had the proference, 
and in the course of a couple of days nothing re- 
mained, ; 

Mx, Ommaney, the Judicial Commissioner, was 
the noxt high official whom death reavhod, Ilo was 
quictly sitting in dis chair, when a cannon Dall 
(passing over the body of Serjeant-Major Watson, of 
Captain Adolphe Om’s Corps of Police, who was 
lying down on his bed), bit him on the head, and 
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reabterodl a portion of his brains. JTe slid alinost 
immediuely after, and the Serjeait-Major  exs 
pired also, thowygh the ball had net touched him, 
Whether Mr Walsows death waa ean hy autto- 
ealion, ov Che forces with whieh the aie wer std. 
donly disturbed, or fear, T knew noty buteof the fits 
of his death, and of the round shot ently passing bit 
very closely over him, not the Tenst doubt need he 
ontortuined, 

On the 7th a very heavy shower of rain dis wi the 
grewest servieo in the world Not only did it: in 
a measure purily the air and remove a portion of (he 
atone: and Mth from tho place, but it kept he! Da. 
balog” * great gins quiet and saved ts tram one of 
tho greatest dangers to whieh we were ever exposed, 
Indeed, but for this timely shower we might all luwva 
heon Tiled into the airy, and hy this time wot hing 
but e fow dry bones might have remained of Ww, 

Before tho hospital br tery, a poo deal of hao 
(chapped straw for Indloeks’ folder) Tid Teen al 
lowed to remain tie Cie open space to whieh T have 
alveady alluded, Notwithstanding our vigihmes, one 
of the enemy had sueeeeded in coming: clase to it 

* Tho “ehildven,” ov “dear elildves," the win hy whieh old 


officers wed fo addvess thy loyal aupoya te whem they dad auch 
conidence, 
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ond getting ibon fire. We had been ao suddenly over- 
taken by tho Chinhutt affair that we had had no timo 
(o remove it, Tt was only a few yards distant from 
alargo powdor magazine buried undor ground; and if 
tho flames had heated the ground, it would have ig- 
nitad, and of course blown us all up, ‘Tho rain saved 
us, but the fire was nol quite extinguished, and smoul- 
dered away for a whole week. Nor wore we aware 
of tho danger wo had oscaped till all was over. 

Tt would have beon impossible for us to put out 
the fire oursolves, ‘The exposure, particularly at 
night, whoro the glare of the fire would have shown 
our forms even more distinelly thon in the day, and 
afforded good cover lo the enomy, was such, that 
every man who world have approached ib would, 
without fail, have been killed by the cnomy's sharp- 
shooters, The ragenl who had dono this mischief 
auecocded in effecting his escape. 110 was fired at by 
Sorporal Gately, but unanecesafully. 

A poor old morchant, who had a double-barreled 
rifle in his hand, and who also missed his aim, and was 
not prompt cnongh in making it over to the soldier 
who had asked him for it, was in consequonce for more 
than a month under the ban of public military opi- 
nion, ‘The soldiers looked upon the inoffensive old 
gontleman as a apy, and accused him mosl unjustly 
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of being in correspondence with the enemy. His 
(rionda therefore advised him to remain in his house, 
He fell i afterwards; aid when he had recovered, 
the mon had hoeome aware of their injustiea, er bad 
forgotton it, 

My, Marshall, an old nan of sixty, long a resi 
dont at Cewnpore, who had lash year reevived: the 
contract for the vale of opium from Covemunent, was 
shot through the face, tho bull passing through the 
right oye and coming oul of (ho moh, Te anfered 
great agony for some days, and thon expired. 

Ow denths wore vory mmnerous wp lo this day, 
Thoy averaged about fifteen to twenty daily, and were 
mostly caused by rifle and musket balls, Many owed 
their denths to a rebel African, who, (rom Johannes’ 
house, fired almost without ever missing bia win, 
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THK SECOND WERK OF THE sIpQr.

T siant now continuo my narrative in the form of 
a journal, taken from notes kopt diving tho siege, 
but my roadors will pardon me if T am guilty ocea- 
sionally of an anachronism by miticipating events, 
Wednesday, July 8th.— Notwithstanding the heavy 
vain which fell to-day, a party of ours, and among 
thom a promising young civilian, named Maycock, 
dashed out to-day. The Brigadier knew too well the 
vuluo of Europoan life to wish to risk it, Fortunately 
no life was lost, ‘They spiked a gun, and paid off 
somo forty of the rebels. A little more of this, and 
they will gel disgusted, The city has been sacked, 
K2 
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This wo could tnaging, from tho wailing ef women, 
and the ery of the mon; Uke wealthy inkuditunt 4, xo 
soma apies suy, have bolted, and all that dack Aepay 
may now expect are hard knoeks, an article he hy 
no pieans xeon bo like, 

"Gene, / Met: 1.3. Francia, tho efiees who lanl dane ath 
good sorvics while contmmanding Muches Bhawn, was 
killed to-day. To was quiolly sitting ju hin youn, 
in the brigade mesx, when a cannon ball, breaking 
through the wall, smaxhed his right ley Ge pineos, 
and broke his loft leg ab tho same time, ‘Lhey were 
anpnrlaled, but ho died shortly aftor, 

Theveday, duly Uh. Camon and muaketry sil 
havo « monopoly of noine,  Anobhor batch of ons 
from Innes’ garrison, consisting of a Cow Trish soldiers 
of the 32nd and three ov fou oivilians, made another 
sortie to-day. ‘Choy crop ewiionsly up ta the 
onomy’s battery, nob fur from the tan bide, and, 
omorging suddenly upon the rebel yard, struck 
thom with fear mid aurprice, They were ovilontly not 
vory Vigilant, aud though ih was only between twelve 
and tayo o'aloek jn the day, were found vither Awlowp 
or eating their food, the xonbrion only heiag: arma. 
They kuon managed, howavor, bo fy to thoirimmkets, 
Jt lad only resolution. eneugh lo five when the 
torrible whitofaces wore roburning, One nave follow, 
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who Kas since boon killed, and whose name is cither 
O'Koeen or Keogh, T forget which, téok advantage of 
thoir astonishment and terror, and apiked their gun, 
while his comrade Smith bayoncied a couple of 
fellows after firing his picee. The remaining Volun- 
(cers noted as a covering party to these two brave 
mon, After having effected their purpose, which 
was done more quickly than T can relate it, they 
suceceded in reaching their post, scarce a hundred 
yards distant, without the loss ofa single man, Im~ 
inediately after, however, volley afler volley was 
poured into Tnnos’ garrison from the discomfited foe, 
The cnomy’s guns quict to-day, or nearly 80, 

July 10th, —- Vory heavy rain. A number of us 
had been working all night in putting tarpaulin over 
the bhooyt (bullocks! fodder) in the rackel-courl, and 
wore to-day engaged in burying dead animals and 
making better cover from the enemy's fire, The 
muskotry is milder, and the onemy’s ammunition is 
evidently xmmning out Though thoiy groat guns 
are going again protty fast, it is not always round 
shot that they are sending ua ‘They ave now firing 
billets of wood, pieces of iron, copper coins, and oven 
 bullocks’ horns.” What intercating missiles! ‘We 
hear that a number of tho insurgents, disappointed ab 
not yet having been able to take the “Pailey-guard, 
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havo loft with their loot, A giont talk of speedy 
reinforcomants coming, but T de nat bolieve a ward 
of it, 

July Uth = Working at the batteries, bringing 
sond-hags, vsingg tho spade, and carrying meawygen 
from ono place ty another, Poor Reale (aversion) 
wounded in tho hack from a rifle shot in daluunes' 
house, Ifo had been moat active, poor fallow, ia 
constantly going to und fro in the midat of in very 
heavy fire, Ifo died a weele ator, Te tnd only a 
short timo back loxt his filtle danghter, 

Tho auno game, When shall we bo relieved? 
They any troops are comity; hub when? and where 
from? Cawnpore in the hands of the enemy; ether 
parts of India have uo dowht bon alia distorhed, 
I fear there can bo nothing in the imany reports 
they confidently give ont ax trite, thik we are ta 
bo soon relieved.

July 12th- ‘Tuk of troups coming to our alt Th 
ix time indoad, for our privations are begiming. 1 
am, like overy one olse, in constant danger of heing 
shol, and havo to work like a slave, Thad to atwnd 
in the rain all night doing sentinel’s dutiex, aud 
cought a cold in consequence, ‘Chia tuo after having 
just como off heavy fatigue dutics, burying putrid 
horgeg, and carrying commisnurial KLures, 

July 18th. -- Rain and shot, the former as vind, 
the Jattor nlightly more brisk, Lt is eviclont that the 
onomy have got a further supply of imation. 
Wo had to stat tearm tonight, but it proved a 
faleo lari, 

July Wath A grind ubtack lo-duy all round, that 
ig tho onomy is shouting aed daylaiten, and sounding 
the advance al the bugler’s divorotion, Gent guns 
and musketry are loaded and fired as fist aa they 
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can be, but that is all, Every hostile battery, evory 
house, vomits forth fire in some shape or other, but 
nob © man appears, Jack Sopoy ovidently will not 
come to the scratch, Ile is no doubt of Falstaft’s 
way of Unnking, that discretion is the better part 
of valour. 

A poor clork of tho namo of Wiltshire, who had 
effected his eseape from the Duriabad mutincers, and 
had suceceded in reaching Lucknow in safety, but 
with tho loss of all his property, and his clothes in 
vag, died of cholera to-day, Conductor Baxter, who 
was shot on the 11th, also died. A number of other 
poor follows wont to their long homes, 

July 16l.—-'Lhe onomy plays the same gamo as 
yesterday, ‘Unfortunately the shols tell; but they 
have of late been Jess numerous: sll our European 
deaths now average aboub ten a-day, Tho mntivea 
wo of course don’t count. We feel their loss is 
nothing very groat; bul it pains us all to hear of a 
poor Europoan being knocked over. Wo not only 
doplore his loss aa a man, bub wo are solfish onough 
to regrot that wo have one legs in our garrison, and 
anticipate the future with no enviable feolings, If 
wo ore not relieved in a month, we must become the 
prey of thoge ungratoful scoundrels around wa, 

My cold is worse, Grubbing about in wet holes 
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making receptacles for dead bullocks and dead horses, 
does not conduce to ite improvement. Pretly em 
ploymont this for theedueated youth of the nhotonth 
contury! But necossily haa no law; wad we all, great 
or small, work hard ab the spade as well na the 
musket, which, however, ia now in no great vortit ion, 
Wo allow the cnomy to fire away bo his hem ty con. 
toni, and do nob reply, oxeepl with our bigs yuma ond 
our mortars. Ib is usoless to waste ammunition on 
pukka, brick walla, and well covered balteries, ‘The 
enomy have hit upon w very clevor Wiek to prenerve 
thoinsolves from our fire, making doap trenghea hutore 
their guns, so theb we cau only seo thai hands 
while in tho web of londing, hoy ean conan a 
hundred times more Inbour than wa ean ys and ane of 
our lives is moro valuable, too, in the sind prow 
portion, 

Tam off lo seo my friond Singlair, the merohant, 
who is lying wounded in heapital A muatet ball 
ponotvated hia thigh, while he waa fining in Fone 
oulposta, 

Captein Glare Alexander, an psxenilont man, anid ar 
first-rate artillery aficer, waa injured toalay while 
exatnining a morte, Tho whole of hia fies was 

‘ dwt with powder, mul ho looks a dreadfnl figure, 
+ black as cbony, and covered with blisters, which 
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afterwards suppurated. Poor Bryoo, alao of tho Ar- 
tillory, who had succeeded in bringing in one of ow 
guns from Chinhutt, was also wonndod to-day in the 
thigh, Foytimatoly, it is only 0 slight wound, 

July 16th, —-Tho usual amount of firing, Vory 
hot indeed, I moan the weather, not the fire; this 
has slackened. At night, however, an attack of the 
onomy on Gubbins’ battery. The Sikhs and the Ku- 
ropeans, and among them my friond D., beat back the 
onomy, who had sueceoded in coming close to the wall. 
Poor Lester, of the 82nd Native Infantry, was shot 
thore. I[o expired of his wounds next day, Liou- 
tonant O'Brien, of the 84Ul, was also wounded in the 
arm, though nob dangerously, 

July Vite -- Musketry and groat guns much as 
usual, Brown, of Sago’s garrinon, shol through tho 
leg to-day. ‘The following nolo from my jownal 
proves onrreoti © Brown shob—~ leg amputated: 
now ho will dio; ho shall dios for it ia a Jaw in 
medicnt xelence, as practised by the garridon sur- 
goons, thal death follows amputation of sure as night 
follows day.” 

And so ib ix, Tndeod, the law of garrison ampu- 
tation and the famed law of the Medes and Porsians 
have both the samo characteristios, Choy never fail. 
Whether it be the want of proper care, or the heat of 
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the woathor, or the want of vegetable toad, or the 
absonco of proper restovatives, or from anys other 
eatao, or all Chese ronsons ogothor, it eortabily is an 
undoubted feel, that every amputation has been 
sncceedad by death, Every day eight or ten pany 
fellows are still muvied to the yrave-yradl, which by 
rapidly boing filed wp 

July 18th.- The enomy’s Ingles sound, ated they 
shout, “ieee! lec! felloo duludowel™ "Tb ia 
takon (viz, the entrenclinent)! ib ia talon! advances 
my braves!” as natal, TLowever, they lave not yet 
talon our litUe stronghold; “hahadour” will aut 
Gpallao ” (advance), 

Still, however, it is alway “lan Dang, bhom 
bhom, rattle rattle,” unceasingly, ‘Che risen have 
evidently received reinforcerents, aud unather supply 
of ammunition, Whon will this end ? fir how much 
longer can we hold out? Tilo not fear thei taleing 
our place, at Joust bofie another aenths Iut daily 
our forco Joxsens, and when wo have Imvonie mely at 
haudlul of effective men, we mual, in the end, fall an 
ensy proy Lo oven this cowardly, Chong savage, enemy. 
Ag for treating with the nssasing of Cawnpore, dhe 
vory Hhought muet be banished, Our euly eonoli 
tion ia, that we ahall die fighting, ‘Tho denth of a 
lave man, and the death of a coward, ix after all 
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only death. We can expeob no morsy. Our only 
hope lies in roinforcoments from Dolhi, for Caloutta 
{a Loo distant, unless Sir TL Lawrenoo's requisition 
for more troops has beon promptly responded to, 
Tndced, ovr hope is not great, God alone can anvo us, 

July 19th.—'Lhe inside annoyances aro dreadful, 
The stench from human oidme, fiom decaying horses, 
dogs, and mon, assnils the olfactory nerves most aw- 
fully, and little is dono to mend matters, Boforo the 
siego commenced, there was a vo1y smart sanitary 
commissioner appointed, ‘Tho uncompromising zeal 
that he displayed in having tho chanco doposit of a 
ocack-sparrow cleaned up was somothing magnificont 
to bohold, But sineo the firing commenced and 
his sorvices have become really usoful, bo has retired 
into some seevet recess, it appeara, for ono cannot gob 
4 sight of hin. 

Our luxurios aro fast diminishing. Tam afraid my 
friend D, and myself have beon a little too liboral 
with our good things, and instoad of, na usual, taking 
Inandy aud wator ad libitum and smoking cheroots 
ad infinitwn, we are obliged to content ourselves 
with one glass of brandy and water a day, and a 
gloss of wing in the evening; and as for cigars, I can 
only afford one or two a day, and not even thats for 
many 2 poor devil, who has perhaps not had a smoke 
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for dayx, looka xo longingly that 1, for one, eu 
scarcely resiet Lhe sutisfeolion of oceusiomlly giving 
away half, or even a whole vizare Even the xtimp 
of a cheroot is looked upon aa a lisury hy mimny a 
poor uncovenmmebed volunteer now. Tam qnite: prov 
of my riches, for T have at least a couple of undred 
cigars left. Of pickled kalbmon and trated sunmages 
none remain now. Deprat hus given away to hin 
friend, what lite he had saved from being phi. 
dered, Our fare is nob partignlurly geod: beef! and 
chupatiecs, with a few extras, Still I fare better 
than many. [at Toast have enough,

L was cleaning my musket, and whistling a merry 
air, whon tho ory of ‘Lo arma,” and the doubling of 
mon past my lbtle room, mado me come to a doad 
halt, Ta runs a friend, and tolls mo that tho rebels 
had been soon, assombling in largo bodios towards 
the church side and across the vivor, and that I had 
hotter be off to my post. My preparations wore 
quickly made, but I had scarccly time te pub on my 
belt, when a loud report shook the carth, [at firat 
imagined that ono of our powder-magazines had been 
blown up, but I soon after learnt that a mine had 
been sprung by the onemy, near the Redan, 
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Lhumied on to Dr, Fayror's battery y lit thorgh 
that garrison, was nut a minuto'y walle from my place, 
T had xearcoly reached half-way when tho mart holl- 
feh fro ever heard began in right good oarnest, Tha 
onomy indead seomol to have coun this time to the 
resolution of taking the Bailoy-guard hy storm, and 
displayed in the atlompl more courage than we had 
given thom oratlit. for. 

They assaulted us from every point, and volley 
aftor volley of muskolry way poured into ux, shell 
aftor sholl bursb within om entrenclimonts, and 
thoir cannon roared unconsingly, ‘The onowy's artil« 
lory was still evidently commanded by a practise 
officer, most probably a Muropean, for we could 
plainly discorn several ue Choir uke, How it ta 
possible for, white mon to join Ilvek raederors, who 
make war like wild beasts, not like men, I eninot 
concoive. No punishment xeon fo me proud enargh 
for such miserablo wretehes, Uhese haters af their awn 
race, Wealth acquired inaneh aservies mitt hide 
Doabane, Besides, ily very precarioua nature ann 
hardly ineke it worth while, ‘Mhia is nob a war of 
tho oppressed against the oppressor, of mation viviig 
againel their rulers, of Uindostanees agate nye 
Hahmon. No, it isa war of finatio roligioniata nugrial 
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Christians, of black against while, of natives against 
Europea, of barbarism against civilization, Ifa 
it beon differont, had patriotism: prompted the re« 
bellion, had tho natives, ag ono nation, dotermincd 
to shake off the yoko of tho foroignor, and had 
they conducted thoir war against us liko soldiers and 
brave mon, instead of acting the part of cowards 
and assassins, then indecd might they lave enlisted 
sympathy with thoir cause, nob only among tho 
nations of continental Europe, but evon among tho 
people of Knyland theinselves, Men of other Eu- 
ropean conuleics might have fought agains us with- 
out dishonow mid without reproach, Now, how- 
over, they aro only to be Inanded as villaing of tho 
deepest dye, a3 trailors lo their own cause, as mur 
dorors of theiy own while countrymon, and abettors 
of tho assassination of women and children of (heir 
OW LACE 

Bul to return from this digression, Orr own gris 
woro nol long in replying. Ax the enemy approached, 
they wore mowed down by our grayo by scores; aud 
ay their leaders advanced, shouting and encouraging 
their men, they wore picked off by our rifles and 
muskols, Captain Woston and Dr. Fayrer on this 
ocendion did right good service, This tromondous 
fire of muwskelry aid cannon, both from oul and in, 
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yondered our position one mast of sulphurats smiles, 
a0 thal wo cond seareely xoo, Tinh contend (lint 
Sor sono minntes Tt folb the feaw of death predomi. 
nant withinime,  Fwas certain, and J think anest of 
our little handid of men toe, that tha was ome nat 
day upon earth, C accordingly eid ashowt prayer, 
conmitiad inyself te God's care, mentally bade ndien 
to those £ loved best in this world, fired may nueket, 
and with the frm resolution to dic like a (soldier? 
propared Lo meat the eombut, 

My selfish four soon wore alt, Ad tha: fire heenne 
more and more infernal, and as we saw the nen 
boldly advancing, my four pave place to ne vond 
exctlament, aul ab last the desire to hill aid ta he 
vovenged predominated over evory other fecling, 1 
did not slay Jong ab Dr. Mayrer’y Tntters, for any 
anxiety io know morg of the injury the rote dead 
dono ua mado ne dosivows of proceeding Lowards (ig 
Redan. Sf nvcordingly deft, showers of finthe felting 
around ime, tong fortimelely, however, Conelibage nie, 
T arrived at the Wator Cite batty, where Loew 
tho men adil advanciiy, bat evidently not un haldly 
as before, 1 pieked off a few of thom, rat then a 
strange feeling of joy came over me, Lone hayger 
thonght of myself, bnt only of the ammber beet 
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kill, ‘Lhe fixe now slackenad, md C could tall to 
my companions in arma, 

All of ns wero determined to sell our lives ad dearly 
as possible, von of the wounded and the sick many 
had loft their couches, sized any musket thoy could 
lny hold of, and fired as oflen as thoir strenglh 
enabled thei to do xo, It was indeed heart-rending 
to soo these poor fellows staggoring along to the 
scones of action, pale, trombling with weaknoss, and 
sovern) of them bleeding from their wounds, which 
reopened by tho exertions they made. Ono unfor- 
timate wretch, with ouly one aem, wad seen hanging 
to the parapet of tho hospital entrenchments with his 
musket, bub the momentary strength which the fear 
of being Dutehored in his bed and the desire of re+ 
vonge had given lim, was loo much for hin. To 
died in the course of the day, very yrrvison was 
a septs field of Date, anc P shall now atlompt 
to notive the prineipal pointy of attack, 

Tho Redan bad not heen injured hy the oxplosion. 
Vortumatoly they had misculentnied tho distance, and 
therefore their mino did no damage to us. They wore 
ignorant, however, of this, and fancied they had made 
ahreagh, for, owing lo the smoke caused Ly the mine 
and the fire of ony puns and theirs, they could nob seo 
before them, ‘Lhey doubled up the glacis with 
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bayonets fixed, covered hy tho mmaketyy of wreginent, 
oy two slationed on the hougs opposite, and Jevawie a 
“Capiain Fatty Ally’s” ‘Tho obstuvles th dhe way, 
howover, cheoked Uneir advance, and while in thin 
plight hundreds wero shot down, SUL Chey were 
wnwilling to reteals one of Cher leadeva wayiug hia 
aword, on the point of whieh he had placed his exp, 
shouted “ Come on, my lraves.” Again Chey advanced, 
dul again terrible gaps wero madg in theiy ranks hy 
ow grape, and one of one niwket badly leiled their 
leader. ‘Lhoy now retreated in confieion, Int net 
without others of their bretluen being shot down in 
inoredible numbers. Leaps of xlain and wontled 
proved owr vietory on that side to he completes The 
attack had Jasted about an hom, tnt the the of the 
enomy still continued, and alll all Che enydnes of war 
wero at play with widiminiahed Loree, 

My atlention was now aldinetod ty they Brigadier 
and his slaff, who were atthe Redan aot fav tram ane, 
ab the Waler Cato bation. May were clapping thoir 
fhaudy, and every now and then shouting “Biasal 
bravo!” while thet eyes were tieued towmdee the 
ehureh side, Co Times! outpost. ‘The enenty hil made 
& most fiereo axsmull there, ‘Che defenses ab that 
aido wore vory weak; Int the enemy approached 
cautiously, fearing Unt the place was tderminel 
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whore there woro no palisades, ‘They therefor at 
tacked only thoso points which were comparatively 
the strongost, ‘The commandant, Lieutenant Lough- 
nan of tho 13th Native Infantry, had received orders 
that should ho, as was feared, not be able to hold 
his post, to retire within the Resideney; bub not be- 
foro ha had done all in his power to repel the 
assailants, he foree wider his command consisted 
of only twenty-four European soldiers, twelve wnco- 
venanted gentlomen, and about twenty-five sepoys, 
Ab one time during the atlack, our men, see~ 
ing the robela come on swarming as thick as bees, 
and nothing but one sca of heads and glittering 
weapons before them, thought of retacat; but Ma. 
Loughnan and the civilians would nol hear of it 
* Give a shoul, my boys!” oried Loughnan, * a loud 
ono end a strong one.” And shoul Uy did, with right 
goud will, © ILuerel | hurrah | lwrral 1” resounded 
from all tho difforont quarters where attacks wore 
expeoled, ‘Cho enemy wore ovidently chookod in their 
advance by the cheoring of our friends, ‘They al onco 
camo to adend halt, and nol only imagined us strongor 
in number than wo really were, but fancied (as we 
afterwards loarnt) that we had reooived a reinforee~ 
ment from the Residency, ‘Their indecision did nob 
last long; for again they advanced, and now came 
La 
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immodiately heneath our walld, where our niasketry 
could not touch thom, 

As other bodies, liowever, appronehed, Uy were 
shot down, one by one, by a qeuly af veltaitoe gouty. 
men, who had dakew a position in the hoi: tively 
upon a staireasy leading to the terrae, where they 
could, under considerable sheller to themselves, dy 
a good dew of mischief to the enemy advancing upon 
the front of the horse, ‘The robela lad amude aw very 
foolish move here, Instead of Iringing  sealiuge 
Jaddors along with them, they moved ahead without 
thom, and only on reaching the walls perecived their

Admmmber of one mtehets had been reuly for the 
combat, and they were discharged. da rapidly hye ons 
man, while another loaded, that the enemy Taneded 
our force Chere to be pretty considerably, Lhe huge 
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liody of tho enomy, memuyhile, who had stationed 
themselves beneath tho cash walls, and who wero in 
vain waiting for Une ladders, altompled to seale 
thom, Sovornl suevceded in reashing the Lop, but 
thoy wore thrust down with the bayonet, Loughnan 
auw the danger, and was anxiously Uninking of some 
other mode of defence, WTand-gronades he had none, 
and there was no means of firing, for no souner was 
ono bold enough to put his head over the wall, than 
a dozen bullels were at once fired at him, 

Mesirs, Mrith and Alone, two of the volunicers, 
accordingly suggestod bricks aid mortar, and suc~ 
ceeded gv well in dislodging the enemy with these 
and other anissiles of a very impure nature, that 
our friends soon had that part of the outpost clear 
‘Lhey wore thus obliged to come again wilbin rango of 
our miaskels. 

While my friend Ma, Llardingham, another of the 
voluntoors, wis actively engaged in firing, a bullet from 
hohind whistled ko clove to his ew, thal ho tuned 
round and sow the torrur-sleuek countonues of one 
of our own sopoys, ILardingham mado an advance 
towards him, and was about to bayonet the fellow, 
when his officer's command arrested him. “Never 
mind, Lardingham,” said he, “dow bayonel him 
yel, Usere’s lots of time afterwards” ‘Lhe look of

While this was going on in one part of the come 
pound of Innes’s house, another portion of it, calle 
the cook-loft, was in the most dminent danger of 
being taken. Mtv. Pith, the Corporal of the Volun 
teors, say tho poril, aad intending to reiitoree ow 
pmty there, advanced amidst a volley of musketyy 
that opened upon Ut part front the elevation ape 
posite, known ax (he © Mound” Baba bullet atenek 
him in tho neck, and ho fell like a loge of wood, Elis 
frionds wore obliged to Jeave him there, ner could 
they remove him til seme hows aftes, when the 
fivo slackoned a little. 

Meanwhile mother part of the outpost was stontly 
held hy a litte follow of the name af Bailey, a volun 
teor, the son ofa native Cheistion cuplain formerly at’ 

ho king's service, and a couple af xopays, The young 
man spoke Tindoxtnues ea well, Ck Che andigeers, 
whom he, native like, abneed (rom hedsind (is patinite 
that shollered hin, finoted hin Mulan ar 
Tindoo kopoy, and offored to spare hin dife, if da 
would throw down his ans and reniab them. A very 
intoresting and anhmatod conversation fool plaet, 
& Como,” exled ono of the rehols, who had formadshelter 
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in one of a largo number of huts, nob five yards away 
from tho palisade which Bailoy defended, * como over 
tows, and leave tose cursed Feringheca, whose mothers 
and sisters we have defiled, and whom we shall kill this 
day, Como over to us; what have you to do with 
them? Will you bo mato a Christian too? (pop, pop) 
or have you already lost your caste?” “Tako that,” 
firing his pieco, cried Bailey; “do you think that I 
- have caton pig's flesh like yourselves, Do you think 
that I too shall disgrace myself, by proving unfaithful 
to my salb? ‘Tako that, thou son of a dog! (pop.) 
Thow whoso grandathors grave 1 have dishonoured!” 
(pop) * Wait, you offspring of a dishonoured mother,” 
oried anathar, “wo ava coming, I shall just be will 
you, and jump over your wall, My sword is sharp.” 
“Ts it,” ovied Bailey, “bub thy heart is craven, Como 
along then, houster, My bayonet is ready, sealo the 
wall, We ave all prepared, and as for you, 7 shall 
oatch you on tho point of my bayonet. But first, 
here's for you.” 

Of wont a dozen of our muskols thet had 
meanwhile beon loaded hy our two sepoys, who 
now also joined in abusing ho cnomy. Showers of 
abuse, which ib is impossible to render as forcible in 
English ag it is in Tfindostance, and an unceasing fire 
of muskelry, were interchanged between the two par- 
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tios fox some time Jonger, Bailey lrbyg off Tin ape 
muskets with weal rapidily, when ab lat hix amunni« 
tion tailed Tim. Te could not vente to leave hia 
pos, fer Lo do ko would have been lo mae ort owt 
xopoys desert ibalsas and he daved net xen one of 
thom, lesb he might nob retin, now did he even 
venture to cnll ont feo loudly, lesb the oremy, ienre 
of his deficioney, should Jeave their shelton aut carry 
this point by stormy 

Fortunately the guns from the Redan come 
mended this position, umd the sheild theawn hy 
Liculonant Maolurlang, of the artillory, nul young 
Bonhun, did no Little inisehiof among theme Chia 
prevented thoi advaneo, and Bailey ab bast succeeded 
in making his want known. Accordingly, one of tha 
volunteers, Lardinghen, enidst wv heavy fire, brought 
him the reyuived wmuiuuition, aid Ue conta ene 
tinued Ull Bailey's party was reinforced, hut not 
before ono of the »ypoys was knocked over [Le hia 
self was vory dangerously wounded, Ao amimabet listl 
had smashed his chin, mul offertod an exit thigh his 
nevk, --- te noah sbignler wounds (he ore xo ayy Gui 
trary to oxpoelation, he recovered from tts 

Cho fire still continned all round the outposts 
two othor xoldiers and two more sapoys wore suverely 
wounded, and all the remainder had the most nuruw 
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vscapos. Uatoly, a vorporal of tho 82nd, had his 
atxipes torn off by a muskat-ball, At last the onomy, 
beaten at all points, slowly retreated, our muskets 
and tho tremendous fire from tho Redan having 
killed a vory large number, Nob less than a hun- 
dred were Lorne olf the ground hy their comrades 
from this oulpost alone, 

At the Tinancial and Sago’s garrisons the enemy 
mado a searecly less fierce assaull. One of thoir 
fanaticn proachers, bearing the green standard of 
Islamia in his hands, and shouting, Deen deen” 
(for ow religion, ow religion), * maro faringeeun 
ko” (kill tho Huropemus), led a very numerous party 
of sopoys aud matehluckinen through a gatoway which 
they burst open, while a ceaseless fire was kopb up 
by & regiment of insurgents outside, Both garri- 
sons wore almost outirely defended by non-military 
mon; mul Mr, Bryson of Sayo’s, and May Wight of he 
Tinaneial, tho serjenuts of their verpective garrisons, 
kopt the onemy in cheek for somo time, till Lieu 
tonant M‘Cabe, with om small detachment of the 
82nd, reinforced Captuin Saunders, commanding 
Sago’s, and were covered by a woll kept up fire 
from the Judicial and Anderson’s yarrisons, 

‘Che offteors commending there, Post-Captain Gor- 
mon and Captain Audorgon of tho 26th, and the gar- 
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vison under them, lehaved with great spirit, and 
contributed to the dixpersion of the rohels, net anly 
from tieir own, butalxo from the (we mot expoxed 
oulposls of Sago's aed the Minaneial, AN beloved 
well and gallantly; but among those who most distine 
guished thomselves were Mex, Bryson, Lawrence, 
Soquera, Jtight, Anthony, Wharton, Ghiek, Capper, 
Bargotelli, and Jeafroy, 7 

After somo hours’ hard fighting, the enemy re. 
treated with thoir commugulers all dead, wal perhaps 
fitty or sixty o€ (heir comvades shin, Severn at 
thoiy bodies they wore obliged lo leave behind them, 
and about ‘threo or tow corpses were Tying for 
soverel daya unburied in the compound; bute they 
aticecoded in, carrying olf tho holy «tandud of tha 
Mohammedan faith, and the remainder of Cheir dead: 

At the Brigade Moss and Gubbins'y garrison, the 
enomy nade equally unaiweesful aldanpl: do alain, 
and ab the Cawnpore Inllery they auceeeded in 
coming under our very gta, bub laid gremuler 
thrown among them eupid yrenk shaehter, aed 
made them retreat, after about ball an heur's oppo 
sition, Ub would Le Caxing my vendors’ pationes (on 
far were 1 to entey ints miiiate details of avery 
soparato assaull, T shall, therefore, merely mention 
that during tho whole of (hia fariona fusilade and 
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cainonmile, we lost only from fifteen {o seventoon Mite 
ropeans in killed and wounded, and about ton natives, 
Among the wounded wero Lionk MFaluyg a por 
tion of whose skull was lor away by a musket lal, 
but who oventually , recovered from Uhis very dan~ 
yerous wound. Ifo had during the whole of that day 
dono excellent service by his artillory practice, Of 
the 82nd, Taout, J. Edmorgiqne was slightly, and 
Captain 1. W. D. Lowe, agvovoly wounded. Of tho 
48th NL, Adjulant 0. 1, Smith, nnd @aptain Vorbes, 
of the Ondo Irregular Mores, received each slight 
wounds, Of tho civilians, Dosides thoso alveady 
named, Mv. Blaney, ab Sago’s oulposl, was wounded 
in tho back, and Mr, Morgan, allached to the artil- 
lery, in the hand, 

The eneny on the other hnud had lost nob fewer 
than 1000 men, perhaps even more, ‘Lho fight had 
commenced ub 9 o’eloole in the morning, and the 
fire did nob ceaso before 4 o'clock in tho evening, 
Aftor it had quite Larminalal, tho rebola sonta flag of 
tence, and boggol pormission lo romoyo tho slain and 
wounded whom thoy had nob been able to carry away. 
This permission was readily granted, for their stonch 
might have created a pestilence, Wo afterwards saw 
whola cart-loads carried away, ‘Chey wwe a cruel 
sol, and threw their wounded promiscuously among 
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their deal, ao that many met have dled of mito. 
oalion, 

Thad not eaten mything the whole day, and whoa 
the combub was over and t tomul myself alive ant 
with a whole skin, Pomoutally tamed Teaven, and 
thon enjoyed my ehapattees and ao yghes of brandy 
and water, whieh Deptt gave tue, with a reliah 
which ig inexpressihlo in wank.  Cowas dilthy anal

Trova beaten ab all pointy, tho enemy, overy day 
after the momorable 20th of July, unecasingly an- 
noyed ud, keeping up e Curious eamonade from nob 
only theix old positions, bul from new batiorios which 
they had rected. ‘Thoir artilloriats also seomed to 
have iuproved, aul their slate wore oxeellent Tor 
some days aflor their grand allack, our casualties 
wero vory heavy, On the vory next day wo loxt no 
fower than twolyo Europeans, among whom wore our 
chic! commissioner, Major Banks, ony chaplain, Mr, 
Polehampton, and a civilian, My. Pigoon. 
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Major Banks was ab Gtbbings battery, examining 
one of the houses oroupied by the enomy. A round 
shot took. off a portion of his brain and skull, mut 
Killed him inalantinmeously she never ndlered a yronn, 
Major Boulos was a lender in when we Kal every 
confidence, Jurseving, enrelul, and braves 1 Ue loxa 
wos deamed a yrent misfortune, Brigadier Inglis 
now assume Cho supremo command of ovr Tittle 
garrison, Tub nob wilhont komme oppoxition made hy 
My, Gubbing, the faaneinl commissioners 

This disagreement between tha twa persomygon 
was, aba Limo whon all om lives were in jenpardy, 
to say Lho least of it, very Muxeemly. Moy Gubhing, 
T havo heard, had been in the habit of writing to 
our Governmont, aud dending away apies with lds 
lotus, who nover rolumned, and who inest probably 
wore seized with their derputches hy ti eneniyy 
thua revealing lo them our pasitiont aid didieul ties, 
To this the Hrigadier very justly objected, ait 
he ovon menaced Mr Quddbinn with arreat, it 
ho showld ever attempt te dexpatoh anether letter 
without his consent; aeyiug, alin the of war, chil 
authorily was aban ond; and that lhe andy service 
he could recognise fu him was his shouldortyg amin 
kot and fighting in the ranks liko other givilinus and 
officers. Both maiutained Uhay were in the right, 
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but My, Gubbins struggled for precedence, ond was in 
the minority. That this dispute existed and was car- 
. riod on fox somo length of time I am convinced; but 
aa to tho dotaile, I writo under correotion, and merely 
state Lho rumours then current in tho Residency, 
Both individually and collectively, most of us de- 
plored this sad disngrocmont at so oritionl a period, 

Tho death of Mr, Polchampton was alo a sorious 
loss: for that reverond gentleman had beon unre- 
milling in his kindness to the sick and wounded in 
hospital, Irom morning to night Mr. Polehampton 
vas constantly by tho berlside of some poor sufforer, 
inspiring lim with confidence in Providence, and 
hopo in his recovory, or, if hope was at an ond, wilh 
the prospects of salvation in a better world, Ilo 
nover sworved from this self-imposed duty, aud only 
left. tho hospital to go to his mealy, 

fis wife evon more gonorously devoted horself to 
tho task of relieving tho tomporal wants of tho siak 
Mis, Polohampton was over to bo found where sho 
was mosb wanted. No Sistor of Charity could have 
acted more kindly, It was not long, howover, before 
the chief objuct of hor attention was hor own husband, 
Ile had Leen wounded in tho shouldor by a bullet 
whilo in the act of shaving, From the offeols of 
thia wound he slowly recovered; but his aystem 
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had vodeived a shook whieh Ht eould not yet gver, 
He died somo.woole aftor of choles 

‘Tho hospital at thik time was alwaye fall; and 
tho spectacle whieh it presented way leut-rond. 
ing, Jverywhers wounded ofivers and nen were 
lying on couches, covered’ with Iload, and offen 
with vormin, ‘The apothecaries, hospital altentanta, 
and servants, were too few in namber, and with all 
their activity could nob attonl to everybody ant 
as for a change of linen, where was tliat te eame 
from? Wo lad one ot Ove dhobhies it is true, whe 
ab most exorbitant priced new and then washed, 
—badly, inauMleiently, and withaut seap, of whieh 
thero was a preub den hein the garriseny lat they 
wore overwhelmed with Tabous, aud wold de lites 
and besides, there was very Jitt{le Hnen, "Phin was, 
indeod, a luxury whieh fow were permitted te enjny, 
There were nob even bedalonds enough for all, 

Many of tho wounded were lyings groaning, ipo 
mattrosson and dloaks only, Everywhere vies af 
agony wore heard, piteate exelumations for water or 
assistance. ‘The fimigations to whieh reconreae wi bad 
wore nob sufliciont to remove (he cisngieenble, fetid 
smell whieh pervaded the long hall of the siek, and 
the air in it was postilentint md oppressive, Owing to 
the wnecasing firo of (he enemy, the windows haul te 
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bo parvicaded, and ib was therefore oly hy the doara 
facing tho Residenoy, and thoso fronting the Bailey 
guard wall at the back, that light and air could 
penetrate the building. The upper story was quile 
wntonable ; and, indeed, the lower was far from safe, 

One poor fellow, in 2 fair way of xecovery, while 
smoking his pipe, was shot in his hed, and several of 
ow sick had most narrow escapes from the bursting 
of sholls, At a subsequent period, too, a carcase fell 
into the midst of one of our barricades, and set not 
only the wholo of it on fire, but consumed also a great 
nuinber of hospital appurtenances, It was with 
diMeulty oxlinguished.  Dysentery and diarrhan 
swelled the ntunbers in hospital almost as much as 
tho halls of the onemy, ‘Tho exposure we all had to 
ear at Inst affected the majority of us, Lhough all 
did not go into the hospital, many wore ailing at theiy 
posts, or in Uteiy apartments, and the bad food we 
hal lo swallow did little towards invigoraling wa 
Tho children, however, moslly fell the privations 
More than a score had already died, 

About this time T ofton wandered about in the hospi~ 
lal to eo my wounded friends, Poor Brith was lying 
still sensible, but unable to movo, on a bed clatted 
with his blood, THis wife was bending over him, 
weephiz billaly, She bad been told that no hope 

na 
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romaindd. As L approached the poor flew's bed 
sido ho epencd his oyes, looked at me, aud calling 
me by nano, asked if nll was right ab hin paorigon 
Ctanes’s outpost), Poor Met Mrith, whe wat Ko oon 
to be a widow, had only hean wmareied threw monly, 
and seemed devoted to hor husbared, Though Lhad 
become aconstomod enough lo thea sight P could 
not help being moved by Uke image of despair whieh 
sho presented. Poot Evidh! he died teanquilly dining 
tho night, and without pain, 

Neat to his bod lay May Pigeon, a eivillan atladhed 
to the Judicial yaminon, Tho waa mortally lt, md was 
Hikewine atlended hy hin aflictod wife, J had helped 
to carry him to the hoypital, but we had been obliged 
to pul him down at the post-oflies to vest om pelyes for 
amomont “Lebine lis here,” aied dng “1 know 
7 shall dio, so let me die in peace, Movie in 
hueis ine” But we book him on, We thought dix 
wound dangeroud luk nol fatal; but on renelitiyg 
the hospital we soon learnt that the ball had ene 
fered the sping and that he could uot live, nor did 
he anrvive above Unce hows, 

Lalgo wont to seg Jilttle Hailey, whom 1 formed sit tiog 
up, hiachin bleeding profiwely, but aa soon as ho savy 
me he would talk, though with hiv tucth aet, Ile 
ehiofly expatinted on his valiant decds of the day 
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before, and seemod to feel no Hitle mide in nod having 
left his fivelock at his post, Sinclair, too, 1 found 
stretched on his bed, with the bullet still in his thigh. 

But wherever I went, and whomscover L went to sce, 
whether officer, soldier, or civilian, Moy Apothecary 
Thompson, who had boon in medical chage of one 
of the Ondo Tnegular Infantry regiments, and who 
now acted as the medical officer in charge, was 
averywhe1a ta he sean, Not a pationt that recovered 
bub could testify often to his professional skill, but 
always to his umemilting kindness Many a re- 
covered friond afterwards assured him that, next to 
God, Dry Thompson liad been the moans of saving his 
life. Mz, ‘hompson lived in a rooin in tho hospital, 
and was therefore constantly in attendance when 10- 
quired, As a aungeon, My ‘Thompson wndoubtedly 
was most skilful, and there was no patient, who had 
nol, ab somo timo or olher, an oncouraging word 
or nome little personal comfort from this gentleman, 

Bul bofore rpeaking of My, Thompson, € should 
fsb havo montioned tho superintending surgeon, Dr. 
Boalt. Though apparently rough, hig arrival was 
always hailed with pleasme by overy ono in hospital, 
For some poor soldier, he usually had a trifling pre~ 
sont, and though he bestowed his favoms with a

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dogres of rougdmess Dordoving on rudenens sone Cites, 
ho did go in order not to have Che thanks ef the 
recipient. ‘Tho 82nd always xpenk al hin with 
gratitude, aud say, with pride, that their stigean 
had nover been absent from his regiment Hines he 
joined it, hoy all looked Co bin as toa feller, 

Dr. Darby, Dr. Boyd, Dre Bid, Dry Partridge, and 
the other gentlemen who were attached to tho hose 
pital, were alao always bugy, eutling nnd slashing, a 
well ad doing their best to alleviate: Che sufferings 
of tho sick, And Jast, Ghough not least, Min Eligpsiig, 
the head apotheenry, often acted the youd Snes 
ritam to the poorer claws of ailerons Chis proud 
and humblo-minded man, never Jet re opporlionity 
pass by lo do a charitable nection, nat the less aus 
coplable deem it was done in silane and uinestens 
tatiously, ‘Tho lower the rank af the patient, the 
moro did My, Jligging consider him entitled fo his 
good olives, 

And yet, with all thin mmierans ail well-inlon 
tioned medion slat, the hospital wae always xo 
evowded, Unat it was intporsible to attend to all, 

To ono nuisnieo, Ue flieg” EP lawe alronly 
alluded; but they dafly increased to aueh an extent 
that we at last began to feel lilo to bo irksome, more 
on their account than tom any other of ane rate 
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morous troubles, In the day flicks, at night mus- 
quitocs, Bub the latlor were bearable, tho former 
intolerable, Lucknow had always been noted for its 
flies, ub at uo timo had they been known to be so 
troublesome, Tho mass of pulvid matter that was 
allowed to accumulate, tho raing, Uio commissariat 
alores, tho hospital, had attracted these insects in 
incredible numbors, Lhe Egyptians could not possibly 
lave beon more molested than we wero by this pest. 
hoy swarmed in millions, and though we blew daily 
some hundreds of thousands into the air, this seemed 
to make uo diminution in their numbers, ‘Tho 
ground was slill black with them, and the tables 
wore literally ovvored with these cursed flies, 

We could not sleep in the day on account of them, 
We could seurecly eat. Our beel, of which wo got a 
tolorably small quantily every other day, is usually 
studded with thom; and whilo L.eal my miserable 
dul and voli (boiled lentil soup and wnleavoned 
read), a numbor of scampy fly into my mouth, or 
tumble into tho plate, and float about in ib, dm 
prompt popporcorns and—-I was about to aay 
something wicked —but really evon tho reminiscence 
of this annoyance is onough to make a saint swear. 

The poor Martinidre pupils, who go about the gar- 
yivon more filthy than others, and apparently moro

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neglestod and hungry aver Quan wa are, uve mada 
uso of to drive away these inseots from the sigk in 
hospital, and others That they, too, should eon 
tribute their share of yaolilness is but jit nit fairy 
bub thab thoy should be placed i menial nitendance 
upon the healthy great in Che garrbon tk, in ny 
opinion, far from right.

the wet, is algo fur from agreeable. 

On tha 26th (uly) we were tira delighted with 
wuthontio news fiom (he onter world, i Qe shape of 
a leller from Ue Quter-MMnatonCeneral al General 
Havelook’s foreo, telling me to he aff youd wheay, for 
forees wore coming in overwhelimdbiyg nuaibers, nel Wut 
wo should bo relieved In two or thran days, With 
what joy we received this communtontion my readers 
can porhapa imagine, We had beau mteh doprenacal 
of late, notwithstanding the clation which aueceoded 
our victory of Ute 20th, hub this joyfal intelligence 
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reanimated us, and wo wero full of hopa Though 
Angud, the spy who had brought na this good novws, 
xpoko only of 700 Europeans and a regiment of 
natives, we believed this to he merely the advance 
guard, especially as he assured us that our force had 
retaken Cawnporo, had fought and gained a battle at 
Futtypore, and that we had Benares, Allahabad, and 
Agra in our possession. : 

Wo wero all yory happy, and the night of tho 26th 
found me talking in high gleo and singing with 
Captain Boileau, my now commanding officer, who, 
while second in commend in the Valuntecr Cavalry, had 
40 much distinguished himself at Chinhutt, and with 
a number of other officors and genllemon, We had 
just encored © Choor, boys, cheer,” and wore chorusing 
ib with stenlorian lungs, when our sentinel sent one 
of ovr nen from the terraco of the Bhonsa-guard 
outpost, where wo were, to roport to ua his having 
xeon forms in tho davies and immediately after it was 
“yatlle, rattle,” and a heavy fio of musketry and 
great guns, Wo nevor aloppod to finish our song, 
accoitred ourselves without an instants delay, and 
wore ready to meet the enemy with joy and hope in 
our hearts, for now wo wore certain of success and 
suro of a speedy deliverance, The rebels, howaver, 
never pul us to the proof, ‘heir attack was only a 
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sham ong, and they only mavehed from one houre tu 
anolher, and keptoup a faeiens fusilade in order bo 
harasd and mmey us ‘This triek Chey afterwards 
played us often enough. 

Bub the 27h posed, and one troops enmeg tly 
28th, and slill no aids the vith, the Soth, the dat; 
yot no sign of veinforcoments coming to on assistutce, 
Ct was sad, indeed! Wo Jad so trustfiuly buoyed 
ourselves up with hope, we were sa Ringning fe aur 
expectations, Ky confident that our friends outaidy 
must soon arrive and beat the rebels, Uae. our de 
pression, on not seoing ow hopes realised, was pros 
porlionately greab Our hemts hoa to aint anid 
many (of whom [, hewever, way nuk one) gaye 
up even tho Jast glimmering of hope, al des 
liveved themselves up to a Kullen, obstinate, silent 
despair, ‘hus, hopeless of lilo, and heaping only to 
Kill before boing Killed, their exialones hecume al 
most & burden to them, and many a ong enat envions 
glanccs ab Une poor fellows euied to Udi grave 
ovory evening, 

Rumours of inining began now fo bo oiretlated, 
Ono was said to have been veler the Caynpore 
battery, anathor mor the Brigade Mess, ada third 
under Sago’a garrison, My frlond Lawvreneo novor 
sow mo bub ho reportad to mo (ho progress that 
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the onomy was making in theivy saublerrancons gal- 
lories thorc. Ile seemed certain of one day being 
blown up; So, Ima, my friend,” eried he, for a 
celestial trip up in tho air.” 

Bub wo had in the garrison a master mind, a great 
man, who foresaw all, who opposed science to force 
and superfor numbers, who was indefatigable in 
laking precautions against all contingencies, who 
direcled everything 5 for the Brigadier was too sen- 
siblo © man nol to liston to his advice, and Major 
Andorson, tho chief engineer, was too il, nob to 
dovolve his duties upon his active subordinate, All 
doknowledged his genius, ‘Chis was Captain Fulton 
of the Engingora, the man to whom, next to Sir 
Wfonry Lawrence, wo, wider Provillonee, owe our 
lives, And by dint of his prompt and seientifie 
measures wo beat off a danger which, from tho vast 
labour the imsuryents bal at their command, we 
had mmost ta dread. Captain Fulton, by counter- 
mining tho enemy's seblerrancous gallories, eithor 
stopped their works, or, hy blowing thom up, made 
thom innocuous, 

Tshall now again continue my alory in Lhe shape 
of a journal; but Lofore I econolude my narrative of 
the month of July, T have to record several casualties, 
Lieutonant A. 8. Arthur was shot through the oye at 
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the Cuwnpore battery while aiming at one of the 
euouy. Ufa tad belonged ta the 7th Gight Cavalry, 
The oxpived nearly at (he amie dine im he was hit, 
the Wh July. Lewin, of the Artillery, wrt shot 
threugh tho head, aud died almost instatmendy, 
Indeed this brunch of the servics mutored immensely, 

Our gunners are conatently knooked over, raul 
thongh the artillery laa been reinforced by yolun« 
tors from the civilian and the 82nd Regiment, we 
cannot man the guna aificiently, Captain Shop» 
peurd, of tho 7th Light Cavalry, wag hit on tho night 
of the samo day, 260. July, diving he slam al- 
tack af tha enowy, My ufticer, Captain Graydon, 
had aceasion lo ga te tha tavrece all the Beigule 
Moss, to report to the Brigadios a move pl the 
enemy towards (ho Bhopsnsyuard, and J accom 
panied shim. On passing thronph fio first xqnare 
wo au the body of thia unfortimate ofieer wrapped 
wp ina sheet, red with blood, Wehenrd then that, 
while ab the Cawnpore battery, (he d2nd) woldiers, 
stationed on the top of the Brigadier Moss, Tie 
lieving the enemy to be approncling,. for it was 
a dark veiny aight, and thinking Chey saw a form 
passing, fired in that direction. Th was, wifortuniately, 
Captain Shoppud, who had loft the battery itself, 
and moved to the wall to make a reconnnisamnee, Ula 
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was shot dead. When wo arrived we found Rri- 
gadior Tnglis auxtously investigating the fais,

Augrst LOthe Phe dust two days had hewn of the 
soma alerealyped chiaaotor as the preseding 5 Tut 
on this day tho inamyonts made another attaek, but 
not ef tho kama determined elauadtar ay Chia of the 
20th of duly. Since then thoy bad become more 
wiry; mul Caplain Fulton, aided hy Lientenauts 
J, Anderson, MLeod, limes, and tfateliigon, aud 
iscovered and abtained porwasine of tive of the 
enomy’s galleries, one under the Drigide mess, aid 
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another under tho Cawnpore battery,—which, thoy 
blew up. 

This also had annoyed and disgusted the onemy; 
and they attacked to-day in great force. They fired 
off an unusual amount of ammunition, sounded 
the bugle, shouted, advanced, and retreated, but 
without giving us many opportunilies of knocking 
thom ovor, We wero, of course, all under arms, and 
at various places, whore they attempted to storm, 
drove them back with the loss of some of their men, 
But thoir attack wag so short-lived and compara- 
tivoly so feeble, ag far as actual storming was con~ 
corned, thab we soon had nothing more to do than 
keeping well under cover. Our victory was cheaply 
purchased, with tho loss of only tio or Unree wen; 
but wo were nob the less on that account choored. b 
il, Wo began now tainly to despise ow enemy, 

Two of the cnemy’s points of attack on this day 
had Leon Sago’s garrison and Inncs? outpos My 
friond Lawronce’s predictions had at last proved truo; 
the enemy had really begun a mine, bub it was nob 
in a direction lo injuro our friends there, It exploded, 
but hut no one, and only brought down some oul. 
houses; s0 that the garrison had to strengthen their 
defences within. Two European soldiers, who had 
slood sentinel at ono of these out-house piquels, wore

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also blown into tho air, mt both oxeaped with their 
lives, One fell within ow compound, slightly 
bruised, bub in no way xoriously injured, and the 
othor was thrown into the middle of the read whieh 
xoparated us from the enemy. Ile no sooner found 
himself unhurt, than ho got upon hia loge again, 
jumped over our wall, and mado his eseapo to ua in 
porfect svfety, notwithstanding tho shower of Inllots 
that whistled past his cars, 

Anothor ming of the cnomy's had heen spring 
between tho brigade mos and the Cuynpore bat« 
tory, and blew down tho stockade traversing the 
lane leading from Johannes’ house to Che post ofiee, 
A fow, more bold than the rest, attempted to enter, 
but they were received hy a woll-kept-np fire from 
the brigado mers and the carthon-work parapet cross 
ing tho road near Lhe post offtea, ad thi made Chom 
qilekly retreat. 

Another attempt to aaavult on the part of the 
insurgonts had been made ab finest outpost, ‘The fire 
ore had heen ineowant, purtiadarly from the loyge 
gun taken ab Chinhult, tho Sino hewitaer which 
our mon had christened “Turk, and whieh the 
onemy, a8 ono of our xpics roporied, had diynifivd 
with the name of ono of thelr favourite divinities, 
* Tachminia” Tb played on tho devoted ontport 
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with fatal offect, bringing down beam aller beam of 
the roof, and making a great number of breaches in 
the walla, Unfortunately, a fiend of mine, Mr. D. 
Blonman, a volunteor of that garrison, was slanding 
firing in the Dath-room, when one of Luchminia’s 
round-shot displaced the bricks of the wall he was 
near, and, covering him with the debris, almost 
buried him boneath tho ruins, Ilo was oxtri- 
cated by a brother voltmicor some tine after; 
but his injurie, had been vory severe, IIis eyes 
were both inflamed, and ono of thom is supposed to 
bo for over usclest, Next day, when I visited him in 
hospital, he was so disigured, that I did not know 
him again, Io could not see with either eye for 
very many weeks after, 

Poor Bryco, of tho Artillory, died yestorday or tho 
day before. Ifa had saved one of our guns at Chin- 
lull, had succeodod in reaching the Residonoy safe, 
though wounded, had recovored, and, as had been the 
caso with many convalescents, had become protisposod 
to cholora, and fllon a victim to it, I say bith in 
hospital, looking frightfully omaciated, a short time 
hofore his death, Ensign Studdy, of tho 32nd; also 
expired about the samo time. Wounded in the arm, 
by a gun-shot which bioke the bone, he had to suffer 
amputation, which, as usual, proved fatal.

Connoeled with Majer Anderson's death TD imusb 
roato an ancedole, Th ow yneriin thera wat a 
person of the nme ef Behm, whose gral faery 
Tadsheon a CGerm,n, but whe wag himsel? barn in 
Tndia, dul who was well known asa nian of dissipated 
labits, and as having an utter disregard af (ruth, Ifo 
had no situation, having been dismissed from sone ape 
pointmont under Government, bub he pleaded i the 
Deputy Commissioner's Court ab Mullapore in Oude, 
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in favour of native clients. ITe was, however, a hard~ 
working man in the garrison, being always ready to 
lond a hand at anything, as fearless as any othor Kuro- 
poan, and constantly visiting one battery after another, 
Ono day he was one of a fligue party in tho post office, 
when Major Anderson saw him, and asked him what 
business he had there, and why he did not join his 
garrison, aa an attack was expected? The veply was 
uncowleous enough. Who the d— aro you, to put 
mo such a question?” IT am an officer,” was the 
Major's reply, “ D-— officors,’ relorted Schmidt; 
“wo have too muny of them hore that are nol worth 
thoir salt, and who are tonder of bullying civilians, 
now that they can do so with impunity, than fighting 
tho insurgents, Who ae you?”

nimuber of men, they found an overwhelming force 
prepared Lo meeb thom. ‘hoy accordingly retreated 
and mirnoulously succoeded in reaching ows ontronelte 
ments withont tho Joss of a man 

Caplan Fulton, therefore, ordered a eountonnine 
to be made, and so oxpeditious was he that in the 
spewo of three days it was completed. — Ils gallery led 
right under one of the houses they eeeupied dn prea 
foreo, with riflemen puticularlys for wo could avo 
their dark-green uniform often enongh, and atl] 
moro frequently hear tho sharp whiz of the rifla ball 
Liontenant Biroh, in order to nea if it was fll, his 
morning threw a fow brickbats hilo ita courtyard, 
Tmnediately fifty othor similar avissites wero shied ab 
the place whore he had been, We were satisfied, and 
shortly after the mine was fired. Jb exploded, and 
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the house was instantly ono mass of ruins, burying 

#under them from forty Lo sixty of tho enomy, Many 
were not killed, and endeavoured to cscapo from 
thoir tomb, Int only to fall by our rifles. Secing our 
slcccas, we sot up a shout of joy, and our focs out of 
spite immediately began a furious fusilade all round, 
which, however, did no harm. 

August 16th.—Two of our artillery officors wero 
wounded yeslerday, Lieutenant J. Aloxander and 
Lieutenant Bonham. ‘The latter had recovered from 
his first wound at. Chinhutt, and now reccived a con- 
tusion at his side. Of our artillery officers wo have 
now nono ut Lieutenant Thomas (Madras) and 
Lieutenant Cunliffe who remain untouched. Bryco 
and Tofin aro dead, and Captain Simmons is dan- 
gorously wounded, and Marlene, Clare Aloxandor, 
end J. Alexauder, and Bonham arc in hospital Of 
our gunnors, out of ninety, half aro already laid low, 
and among them a civillan named Wells, o firal-rato 
follow, who never failed to go where danger was lo 
ho faced, TLo was shot through the head while serv- 
ing his gun, 

T had been going about the whole of the last few 
days, and among other places to Sago’s garrison, 
Poor Lawrence, whom I visited there, is a living 
proof of the miseries which war entails, Ilo has 
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tho misfortime to he a family mang for to have a 
wilo and childion to Uhink of nnd to work for, In hing 
civoumalances, must indeed be teribly Te had at 
first told me of his wifo boeing fevoriqh and cuits 
overcome with Ure abominable life she had lo lead, 
herding fogethor wilh a munbor of other women, 
aud the abu she had to swallow, And then ho talked 
to mo of his boy Uerbert; how he was attwked 
with cholera, ad feared ho way very ill; md how, 
instead of being able to wateh hy his helside, he 
had been all night digging at Captain lulton'a mine; 
aud then how his child next night wer convulaed, 
and what Jillle hope he had of lin darling leing 
apared to them ~ how heart-rending his aufferings 
wore to his parenv’s feelings how oven hig fron 
constitution was ab lal yiving way - Jew he had 
neithor medicine nor attendanea nor proper food 
for tho child, and how the blowing up af the amino 
#0 close Lo his siek couch had frightened in. And 
then to-day he told me with toma tn his eyes, (hab 
yesladay = tho anniversary of his birthday, when he 
was exactly Gvonty-nine years of age, lia poor child 
was called away, © God's will bo done,” xvid he, 
“bub itis torrible to think of At udght we diye a 
Hole in the garden, mud (here, wrapped ina baukot, 
wo laid him. Oh, my God!” Lawreneu'y ease is 
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not singular. Many anotlhor poor paront’s hearl is 
a thus torn. ‘These opisodes, alas! oveur daily. May 
Tleaven’s curses fall on these miscreants | 

August 17th, — Much as usual. Tho heart aches 
while watching for relicf, but none comes, Will 
Cawnpore be repeated in Lucknow? Alas! it seems 
so. Our numbor is visibly decreasing, Besides, how 
do I know whether I shall escape evon boforo tho 
final catastrophe, which, unless our forces come to 
our aid, must take place sooner or later? Low do I 
know whether I shall nob be knocked over bofore? 
That is soon done, A covoring to wrap my corpse 
up in, a «dooly borne by sweepers lo serve me as a 
hearse, a shallow hole, a shot prayer over it, and 
half-a-dozen other dead bodies, and tho thing is 
done, and no one can aflerwards toll where my bones 
ave laid, ‘These reflections come frequontly enough, 
but 1 banish thom ag quickly as they come. What is 
tho uso of thinking? 

Ax for doath ib slaves one constantly in the face. 
Not daily, not hourly, but minute after minute, 
second after second, my life, and every other's, is in 
jeopudy, Balls fall at ow feet, and we continue 
tho conversation without a remark; bullets grazo ow

Augasl 1a, + Captain Adolphe Orr, wha eon 
manded the Sikh Square, had already reported two 
of the enomy's nines there, and Captain Multan ace 
cordingly began a comlertmine, whieh the jasurents 
no sooner discovered than they at oneo stopped 
their operations, But a few days after they heya a 
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third mine, directod alko to the Sikh Square, which 
Captain Orr also xoporled, but the engincors and 
other officers, who listened to the suspicions sounds, 
pronounced them to be caused not by the excava~ 
tions of Lhe hostile minors, bub by the tramping of 
the horses, tied wp close to the Sikh Square, ‘This 
was indeed the most probable solution of the question, 
and no further notice was taken. 

Early this morning, however, we discovered our 
mistake, ‘The 2nd Sikh Square was garrisoned by 
about fifteen Christian drummers and musicians of 
tho regiments that had mutinied in cantonments, and 
about as many Sikhs, One of the sentries on the 
look-out, suddenly called out, “Mine, six” The 
words wove acarcely oul of his mouth, when a loud 
explosion shook the earth, buried seven Christians 
aut vo Sikhs wider (he wins it made, hurled Cap- 
tain Orr, Liewlonant Mecham, and three drununers 
into tho air, and slightly bruised Lieutenant Soppitt 
wid & fow mon, Captain Orv foll back into tho 
siuaxe, recoiving merely a slight contusion in Ue 
hand and hack, and Lioutenant Mecham escaped 
likewise with a few bruises, OF tho three drummers, 
ono fell on the enemy’s side, and two came down un- 
hurt tous, ‘The former was cither killed by the fult 
oy murdered by the mutineers, for Uie uext day we 
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sow his hendle x trank lying on the rend. ides Of the 
other Gyo drunmnerty one was billed, aud the other, 
owing fo tie darkau ceaused hy ee smohke and dust, 
mistook his way, and woe pat abet Corin over to 
the enemy's side, when he was called hak by bia 
commanding oliver, and Unersnved 

Alarge breach had been effeetad, amd: tho enemy

Tndeed, we lost several wounded in annking: the ab- 
tompt. Nine of our fellow-crentines were Inried 
thore, Kono alive, and inahing pileeusd evel ions 
for assistance, Jui we could nat help then. Brigne 
dior Tnglis (hon ordered a Sepounder yin inte: the 
lst Sikh Spane, and Liewlenant! Urttolinsen rand 
nofomporny cubrasuve, Bat it wad nek before 
twelve clock Chat we could: complete all there are 
vengenentsy, and: begin do drive ant the euenys. 
Some of on palin Send were then amide to alvanee, 
protected, as they did so, by bullet-proof! doors, 
which they hell hefore thei, Having onee reacet 
pied the comer of the 2nd Sikh Syme which we tind 
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temporuily lost, we tried Lo assis tho ‘vielime of the 
explosion ; but they had expired of suffocation and 
thirst, by two o'clock, so that our aid came too Inte, 
Wo did not, however, content ourselves with merely 
rverapturing a point we had lost, but, headed by Cap- 
lain Futon, a party of volunteers, consisting of 84ths, 
82nds, and a few civilians, sallied out, killed a nwmber 
of insurgent matehlockmen in a house known a4 
Young Johannes,” put the rest to fight, and then 
attacked a Davzaar of Golahgunge, known as the 
Goenda Barracks, Captain Fullon’s party not only 
destroyed a number of small houses in the neighbour 
hood, but also blew wp the shaft of another mine 
they had begin, Before the cnemy could recover 
from their surprise, and attack us, om parly was 
already safe again in our entrenchments, My friend 
Deprat was sevorely wounded in the face to-day, 
August 20tk.-—Oue of the houses from which we 
suffered most was that opposite the Cawnpore bal- 
tay. We had already, in July last, made a sortie 
npon this house, known ay “ Johannes, ” which I omit- 
ted to nolicn Ib was tho private property of a mer- 
chant of that name; and had heen slored with goods 
of all sorls, One of tho lato king’s African eunuchs, 
a first-rate rifleman, hal picked off dozens of our 
men during the fist days of the siege. Ow men 
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jad christened him Bob tha Naller,” became he 
nailed over'y man he fired ab with his donhle-barvelled 
rifle, ‘The portico, headed by Lieutenant ATCabe, of 
the 82nd regiment, had heen perteally suecosstil, 
An ontry had boon effected hy blasting epen a litte 
doorway. A number of the enemy had heen found 
asleop, and were bayoneted in grand atyle, Bob 
Iimself —~ formd seated at his clovatod post, where 
ho was engaged in returning the fire Ieopt up by tho 
offieers on tho Cerrace of tho Brigade Moxa to divert 
his attention, porfeetly wneonsoiows of the entrances 
of ony men- then paid for the death of ko many 
brave Huropeans, with his own lif, Soveral others 
had been found hiding, with a view to phidey in 
chests, which aur men were searching ina godawn on 
magazine, allached to the Imilding, and had been 
Ieilled after a hand-to-hand stnygele, 

Howovor, i war soa atler resacenpied hye the 
onemy, end filled with other eapiiat sharpahaoters, 
Wo had ied sholla and enmon-balla to dialodye tha 
enemy, but without effesl; and Caplain Hulton, 
therefore, began a mine right under it, hegiming 
from the cellar in Doprat's hana, newt the Cownpove 
battery. The mine was fired to-day, and porfeelly 
succerdad, killing from sixty to eighty of the rebels, 
as wo afterwards heard,  Tmmediately after the 
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oxplosion, our men made two sallies. Ono was 
under Captain Tulon himself, who attacked somo of 
fos adjacent buildings, droye out the insurgents that 
occupied them, and blew them up ‘ho other 
patty, under tho gallant Ticulenant Mabe, who 
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‘had won his commission at Mooltan® where he was 


2 the first man that placed the British standaad there, 
was not less successful. Ile spiked two of tho 
enemy's guns, and retuned without losing a man; 
only ono of the 82nd being slightly wounded. 

‘The cnemy, as usual, showed their disgust at these 
mananveres immediately after recovering from their 
surpride, by invading the Residency with shell and 
shot from all sides. 

alugust 25th.—During tho last fow days nothing 
of consequence ocowred, ‘Tho siego wonl on ay 
usual, with this difforonce only, Uhat the enemy seem 
to have become reinforced again, and to firo with 
greater cffect and more judiciously, Wo undergo 
the samo privations, the same sufferings, the same 
annoyancos, the samo hopelessness of rolicl, the samo 
or oven groator loss of men daily, the same dangers. 
In the languago of the Psalmist, “Ono day certilieth 
anothor,” 

The Mohwrum has now come on, so that the 
stimulus of fanaticism will probably add lo the

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courage of our despienhle foo, Wo hear the «tom 
tone” of they procession, and the hail tones of! 
their buffdlo-horn Duylo more frequently. ‘hia Mo- 
hhanmedan festival is eld in commemoration of the 
dewths of Tlossein and Tnsxen, who avo reguded hy 
tho Shiahs ag ntetyrs lo their faith, and me reekoned 
in the number of their twelve imams or paints, 
Nino days after the first of the forty days of the 
Mohurrum, is tho “ Wedl ka rath” ov Night of 
Butchery, when the Shiah Mussulmens are wont bo 
Kil gonts as a saevifies to heaven, This time, how- 
ever, wo expect they will endeavour to kill wa, who 
are in their oyes, infidel Teringhoes ; for to dig in 
such an allompt is a certain way of going abraight 
into tho sixth heaven of Paradise, 

Among thoso who were particularly alarmed about 
the result of another attack, wast a man named Jones, 
who had eon made sergemt of tha Bhooxegnard, 
[fo was a fair, Huropean-looking man, though he lid 
Agintic blood in his veins, very stoul, vory phlegmutia, 
and vory fond of brandy, Init move so of epi. Tne 
deed, he was a confirmed opin eaters and heaving 
Deen all his Jife in Lneknow among Mohammedans, 
ho had imbibed their projudives, habits, and ways of 
thinking, Sumo seid hoe had even been ¢ireumeixed ; 
lub whethor or ne, he was an exeellent Chiistian 
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during the sicye, for he never went to sleep without 
praying in company with four or five hangers on, men 
of his set and slump. Fear, T believe, made them 
pious for the nonce, 

The batlle of Chinhutt head overtaken us so 
stuldenly, that he and his companions had been 
obligad to leave their wives and children in the 
city, Anxiety to lear their fate, his terror of a 
general massacre on the Night of Butchery, the 
want of opium, and a sorl of reliance upon his 
uative friends, made Mr, Jones think soriously of 
deserting, [fear he had even carried on treasonable 
correspondenco with the enemy, At all events, he 
suceecded in persuading ten others, mostly native 
Christians, to follow him, aud to endeavour to leave 
the Residency, Accordingly, in the dead of night, 
while one of thoix seb was doing sentincl’s duty, 
they undid a barricade before a door in the bullock 
shails, and, leaving it wide open, offeated their escape 
without hoing discovered,* 

We had got vid of rubbish, that was true; but 
the moral effect of their desertion was highly injuri- 
ous, Our natives argued thal our position must be 


* Wo afterwards Ienrnt that Jones and his companions had heon 
eulzatt by tho insurgents and killed, and their blood spinbled on 
the “ tazeas,” or images of Huszen's tomb, ag a eaciifice, 
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very bad indeed ; for if Moringhees themselves con. 
sidered our cause hopeless, why shod thoy visk 
eatain death with na? Many of our servants, who 
had remained with us, now deserted, and (he ynmmone 
Teonme current, and waa gonerally believed, Uhat the 
sepoys who were with us would Jewwe hy bho Ist of 
Septomber, if no reinforcements should come to our 
aid, or if wo had not certain tidings of their coming, 

Alngust 20th, We wore pladdened to day with 
nows from Cawnpore. ‘he mune spy who had alvendy 
suceceded in sinuggliig in a letter, returned to-day. 
Alter having heen confined hy the insurgenta under 
uuspicion, on going oub of our ontrenchmonts, hea 
effected lis escape to Cawnpore one dak night, aud 
came back to us wilh a letter, Th stated in a fow 
words that we wero not lorgotlen, but that this time 
wo were cortain of being relieved, but not before three 
weeks, This damped ovr ardour a little, ut still it 
enconraged all to persevere, and wo looked npon tho 
fulme now with renewor hopes, Tt isa long period 
to look forwad to, but xUTL Git server an a brizht 
heacon of Hight to lessen Cho darkness of dogpady, 
Hven our sepoys ave more cheerful, though Uhey do 
grumble a Wile, and in grambling they are not 
singular, 

Through Ungud (this was the nano of the mes 
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senger), we for the first time learned how our lroops 
had xe-crossod the river, after beating tho enomy 
everywhere; but that their viclories had cost them 
so dearly, that thoy were obliged to full back upon 
Cawnpore for othor reinfo.eoments, and that a luge 
force was assembled there. Is this true? Nous 
verrons f * 
August 31,—A siego is certainly the best school 
to lewn chaiacter. People show themselves in thoir 
truc light, and throw off the mask thoy wear in 
socioly, Qne’s good or bad character becomes ap-~ 
prevent at onee, Many a kind action hove I have scen 
porformod by people whom 1 had considored harsh 
and proud; and men with smiling faces, polile, and 
noted for their obliging disposition, proved themselves 
selfish in tho extreme, ‘They might enjoy delicacies 
hofore your faco, and though they kuew you to be 
hungry, would nover ask you to partake of them, 
oven if thoy had more than onough for thomaelves. 
People to whom, during the first month of the slege, I 
had given all sorts of little luxurios, afterwards refused 
me o handful of flour, & teaspoonful of sugar, or a 
* fow lenves of tea, and yol they had stores of all, Tt was 
infamous! Solf, self, solf,—how genoral that foeling 
waa, especinlly among the rich, And a poor sergeant’s 
wifo, or a common soldior, would occasionally give 
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mo a something that, though in the ovory-day course 
of life one would scarcely say a“ thaule you” for, is 
How prized above gold, pearls, diamonds, tnd rnbtos, 
of which, @-prupos, ons may have as many As one 
pleases for a Sow rpecs, for a cigey, a plase of brandy, 
or a lita Lobaweo, 

‘Selfishness, which proceeds from a disinelinalion 
4o doprivo oncself of xume benefit, 1 can undo 
stand; bub the dog-in-tho-mangor alyle of selfish. 
ness is what f really eamol comprehend. Yet 
even this existed, and I kuew people to hoard 
up Juxwrica, neither enjoying them Uhemselves nor 
allowing othors to enjoy them, and being fh a 
porfect agony of anind al seaing others uxo thoir 
kettle, or avail themselves of the servicer of a dow 
mostie, And pride too still oxiated, though [ must 
say moat men put it into thelr pockets, Cowardice 
waa, however, a failing which T saw vory conaplouons 
in only one man, and that men, 7 am ashamed to 
confess, waa a Kuropean  Strliness (oo waa nob 
quite un¢onmon, A Kiogo KOH One’ Lomper con 
siderably, One or two officers whom T shall nob 
name were like yubid dogs, snapping at whoever ad~ 
dressed thom, But the genoratity could lear aorutiny 
woll enough, mid yet not auffer in ostimation, ‘here 
are many good men with ua still, 
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An old acquaintance of mine, known ag Captain 

_. W. W, Need, formorly of the King of Oudo's sorvice, 

‘ and of gold-seoking celebrity, was shot this month,” 
Ho had beon vory careful to keop under cover, and 
ho was besides old and ailing. But his children 
wanted food, and he had to get firewood. No sooner 
had he however mado his bundle, than he was shot 
through tho breast. ‘This happened near Innes’s 
outpost. 

Tivo men who had done excellent service in tho 
magadiues hore, superintending the manufacture of 
fusces, shells, &e,, and had beon indefatigable through« 
out, were also killed. Conductor Woods received a 
bullet through his breast at tho hospital, and Sergeant 
White was shot dead through tho head, nen the 
Bailoy-puard, 

Onapiain Gt. P, Barlow, of the 60th Nativo Infantry, 
who had commanded tho church garrison, died this 
month (21a August), Ils complaint was alight Mb 
first, but by his frotting it had becomo fatal. a # 

A gallant young fellow, Mr, Edwin Saquera, who 
lind distinguished himeelf at Chinhutl, as well as 
throughout the siege, for his coolness under fire, died 
of a wound received in his breast. Ilo was more for- 
tunate than olhors, for he oxpired in the bosum of 
his family, was carried lo tho grave by his friends, and 
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buried alone, for on that day (29th Auguat) his was 
tho only death Unat took place, 

» ‘Ivo officers were wounded this month, besides 
those T already named, Lioutonent Tl Inglia was 
wounded by a picco of shell in tho leg at Andersons 
garrison, and Licutonantband Adjutant Graves slightly 
wounded, Mx, M'Rao, a civil ongineer, had his 
shouldor-bono injured by a bullet at tho port offica; 
and a hospital atlendant, Brown, was shot through 
tho shoulder in the hospital, 

Captain Komble, an officor, who, while in command 
of tho Cawnporo battory, had beou conspioifous for 
his coolucss and gallantry, had a most narrow escape 
at his oxpoxod post. A sholl, which soveroly wounded 
ong of our men, burst close io him withont hurting 
him. 

Bickors, an uncovonanted membor of Innes's 
outpoat, wna vory sovoroly wounded, Though hia

September, — Ture wo are, in the grouse-shooting 
senson of morry England; but hore in India, we shoot 
black men inatead. Articles of consumption are 
sometimes obtainable, how and whero fron, we do 
not dik, “Attah” (codrad flour), dhe relpao per aceis 
hea” (meltod butter), very ranold, 10 ruposd“ pet 
aoor; sugar, 16 rupees & seer; country leaf-tobadco, 
2 yupees a leaf; a dozen of brandy, 160 rupees to 
180; a dozen of heor, 70 rupoes; a ham, 90 rupees; 
a bottle of pickles, 20 rupees ; and all othor things in 
proportion, 

Thave given up smoking tobacco, and have taken 
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to ton-loavos and neemeleavos, and guave finit leaves 
instoad, which the poor soldiers aro algo constantly 
using, 1 had sold my gold chain and waleh for 250 
rupees (o ono of the men who had moro money than 
ho conld keep, and 1 was, Uherefore, onabled to enjoy 
the luxury of a cigar as Jong as L could yob it 
for a rupeo, but the prico has como up to threo 
rupess oash now, and T cannot afford that Provi- 
sions avo nob always to bo had even ab the abovo- 
mentioned fearfully high prices, and money ix of no 
use lo me now, excepd for the immediate requirements 
which I can occasionally have for it. Indeed, I never 
thought I could over como to care 0 little for rnpooa 
ag I do now, and my only wondor ix, how any of ua 
can at such a time ab all allach importance to sud 
dross, 

On the 8rd of Septombor wo observed sume movex 
mont aifgng tho “ Bebwlogue,” and distinetly saw 
thoir vegimonts imarehing off Lowarda Cnwnporo, 
Thiygad hed assured us thab Nana Sahib and hia lrveps 
Tal been beaten and driven ont af Cawnpora and 
Bithoor, and that the massvere of au women and 
children there had beon fearfully avenged. But he 
also affirmed thal the Nana had ogeapod, ho be« 
Moved, to Lucknow, and thal, at all events, a 
gront number of the loops and guna of tho beaten 
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amy of that ruffian had joined the forces of the 
insurgents here. We might, therefore, oxpect an 
attack; as the insurgents said, the Bailey-guard once 
in their possession, they could easily withstand the 
forces that were coming to our relief, 

We were, therefore, constantly under arms, day 
and night, and slept with our accoutrements on and 
our muskets by our sides. We were often, during 
the night, called out; for the onemy, in order to 
harass us, several times hegan a tremendous fire, 
and shouting and screaming, as if about to attack us, 
Those were, however, only false alarms; except once, 
when thoy actually made an assault, but a very feeble 
one, on the Bailey-guard, casily repulsed by our 
sepoys, under command of a gallant officer, Lieu- 
tenant Aitkin, 

On tho 4th, we observed a stir and unusual bustle 
indhe city. A thousand conjectures weg accord~ 
ingly afloat about il, Whether they wore preparitig 
for-another assadlt, or making roady to oppose .our 
voming troops, or plundering the town over ‘again, 
wo, at tha timo, could not tell. ‘ 

Captain Fulton and the engincor officers under him 
meanwhile had discovered other mining operations of 
tho enomy, One mine was found to be directed at the 
Financial garrison; and a countor-mine was at once 
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commenced, under tho superintendonce of Liento- 
nant M‘Teod Tnnes, who aneseeded fn not only 
hlowing it up, but also tha minora who wore in it ab 
the time,  Tiantonant Tlutehinson alka countor 
mined againal another gallery of theirs, intended ta 
deatroy the Brigade Meas, ‘Tho enomy poreciving 
this, however, stopped in thoir worl, and loft it une 
completed, A third mine, which they then eon 
structed againal tho Iinancinl garrison, was taken by 
Tuioutonant Limes, who entered it by a subterranean 
passago lio had oxeavated,*and blew the whole of 
it up. 
: Wo had, also, under Captain Fullon’s direotiona, 
_ sbrengthened our dofonces near the Cawnporo lat 
tery, which had become now a vory strong place, 
ond fortified the Bailoy-guard and Dy, tayror's gaxri- 
son with nowly constructed batlorios, 

On the Sth, the tnstrgonta mado another attack 
ttpon us, They began, as usual, with the oxploalon 
of mines, Ono thoy spray near the Brigade Mess, 
the uncompleted one; it wax innooueus. Another 
thoy blew up near Sago’s garrisons the house raked 
and shook aw if if wero about to fall down, bub the 
mine proved short of ils aim. A third they fired 
nea Gubbing’s battery; but it, ton, did no harm, 
Thoy advanced Lo the Brigale Mess boldly enough ; 
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butymore; than. a hundred’ bodliee weye soon strewn 
on,fibe ground, and they retrented, The officers who 
garuizoned the Brigade Mess had not migsed,a, pinglo 
shot. They then attempted to assault the Rajleys 
guard, against which point they opened » tenrifie.fixe 
of great guns; but ours soon silenced them, and 9 
few withering rounds of grape made lanes of death 
in their yanks, and scattered the assailants like chaff 
before the wind. , At Innes's outpost, also, where 
they approached close enough, we drove,them..back, 
and the Bhoosa-guard, Gubbine's, Sago’s, and the 
Financial garrisons, were equally successful, The 
attnol: lasted scarocly an how, We had again van- 
quished, the foe. . 

The next two days were unusually quiet, We, 
were so accustomed to the constant uncensing orack, , 
of the enomy’s musketry, that we felt uncomfortable 
if wo did not hear it. And, begides, we, alwayaasys- 
peoted the “Babalogus” to be up to qnizohje on, 
“honda Saleh flavin Nbih., Hudeed, were general 
Bagopragne of, xplgeione. of miner or of anemia 
And at such, times, togawe ugually lost more men 
than on fighting deya, Doring, the latter, we were 
opreful to keep under cover, and +6 kill, without, if 
possible, exposing ourselves to being killed, But 
during the former a few woll-simed shots from the 
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rifles of the late king's Afrloan ounuchs and other 
fivat-ralo sharpshootors, often deprived us of throes, 
four, and even moro stoul English heats, We were 
then moro oaroloas of walking about tho premises, and 
wore picked off in the midal of the most peaceful 
ocoupations, One poor soldier, I romombor, who was 
standing talking with me, every now and thon giving 
a few puffs of guava-leaf emoke from his self-manu« 
fnoturod wooden pipe, suddenly foll dond al my feet. 
A rifle bullet had pierced his temples, at 
Thinga, howevor, bogan to take their uaa aguinaey--- 
fusilado and cannonade all round, the latter partiou- 
larly from sunrise to nino o'clock Aan, and from four 
o'olook rat. to sunset. Their shots aro usually well 
diteoted, ond their shells ave principally ainiod at the 
contre of the Begum Kothy, whore the oMocors of the 
commisgariat and staff, and of the brigade mesa, usually 
disoussed their dinger, Irom the mannor in which 
they aim their shots and sholls, 1 suapoot they are 
acquainted with the nature of all the difforont loon 
litios within our ontronchinonta, They no doubt 
obtain more correct information of what we aro doing, 
than we do of ther, Tor aught wo know of what 
is going on in tho city of Lucknow twonty yards away 
from us, wo might as well be in Kamtschatka aa 
hetdsE fear olso we shot sevoral of our own apiga 
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attempting to come to ua with letters. Indeed, 
Ungud says it is less dangerous to pass through the 
enemy’s rankg, than to come under the vigilance. of 
ow! own sentrled, , ia, 

I had from the beginning of this#month joined 
Indes’s outpost. There was greater honour in being 
abtached to this place,—more fighting to be seon; 
and having, besides, no longer a room to myself, I 
was desirous of some tolerable shelter. It was mar- 
tyrdom to attempt to sleep at the Bhoosn«guard ; 
the musquitoes, the fleas, the postilential atmosphere 
from the slaughtor-house close by, were all far worse 
than the balls, cavonses, and shells which were con- 
stantly discharged at our outpost, with a view no 
doubt to set fire to so combustible a material as the 
Bhoosa, 

On the 14th of Septomber we had to deplore an 
irreparable calamity, the doath of the gallant Cap- 
tain Fulton, He had been visiting Gubbins’s bat 
tony torrexatnines the énomy's- movements, when 

p-polinder, antéring by: an ombrngute, tool Iria hedd 

dlean offy Thé univevsal<grief with which this news 

was reooived by all classes of the community. in the 

garrison was second only to that of Sir Ilenry Law- 

rence’s denth, ‘Captain Fulton, like that much- 

lamented chief, was kind to all who acted under him. 
Pa 
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He was one for whose genius all had the highest 
xdspeot, and who commanded tho gratitude of us all, 
As I said beforo, during a siego, n man’s value easily 
becomes known, particularly when his offico is oneof 
importance, « 

Brigadier Inglis, who lost in him one of his ableat 
aounsellors and most active subordinates, thus speaks 
of him in his report on the siege: “Captain Fulton, 
who was also struck by a round shot, had wp to the 
time of his enrly and lamented death, afforded mo the 
most invaluable aid; he was indeed indefatigable.” 

Captain J. C. Anderson (Madras Engineers), who 
suoceaded Captain Fulton as garrison ongineer, and 
who in hig report to the Brigadior of the Rasidonoy 
défentes, with a noble aclf-denial (rarely to be met 
with in a man) depreciating his own important set» 
vices ig order that those of athers, high and lowly, 
might appear more prominent, thus mentions Cap- 
tain Fulton and the officora working under him i-— 

“Captain Fulton became the senior engineer off 
cer on the demise of Major Anderson, on tho 11th of 
August. He had constructed the greater portion of the 
defences, powder magazines, &«., and up to the day of 
his death displayed the most unremitting energy, in 

vapite of bad health, in adyanoing our work, In par- 
tiewlor,, he took a most active part in, foiling whe 
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enemy's attempts to destroy our advanced posts by 
wines, and the mannor in which he: conducted the 
blasting operations during our sorties invariably ex- 
cited the admiration of all who weve present, officers 
ond men, oop beet 

Tn the performance of the above-mentioned and 
engincering operations generally, he received the 
most able and untiring assistance from Lioutenants 
Tutchingon, Innes, and Tulloch, and the late Lieute- 
nant Birch ; and latterly, since Captain Fulton’s death, 
T have received much assistance from Lieutenant 
Hay. The active part I myself have taken in the- 
suporintendence of works has been small, owing to 
my having suffered from continued ill health. 

“Finally, I beg to bring to the notico vf the 
Brigadier the excollent services performed by the 
late Mx. Covey, head accountant to the chief engineer, 
who had been sergennt-major of Sappors, and who 
was recommended by Major Anderson for the rank.of 
ddaistant sfldld: éngineer; of the late Mr, Supérvigor 
"Beiniethy! Min Beale; overseety and Sorgearit Ryden, 
agslstant overseer,-~all of whom have -léft families 
! behind them,” 

The mention of the other names in Captain An- 
dersoh’s yoport reminds me of several other losses 
we sustained, Lieutenant Birch, the son of the

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late Colonel Birch, of the 41at Native Infantry, 
who was shot at Scotaporo by his own men, 
met with his death by a Turopcan hand He 
was attached (o the engineering depariment, and, 
with Lieutenant Ifuxhun, of tho 48th, Captain 
Boileau, and Tieutenant Keir, procoeded, towards 
aight o’olook in the evening, out of our ontaench+ 
ments, at tho Bhooss-guard, to examine @ suse 
pected mine, Captain Boileau and TLieutonant 
Keir were returning, when Lioutenant Birch again 
went to tho place he had started from. BHe had a 
“cigar in his mouth, and the light of it, waa very plain 
in tho dark, <A suldior of the 82nd, at Gubbins’s 
garrison, next to the Bhooxa-guard, socing thia, and 
believig the objectto he au enomy with mischievous 
intent, to blow up a mine for aught ho knevw, fired, 

‘The ‘hall struck Birch in tho abdomen, He 
fell, Uuxham left him for an instant, and came 
“hurriedly in to ask for assistance to carry him inside, 
I wont out along with him and My Kein The wo 
fortimate gontloman was perfeotly conscious, and on 
our attempting to reassure him, smiled sadly,: and 
said, “T know it’a all over with mo.” Ifo expired 
the dame night. 

‘A mogenge had been sont to Major Apthorp, 
commanding Gubbine’s garrison, apprising hin of 
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Lieutendnt Birch’s intention of procedding out, 
and requesting him to order the sentinels not to 
fro. The order had’ accordingly been given; but 
unfortunately it just then happened that the sentries 
werg relieved, and the relieving sentinel was not 
made aware of the fact The man who had fixed 
was, therefore, held blameless; but the soldier who 
had failed to convey tho order to his comrade was 
placed undor arrest. It*was sad, very sad, to meet 
death at tho hand of a countryman | ' 

The death of my poor friend Deprat affooted me 
considerably, Gencrous in tho extreme, hospitable, 
warm-hearted, kind,—one could forgive his faults, 
though thoy wore many, With o head to conceive, 
he lacked persevoranco to continue, Trusting im- 
plicitly in his honour, I discovered, when too late, 
that his habitual idleness and culpable negligenco 
rendered nugatory all his principles of honesty, He 


died above 4000 rupees in my debt, and his books’ 


soaroolY showed half that- amount, His testament 
wad Informal; and his-papers in the greatest confusion, 
‘He had documents proving a very large claim against 
Government, in the hands of Mz, Martin, the deputy~ 
commissioner; but as he leaves no relatives .who 
would proseoute these claims, it is not likely that his 
oreditora will ever benefit by them. But I little 
P4 
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thought wf this at tho time, Wo,—that ia, three of 
his frionds and mysolf,—carried him to hia grave, 

The corpse of Captain Cunliffe, who diod the same , 
day, was thrown into the samo hole, and a short ¢ 
prayer finished the ceremony, ’ 

On this ocoasion, I observed tho striking differenoa 
of conduct between our Protostant chaplain and tha 
Catholio olorgyman. Duying tho lifetimo of Ma, Do- 
prat none received greater favour at tho doconsed’s 
hands than Fathor Bornard; yet bacause it poured 
bullets and rain, forsooth ! the Padro objected to ao 
company tho boty to tho churchyard, alloging that 
Mx, Deprat’s roligious viows wore of a very loose 
kind, and that he did not deserve Christian burial, 
Mr. Harris, howover, the Protestant clorgyman, pre- 
pared to'go, and thus ab Inst shamed the Iathor into 
compliance, Ie reluctantly wont, and mumbled a fow 
unintelligible words, moant to bo Latin, and hurriedly 
took himself off, loaving the poor Trench gentleman's 
body to bo buried like « dog, for thoro wore not even 
gravediggors ready; and wo wore obligod, therofore, 
to lowor ib onrsolver, as host woe oould, into a hole 
almost filled with water, Mx. Harrla, however, read 
the beautiful burial sorvico over poor Captain Cuns 
liffé’s body, and we took ib as intendod for Deprat 
as well! I have known many very excellent Roman 
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Watholio ‘olergymén, men who deserved Tonour and 
* esteem’ but’ Father Bernard was certainly none of 
, these, : 

‘  Depraty & man of a good family in France, for- 
merly @ soldier and afterwards an officer of the Ohasy 
sours dAfique, had gone through all the campaigns 
in Algiers under Lamorloidre, Cavaignac, Changarnfer, 

*Pelissier, and Canrobeit. The Nana of Cawnpore, 

who visitod him when last at Lucknow, long before 

the mutinies broke out, knew this; and, instigated 
by Azimoollah, his chief adviser, a man who had 
wavelled in Europe and had a perfect acquaintance 
with the English, anda tolerable one with the French 
language, sent a letter and messengor to Deprat, 
offering him the command of his troops and a fortune, 
ifhe would join him. Deprat’s imperfect knowledge 
of ILindostanee mado me become the repository of 
this seoret, and to convey the reply. “No!” said 
hes * T.oanndt.do do, It is too late now; for L have 
alveadyssotight: thé protection of the British, and 
shall: not désgrt; them: at such o time. aa:thiar- Be- 
sides, what can there be in common between myself 
and aasassing of womon and ohildren? Tell this to 
the Nana and Azimoollah, and be off; for if you are 
hero half an hour hence Ill have youhanged. Hero 
are twenty rupees, Go quickly!” I wged Deprat 
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strongly to“report tho matter to the chief, and to 
have the mossonger hanged,—who, by the byo, avna 
alao the firat to communicate to us the Nann’s auccess, 
ag he called it; bub Deprat would not hear of ity 
and having taken the precaution to enjoin me*to ae. 
erooy before, I could not then speak of it,” Bosides, 
it would have done no good; for the mossonger had 
lost no time in returning into the city, and probably 
to Cawnpore. 

Throughout the siege Doprat behaved splendidly, 
At Gubbins’s battery he acted os an artillery officer 
ag woll as a vifloman, and he porformed some dedda 
of bootless boldness which none but a Tronclman 
or a madman would think of “Come on!” would 
he often shout in his broken Ufindostanes; come 
on, ye cowardly gona of defiled mothers! ave you 
afraid to advance? Are youmon or womon?” And 
then tho roply. “Cursed dog of an infidel ! I know 
thee! Thou art Deprat the Iranchmaa, living near 
the iron bridge, We'll yot kill you. Be auro of 
this, Here goes!” and a rifle-ball would whistle 
past hig ears, 

Deprat died in the groatest agony, Ilia facial 
bone was shattered to pieces; but ho was actually ra« 
covering, when his own imprudence aggravated the 
wothd, and he expired above a month after he had 
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received it. Somo timo previously wo had a theo» 
logical discussion togethor, “I deny,” said he, 
“that thore is a Providence, Just seo the justice 
of your Providence, Here is a good man like Pole- 
hampton dead, and a rascal like mysolf still living, 
and likely to get out of it too. Iameure I shall 
not be killed.” He was mistaken, THe must know 
by this time whether there is a Providence or 
not, 

There were several othor casualtios of officers and 
civilians besides those I have named. Captain Cun- 
liffe, who diod of typhus fever, was a sad logs to us. 
We could little spare artillery officers, Captain 
Thomas is now the only one not wounded, Tet us 
hope no misfortune may bofall him, Several ser- 
geants, who acted as artillery officers, were also 
killed, Unfortunately I do not remember thoir 
names, Covey and Barrett, whom I havo already 
noticed, woro most invaluable men; indofatigable 
andwagtivat Both diod from ovelfatiguo, A. oivillan 
nomied Clayfihy, was dhot dead at the Judidial gay. 
vidon; and anothor, named ©. Brown, had a bullot 
through his stomach near a passage where fifteen 
others had been wounded bofore him. This poor 
follow, while actually dying, no sooner rocognised 
me than he whispered, while I bent over him, “ Tow 
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ja'poor Deprat?” To forget hia own sufferings and 
to be able to think: over those of another fellow 
oreature, was indeed aublime, Here, at we 
no selfishness. 

The death of Lioutenant Graham, of the Oude Ir 
regular Cavalry, was more than ordinarily frightful, 
even'in times “like those of the sioge, He-died by 
his own. hand, A pistol ball through the head 
ended his life, Poor Graham! we had become grent 
friends,’ Io was so kind, 80 amiable, so good, ao 
brave! But his privations ond sufferings; ‘and frot~ 
ting, and a alight fever ho had’ had ‘in-consequénoe 
deranged his intellect, and he was half crazy alien 
he committed suicide, 

-Of Wounded there were fewer than killed. Tho 
enémy’s' rifles bre “usually fatal, At our garrison. 
(Innes's outpost) young Mx, Alone waa shot through 
the right hand; his bone was froobured, bat: he 
eventually xecovered. 

T shall not weary my renders now with a detailed 
narrative of the oventa which succesded ‘the nttnak of 
the 5th of Septembory Tho fire of the enemy, our 
annoyances, and troubles, the deaths of ‘our unfor- 

. tunate. European comrades, the feeble attacks tho 
‘hidhigents aftexwarda made, ave of a sameness that 
“wil ‘not interest the reader. I shall, therefore, 
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hurriedly pass.over ‘this period of the. slege, and 
metely capy a few brief.notes from -my diary, 

. September 2Let.+— Much the same -as-usual.. -‘The 
weather is now getting plensant; the. mornings.and 
evenings are quite cool. ... Yeaterday,. however, we 
had heavy rain, and to-day the some: pelting rain 
continues quite steadily all night. This I know to 
vay.cost, ag I. am nearly blown off my legs in the 
hurricane of wind and rain while on night sentry, 

September 22nd, — Raining. still. Spies came, in 
last. night, Generals Outram and Havelock are .ac- 
tually coming to our relief, ‘This is true! Tow can 
I desoribe my joy at even the bare thought. of our 
being relieved! 

September 23rd,—~ From ten aat, to four RM. o 
furious cannonade is raging outside the city, at a con- 
siderable distance from it, Our fellows must..be 
hammering, the very soula out of the insurgents’ car 
cases, Tho.commotion in the city,seema: trpmandlaus 
ne sethibuany Appronchings ~Hurnabel gic. Siig 

« September’ 84tlure We dean. , dstent pannon Alp, 
bout one tepope ans evidently quicter. The olty, how- 
aver, seamé: awfully: disquieted.

Wh were now pretty certain that a sevoro conflict 
was raging outside, Though alrtot ordora had bad 
given nol lo leave our rospoctive garriaona, I felt tod 
excited to oboy the command, and quiotly stole off 
to tho Residoney torrace, I could goo hothing but 
amoko, and hear the erack of tho muskelry, Street. 
fighting was ovidontly going on. Tho fre advanced 
gisdvilly and sloadily towards our entrenchments, 
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and at last o loud shout proclaimed the arrival 
of the long expected reinforoemonts, 

The immense enthusiasm, with which they were 
greeted, defies desoription, As their hurrah and 
ours rang in my ears, I was nigh bursting with 
joy. The tears started involuntarily into my eyes, 
and I felt,—no! it is impossible ‘to desoribe in 
words that sudden sentiment of reliof, that mingled 
fecling of hope and pleasure, that came over mo. 
The criminal condemned to death, and, just when 
he is about to be launched into oternity, is re- 
pridved and pardoned, or the shipwrecked sailor, 
whose hold on the wreok is relaxing, and is suddenly 
resoued, oan alone form an adequate idea of our foel~ 
ings, Wo felt not only happy, happy beyond imagin- 
ation, and grateful to that God of Merey who, by 
our noble dolivorers, Gonerals IIavelock and Outram, 
and their gallant troops, had thus snatched us from 
imminent death ; but wo also folt proud of the do- 
fonge we,had mada, and the augoosy with which, with, 
auah, fearful, odda, to, contend against, wo, had spon 
aerved, not only ayr, own lives, byt the honour ond 
livos,of the women and children ontrusted to our 
keeping, 

As our deliverers poured in, they continued to 
greet ua with loud hurrabs; and, as each garrison 
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heard it we sent up one fearful shout to heaven, 
“Hurrah ;” it waa not, God holp ue,” — it wag tho 
first rallying ory of'n despairing host, Thank God, wa 
then gazed upon new faces of ow countrymen. Wo 
yan up to them, officors and men without disting» 
tion, and shook them by the hands, how cordially 
whocan degoribe? ‘The shrill tones of the Iigh~ 
landers’ bagpipes now pierced our ears Not the 
most beautiful music ever was more welcome, mora 
joy-bringing. And these brave men themeolyas, 
many of them bloody and exhausted, forgot the loxa 
of their comrades, tho pain, of thelr wouynda, the 
fatigue of overcoming the fenrful obstacles they 
had combated for our sakes, in the plensuro of having 
acgomplished our reliof, 

How engerly wo listened to thelr storioa! With 
what sentiments of gratitude, and pride, and plen 
sure, we heard what sympathy our {aolated position, 
had exoiled, not only thronghout India, but tn. 
all classos of people in England! With what 
anxiety wo, who had been shut out of all cam- 
munication with the rest of the world, listened to 
the news they brought ua of tho other statlang, of 
India! We now hoard the true particulars, pf ihe 
Cownpore massnors for the first time, But we algo, 
heard, how fearfully that gallant officer, Brigadier 
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Neill, had exacted vongeanco for the dishonowr and 
murder of our countrywomen, the relatives ond 
friends of mony in tho garvison. It was with griof 
and sorrow, mingled with a savage delight at the vons 
geaned inflioled upon at least some of the minderéig; 
that we received this news, 

My poor agent and fiend, S. Greenway and his 
whole family, I now heard, ha fallen victims to the 
brutality and troachery of the mutineors, and my 
agent, Mr, Archer, had shared the anme fate at Alla 
habad, The particulars of the mutinios at Benares, 
and Dinapore, and Allahabad, and the defence of 
Arvah, Futtygurh, and tho fighting before Agra and 
Delhi, and the account of tho stato of the Punjab, 
all intorested us intensely, We put question alter 
question, faster than they could anawor; and now 
ow gallant deliverers wont over their victories and 
triumphs again, and we listened with breathless , 
attontion, It wos sow thoir tutn to question ues, 
aiid he they” oxprestied theit!admiration and suxprile 
at ‘the Abvugile wwe had maintained, wo félt, TE 08 
sible, alll groatton pride and pleasure,’ * 

But out new fionds wero hungry and thissdy, and in 
ouyséhfish joy we had forgotten this, ‘Thoy at last unt 
down to the ropast that was spread out for thom un- 
sparingly, for who could think of economy amid such i 
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goneral vejoloing. Tt was not sumptuous, but ib wos 
good, and way sentoned by that host of all ances 
hunger, But one grief, one grent sorrow damped 
tho universal joy, - the death of one of thoir bravest 
antl most beloved lenders, General Noill, Yet even 
this loss wax momentarily forgotten, and the evoning 
found aome of us dancing the hornptpe to the sounds 
of the ILighlandere’ pilrach. ‘Cho remembrance of 
that happy eveniug will never lo offaced from my 
memory. Of course wo could not sloop that night. 
Tt waa Ubree v'elock when [ retired to bed. 

Tho next morning we learnt how dearly the ao- 
omplishmont of the noble enterprise they had 
lundortaken had beon paid for. The fivst forco cose 
tined to rolieve ws liad boon very amall, Still, with 
scared more than fifteen hundred men, General 
Neill succeeded jn beating the ousmy wherever ho 
amet them, ‘the Arab ongagomont had been ab Iubty« 
pore, Nano Sahih’s amy conaleted then of about 
7000 ineny tha manmuvrea of thelr General ware 
oxcellont, bub (ho hoalile cavalry, a8 weal, had 
not much pluck, Our troops beat them with the 
loas of nome 2000 killed, and took almost all 
their yuna, Two more actions were fought balore 
thay amtved before Cawnpore, In both Neill was 
Auoogasful, 
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The Nand, furious al tho defoat of his armies, 
like the coward and ruffian he ig, ordered the murdor 
of all the womon and children who had beon saved 
from, the firat Cownpova massacre, But Neill now 
approaohed with his Ist Madras Fusiliers, 78th 
Ilighlanders, Sikhs, and Coopers’ Artillery, and Vow 
lunteer Cavalry, and, notwithstanding the inferiority 
of his numbers, defeated the onemy’s forces in a 
pitched battle, not fax from the town of Cawnpore 
itself. 

At leat the Nano’s craven heart gave way. He fled, 
and his army of boasting sepoys with him, They 
got fire to tha magazine, and deserted the atation: a 
fortunate ocixoumstanco, since, had any resistance 
boon made from the houses, it is moro than probable 
that our troops would have beon so fenrfilly cub up, 
that they, with their reduced numbors, would scarcely 
have kopt possession of Cownpore, even if successful, 
Noill’s men had fought for some hours, and were too 
exhausted. to- folld up theif victory, They> ene 
camped. before Cewnpore, 15th July, and entéred' it 
next day . 

Some prisoners were made, Mohammedans and 
high-oaste Brahmins, to whom the mere touch of a 
dead man’s bone is pollution, Thoy wero talen to 
the house whore our unfortunate Indies and children j 
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had met death at the hands of ruflans whom no ons 
trenties ov tears had moved, and who in tho oxeous 
tion of their horrible office had felt no romorge and 
no pity; who had tom infruty from thet mothers! 
breasts, and bayoneted the babes bofore their very 
eyes, inorder to make the fow minutes before the 
murder of the parents themsclvea oven: moro age? 
nising. 

The floor was atill black with seriisaled blond 
and largo bunches of long hair, probably. torn: ont 
by the cowardly exooutioners of the Nana’s will; word 
sonttered about; the walls. wore covered. with the 
bloody finger-marka of litle babes and children and 
the delionto hands of wounded fomales; and bibles 
ladies’ apparel, and oven a. complete diary, strowed 
about; showed that the ladies had occupied the rooms 
General Neill took fearful vengeance, 

Tho ‘prizoners— some of whom, if not all, ware 
ho doubt actors in that wholesale slaughter of der 
foncelosa women and helpless children — were mado 
not only to olean the wholé houge, but: forced: to-lick, 
up the blood, which, by throwing water on-it.had 
been made liquid agains and after they had.thus 
completely lost their caste, and were, in'theliy own 
-Spiniona, | no longer fit, to approach thelr gods alter 

‘ dently; they svere-hanged, ov: blown from. tho. oannon’a 
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mouth, Lhe well-into whioh the victims to sepoy 
orveliy had. been thrown, was. blocked up, and 
& prayer .zead and. a hymn sung ovor. this their 
common grave, * 
-: Havelock had now joined Neill with a él rein 
forcement, and after having fortified Cawnpore, or 
rather erected: a strong entrenchment opposite the 
bridge of boats at that station, he crossed the river 
to effect our relief, At Magarwar, at Unnao, at 
Busheergunge, the insurgents were everywhere de- 
feated, | Havelock’s victories had, however, cost dear, 
and another’ foe still more terrible—the cholera—- 
had swept away many of the brave men, who had ' 
advanced.to our. yeliof, IHe-was, therefore, compelled 
to recrogs the river, Again, however, they advanced; 
again thoy. beat the foo.in every engagoment, and 
battled successfully with unheard of hardships, —the 
most inclement weather, cold, heat, rain, sleeploss 
nights, fatigue; hunger; thirst. .Anothor ongagemont 
‘the Thniady inde didiab-Bugheoigungo. ended the 
“apedsionyof the’ rebels} the: loss; of: several 6f-thialt 
guhayiand thé death of: many!hundéeds of tholr‘men, 
it Bub tho Nana had renssembled. a considerable force, 
‘and threatened not only to harass his rear, bub: to at- 
oN Tt hia heen proposed to erect tv chuish over thls monument of 
beitbarian eruolly, May: this Intontion bo carried out 
a8 
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tack Cownporo itself, now donndod af all but a fow 
hundreds of our troop, HLavelook acuordingly again 
fell bak, edo the Nana fly before him a secon 
tine at Magarwar mid, returning ta Hithaoy, took 
that placa by storm, Iclled nove dian a thousand 
xepoye, and again dispersod the yebola, It waa 
useless Lo endeavour to fight lida way into Luolnow 
with tho handfil of mon that remained. ‘Tho logs 
thoy snbserquently oxpurienced goss far to prove that 
the courke Getwal Uiwelouk hed prraued wae a wire 
ona, Lik apparent vaoillation waa condemned at 
the time; but ha could not baye done otherwiga 
than return, Und ho pursued the onumy into thelr 
abronghalde at Lucknow, tho likelihood is, that seavoely 
one of his 800 mon would havo como out of tho 
fight alive, Lucknow would havo been another 
Thormopyle, and our own position within the on 
trenohmont would havo been endangered, perhaps 
hopelessly. 

Vavelock remained at Cawnpore na shorb a ime 
aa possible, Int did not again leave bofore he had 
obtain ample reinforaomonta, Gonoral Bir James 
Outram had jéined him with » considerable number 
of detachments from varions regiments, and might, 
had he felt so disposed, have asaumed tho command 
#0 Whtdh his soperior rank entitled him: but with 
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yave generosity he placed himself under [layolook’s 
orders, saying, “It would bo unfaix, aflor all the offorts 
he had mado to seoure Lucknow, that Lfavolook 
should be debarred from tho honour of having guc« 
ocoded in relieving the boleaguered garrison.” 

Again Iavelock ve-crossed ihe Ganges about the 
19th of Soptember, in ae little ateamer which had 
been brought up to Cawnpore, as well as over the 
bridge of boats, Tho enemy attempted to proveut 
the crossing, but one of our sholls, thrown vight 
among their horse batteries, killed eleven or tvelva 
of their gunners, and the rest decamped aller we had 
once crossed, 

Tavelook’s little aymy, composed of about 2600 
men of all ams, was formed into two brigades, 
Tho firat consisted of TL, M. 6th Tnsilias, detach- 
monts of I, M. 64th and 84th regiments, and the 
invinoible lat Madras Fusiliorg, who had boen present 
at all tho previous engagementa, fighting by the side 
of thoseelleknown gallant fellows the 78th High» 
landeré, ‘The second brigade oonsiated of Hi M) 78th 
Highlanders and H. M, 90th Light Infantry, and 
waa commanded by Brigadior Cameron® 'To the latter 
were also attached o body of Irregular Cavalry 
(natives) and Captain Olphert’s horse battery, while 
to the former were added Captain Maude’s bullock 
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batlory and the Voluntecx Cavalry, who wera about 
160atrong, ‘Tho loft wing of the Voluntours wax come 
posod of men dyafied from yarioua iifintry regiments 
and the right was compasad af ailears, private gentle» 
mon, and oiviliang, who had volunteored to assist in 
aiding us, mayo for tho rake of saving some servi, 
than for tho handsome awarios thay got. Thoao 
were constantly expased to the enemy's fire, not only 
in action, but dming tho numerous reconnoitring 
parties they had to undeitake, 

Havelook’s army had nob advancad very far whon, 
they were allackod about five miles nway from thoir 
firal oncamping ground. Tho enemy had planted 
several batlerios of light fioldsptoces behind somo 
broken groynd, and bogun firing og foon ag they 
camo within venoh, Tho Arwt shots were aimed with 
great precision and did our mon somo injury; bub 
ag thoy advancod, and our hoavy guna began to play 
on thom, their artillerymen Joab heart, fired les 
onrefully, and ab last fled, leaving in our hands four 
12-pounders and a considerable amount of ame 
munition, Our cavalry was soon aftor thor, and ent 
up about sixty*or sevonty of their infantry. J 

On the noxt day, the 28rd, our men game Lo 
wWhthin @ short.distanco of the Alumbnagh (‘the gardotz 
af tig Lady,dlum,” oy hewuly of the world), ‘Tht 
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consists of a very fine pukka (brick-built) house, 4 
mosque close by, an omumbarah, or place of worship, 
several smaller outhouses, and a very fine building, 
containing magnificent well, A splendid garden is 
allached to it, and the whole is surroundod, ag fat tia 
the main road, by a splendid and extensive park, 
Thoy found the enemy drawn wp before the build~ 
ings in excellent position; their left rosting on tho 
Alumbagh itself, and their centre and right protected 
by some rising ground, As soon as our forces aps 
peared, the onemy’s guns opened upon them, killing 
~sevoral of our officers and mon; but as xrogiment after 
regiment deployed into line, and ovr guns, which 
wore brought wp with somo difficulty, owing to the 
heavy vain which had fallen, and had made the fields 
one extensive morass, at lost played upon the insur. 
gont columns, the enemy gradually retreated, and fell 
back upon Alumbagh, A large gun, placed between 
Havolook’s postiiorand the building; was oaptired 
witli tmahdiystentommalntatied, * notwithatandlitg ‘Ak 
infendl freckept up by the cannotiy dn thomas 
agh. Our men thon storvied and todk the garden 
itself, after an obstinate tesistanco; fér the sepoys, 
though cowards in the field, fight well behind walls, 
Four more guns were also captured,—one by Capt. 
Holines’s Irregulars, another by tho Volunteers, and 
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two -by-our gallant infantry, Sir James Outram 
himself, heading Captain Burrows’s cnvalry, puraned 
them towards. Lucknow, » portion of onr infantry 
aleo following. « ‘Cho enemy's guns, however, con~ 
tinued now to vomit forth grape and round shot, and 
our men werg,compellad to halt, ‘his encouraged 
the mutinesrs, who continued to fire the whole of 
that and the next day. BN! 
Tt was vaining ag ib only suiny in India Tor 
venta poured down from the heavend, and our man; 
drenched to tho skin, were tyo exhausted to follow 
up the enemy into the city on that day, the 28rd, 
Their baggage had by this time arrived; and, though 
wot and uncomiortable, they halted on the 24th at 
the camp formed at Alumbagh. Our mon had lost, 
on tho. 28rd.-alone, above sixty officers and mon; 
killed and wounded. : ae 
“cA yegiment of the enemy's onvalry memnwhile, 
stealing round by the canal, onine on us to out off 
our baggage; and. tho soldiers of ELM. 90th, in 
charge of it, belisving them to be our own Irregulars, 
allowed them to approach quite close; nor did they 
porosive their mistake till some brave offlcers. and 
mon had been cut down by them, ‘Thon, however, 
they: turned upon them, and charging them with thé 
bayonets after fixing thelr Iinfielda, killed and un¥ 
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hovsed ‘about thirty or thirty-five, and, aided by 
Captain Olphert’s battery, that had come oppor aed 
to the vesone, put them to flight .. > 
On the 25th, early in the morning, the assault of 

the city was determined on by. Genoral Havelooks 
Lucknow is encircled by a deep oanal, dry in the hot 
gsoagon, but ab that time—during: the rains-—awollen 
considerably. Its banks are precipitous and steep. 
Had the enemy broken up the bridges leading over it, 
the difficulties to be overcome would have inoreased: a 
hundred-fold, . But they probably trusted in the 16= 
sistance they had determined to make, At the bridge 

_ of the Oharbagh (“four gardens”), at the outskirts of . 
the town, they found the enemy's. guns planted. in 
grant number behind 4 strong polisade, ready to 
yeooive them, ‘hey did dreadful exeoution ; but, 
nothing dawmted at the lanes of death constantly 
opened in their yanks, Sir James Outram himself, with 
Brigadioy.-Neilland.;his. gallant,.Madyag: Rogiment, 
anid the: of the: bth G4thj, sand: Sdth, regimen tis 
advanced: ‘and; surmounting every: obstacle, todls 
guna atthe point:of the bayonet, cutting: down. the 
gunners or putting them to flight, 

: General Havelock, with the brave 78th and 90th, 

following up the advantage gained, dashed in after 
them. They had to fight for each inch of ground; but 
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they: successfully drove the enamy from one enclosure 
into another, and from garden to garda. "The cys 
tured. guna thoy threw. juto tho onnal, alter spiking 
thom. ce 
Natives expoot.dofent; and, foreageing the event of 
our men being successful in taking thelr frat battery} 
‘they had studded the rand leading diveat to tha Rortz 
donoy with all manner of obatacles,—palisaden, guiis; 
atookades, barrlondes, Ono of thelr apparently] 
-atrongest batteries, too, had (oa wo aftervards loarnt) 
a deep ditch in front of it; covered over with thin bam 
Loos aid earths ao that, on our men making a viel: 
‘npon it, they might all he precipitated within, aves 
‘Jock, however, avolded all theso obatacles, and maleing 
avdetour:to:tho right, skirting tho. canal, the whole 
forbe‘debbuched at n street onlled Husrntgunge, atid 
proceedad:on thelr way to the palnoer on the rlvoré 
aldai. ‘:

a shrill tone, which so startled the fellow, that he 
bolted like a shot, evidently imagining it. was some 
infernal machine, My pipe saved my life.”

"gant fire. from the houses, which wexe all loopholed, 
Each house was o fortress, cach fortress well. garviy 
soned. Desperate at their immense losses, without

Darkness was 
fast coming. on, and still the fight. a -atillsoux 
mon dropped off one by ono <2... 
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detour, xushed forward at tho head of the brave 
Madras Regiment and 78th Highlnuders, captured 
anothoy battery that oppored thom, and, in apite of 
every obstacle, emried all bafore thom, and reached 
‘the Residency, Tieutenanta Hargood, Hudsou, and 
‘Havelock, Captain Alexander Orr, and Mr, W. Monay, 

_ General Outvam's private seovetary, had accompanted 
this party, which might almost be styled the Fata 
Hope.” They well dexerved tho praisa for thelr gal- 
lantry which was afterwards, in the deapatohes, be« 
atowed on thom. :

Tim next day only, the 26th, when the remainder 
' of our troops, a portion of ow baggage, almost all our 
camols, and a number of our wounded came in, we 
lonrnt what saovifices our noble deliverers had had to 
marke. t,ordey.to,veach: ow position. ::Horrlble.to rex 
late, a oorialderablo numberiof-onr,vvounded hadsfallen: 
into the enemy's hands, and were. paxtly.-bitnt alive 
in their hospital littérs (doolies), and partly out up. 
Many had died in the greatest agony, on the plain 
before the Motymahal. Sonie of our dooly-beayers 
having left the doolies on the rondaide, a few wore 
next day brought in, : 
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-Twoa presont when an unfortunate gentleman: of 
- the nah of Arnold, of the Madras Tualliers, was 
cortied in, Eo waa in porfuct possession of his senses, 
the loss of blood from two wounds having no doubt 
proventod a fever at tho time, ‘Tho agony of mind 
on being left alone during-the whole night, fur more 
than the paip of his wounds, one in the arm tho other 
in the log, was, according to hia own description, 
frightful, Often, he said, during that horrible night, 
did ho take his revolyey to blow his braing out, thabhe 
might not fall alive into the hands of the enomy; bat 
he wag allowed to romain unmolested, and the next — 
~ day had, as ho said, the unspeakable happiness of 
again seoing his brethren in arms, Ho lingered some 
days ond. then expired. rad 
he Avholo: ofthe heavy guns, hott our own and — 
disks daptured-from.the- enemy, had been in an ons © 
_ Closure near the Motymahal, together with a num 
ber of our wounded, guarded hy a party. of about 
a-hundred mon mor Culonel Campbell, Those 
wore hard pressed, and i¢ was-in faob thore. that wo 
had loat-so many of: our Wounded. ‘They svere vax 
inforoad, hy order of Culonel’ Napier on SlrvJb.. 
Outrain’s ataff, by a party of about 250 men) guided 
hy. Captain Moorsomo, conslating of tho Sth Iusilions 
under Major Simmons, and the Sikls under-Captadn 
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Bragyenii:Phey wore. themselves however surrounded 
in-a gateway which. they: ocoupiod,.and ‘only*relieved 
on.obtaining a furthey sxeinforcementbf o.company 
ofthe 78th Highlanders under Colonel: Stistod.e! <x 
. -Mr. Kavanagh, ‘a civilian, the head-dssistant of the , 
Ohief ‘Commissioner's office, directed Colonel ‘Napier 
on, this expedition through some intricate passages, 
by o short out, to the party they came to reinforce. 
During the night, Colonel Napier managed. to con+ 
vey all the remaining sick and-wounded‘ into‘ the 
Residonoy, Captain Hatdinge of theold garrison‘ also 
aided the Colonel in every way with his sowars, and 
brought in come camels loaded with Enfield vifles alao. 
Ong: ofvour. 24.pounders, which we had heen obliged 
to Teave in a very dangerous position, was saved inn 
daring manner by Captain Olpheris’ (Bengal Axtil- 
lery). This: officer, who had always been -in.the very 
thiokest of the fight, and whom ‘no bullet:seomed+ 
to. dnjtive, was; the,pride nok, oly: of higa o 
busty bea ofethe foroe: : 
given: hin beliuets of KeHolbefin 
wherever “th: fire: Wwas-. hottest: and: the greatest 
danger was tobe" ficed, Captain Olpherts Was suze 
to.‘be--there, «Aided. by: Captain Crump (Madras 
Avtillery),:and ‘private : Duffy, who has. since beon 
mentioned in tho despatches. and recommended.

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for the Victoria Cross, ho succeeded nob only in ox. 
trionting tho gim from amidst tho greatest diff. 
oultios, but also in golting it anfo into ow entrench. 
ments, Captain Crump (Artillery), ® moal brave 
officer, was Killed during thia operation, 

Our wounded had scarcely renohorl the paluco gate, 
meanwhile, when the onemy attompted too lato to 
prevent it, and attacked the rear guard, They were 
driven back, howevor, with gromt slaughtor, 

Anothor pariy at tho same time, under Cosonol 
Purcell, and reinforced by ono of our most gallant 
noldiora, Captain M‘Cabo, of the 82nd, came upon a 
party of sopoys, and drove them, after n flerce rosiat. 
ance, from one of tho gardons, Tioutonant Aitlyay, 
and Captain Lof of the 82nd, each commanding 
detachments, had algo an opportunity of distinguish« 
ing thomsolves, which thoy woro nal slow in soizing,, 
Tho former was accompanied by tho gallant Lioutos, 
nant Cubiti, who waa wountad, and the latter by ; 
Captain Bassano and Lieutenant Cook? j 

But to detail all tho various oporations porformad on , 
those days, tho 25th and 26th of September,—to enter P 
into all particulars, and 1o note down tho distinguiahed, 
galloniry of our officora and mou,—wwould wonry the , 
rébder, Sullice it to any, that wo (the old garrison) 
not oily were rollevad, but tho palaces of tho Furrad , 
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Bukth ahd Tehreo Kothee were taken possession of, 
and fotthed into new entrenchments, which wore 
afterwards of the greatest service to us, I tiust nob 
omit relating an incident which vevenled great ho- 
bleness of character in one of our native soldiets, 
The 78th Eighlonders coming upon the Bailey 
Guard Battery, guarded by our sepoys, and not 
knowing it to be within the Residency, stormed it, 
and bayoneted three of our men, whom they mis- 
took for insmigents. ‘They never resisted, and one of 
them waved his hand, and orying “ 2ootch piu 
wonnt (nevor mind); it is all for the good causo; 
woloomes, friend!” fell and expired, 

‘Havelock had done that with 2500 men which 
could scarcely have been hoped for from twice that 
number, I have since heard the successful defence 
that we had mado lauded; and, indood, when Generals 
Outram and Havelock visited tho various outposts, 
and itbvenset! gut 10Gflexs housvs’ and battoved walld: 
they exproided ha drdatést admiration at What" rie 
wors pléiaed to dull our * whparalleléd galldniny ; ° but 
ots defence of the entrenchments is obscured by the 
immense obstacles which Ifavelock’s own army had to 
overcome, To them, far more than to us, is praise due. 

What we did was, aftor all, only what every Euro- 
pean in similar ciroumstances would have done, Wo

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fought for owrsalvor, Havelock for us,  Ouy defencd 
was prompted by tho love of life and the honour of 
preserving our women; but tho gallant toys of 
General Invelock relieved us, ont of a chivalrous fool. 
ing of honour and compassion for our distverses, “And 
I may safely aver that the commonest aoldiey of that 
bravo frmy was actuated by the ame sentiments’ as 
the genoral, Tn othor wara soldiers ‘fight becntiad 
they avo ordered to do go, But Havelock’s offorts woro 
responded to hy overy private in hia force, Tach 
man buried to avenge tho mance at Cawnpors, 
each man atrained ovory norva to Kave we froma 
similar fate. ; 
“Mad! many, too many, brava mon had fallen, to. 
“heomnplish that objoot, Brigadier-genoral Neill was 
‘Killed’ Major Cooper, of tho Artillery, had’ fallet, 
‘Major Eyre, who had glvendy gained laurels ab Aitah 
and Tugdtspore, rucceading to tha command of the: 
Artillory. ‘Che gallant Licutenant Colonel Barclay, 
‘Lieutenant Cramp, and Diy Bartruni, of ‘tho’ shite 
corps, wero all shot at tho guna they had ‘mado 
‘80 toriible to the enemy, Of tho 12th’ Frrdgiilde 
Cavalry, Tdoutonant Warren was killed, ard of 2 ts :

Ste. Tonnes 2 Onli, a ‘ehroughout 
showed tho. greatest coolness under fixe, and a

Captain Becher, his assistant adjutant-general, was 
also, wounded, and Captain Alexander Ov, who had 
escaped fiom Fyzabad, where he had. been a. deputy

the head slightly; Tdentenant Biroh, 1st Bengal: 
Light Cavalry, severely; aud Dieutennnt Swanston; 
7th Madras Native Infantry, tho quavtor-maator, 
slightly, Of tho gentlomon gorving in the ranka four 
were alzo wounded; Mi Tvskine, dangerously, Mx 
R, Goldaworthy, slightly in the hand, and Mr. Green; 
their corporal, severely in the head. ' Their body had 
lost, besides, in killed, three yank and fle, and dn 
wounded, oleven, Captain Burrows himeelf, their 
commander, had had two horses shot under him, but 
eacaped untouched. 
Of the lat Madras Fusiliors, Lieutenants Arnold 
and Bailey were both severely wounded. ‘They died 
afterwards in our entrenchments, Captaina L’Watrango 
and Johnston, of the 6th, and Captaing Loolkhart 
and Tastings, Gieutenants Clrant’ and Swanston, 
wore sevorely, mid Lioutananta Crowe and M'‘Phorson; 
Mlof the gallant Highlanders, slightly wounded, 
> Liontenant Jolie, who had heen doing duty with 
this corps, was also moat dangerously wounded. ‘This 
gentlemnn, belonging to our 82nd, had been absent 
Qn leave from his regiment, and had therefore not 
agsleted -in- the defence of the Residency. He had 
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joined. Hoayelopk’a force, delighted at the progpect of 
agin, secing his brother officers and. his old regiment, 
and in: having shared .in the honour of: their relief. 
But. he was destined to enjoy. the. looked for. plon- 
sure for a few. hours only. Dangerously wounded. 
at the atorming of Alumbagh, he expired in sight of 
his.old friends, a short time after his. arrival in the 
Residency, more deeply regretted, than if his death 
had ocowred under ordinary oixcumstances. 

Of. Her. Majesty’s 84th regiment, Lieutenants 

Woolhouse and Oakley were severely, and Captain 
Willis and Lieutenant. Barry, slightly wounded ; and 
of. the 90th, the gallant Colonel Campbell and Lieu- 
tenant Knight were severely, and Dr. Bradshaw and 
Lieutenant Preston, slightly wounded, 
Altogether we had lost, as far as could then be 
agoprtnined, about 650 officers. and men, killed, 
wounded, and missing, a heavy, heavy seorifics for 
our:relief, but. which made ws the more gratefyl to 
ou pllont deliverors:.’Qur.cwn number of ehting ;

‘Rhat. the honour of having, under. Prividenoe; ‘ 
saved: our lives is really due. to Generals Havelock 
and Outram-is unquestionable, But for. their timely 
arrival, our native troops, who had up to that time 
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bokinvéd-tobly and adhered tous with exemplary fides 
lity; would certainly have abandoned ua, Nov couldava 
have rensonalily found fruit with them hod they done 
a6; for life ig aweot, und hope had almoat entirely lett‘us, 
Thoiy desertion would have caused the most fatal: de 
pression in our own brensta, and with our diminished 
numbers and our continual losses we should goon have 
been obliged to give up our outposts, 

Reduced within the narrow compass of the Residency 
ituolf, and oxposed to tho enomy's haragaing firo from 
what would lately have Leen ow outposts, i¢ would 
haye boon utterly impossible to have held out, Nothing 
Fhort of a miracle could havo saved ua then, Cavwn« 
pore would have beon re-enacted in Tucknow, or wo 
would, a8 we onoe talked of doing, have been com- 
pelled to blow up our women, childron, and wounded, 
to prevent their falling into the hands of tho ingut- 
gonta, ond to havo died fighting on tho.ruins ourselves, 

Our houses had beon already perforated with cannon 
ball, Tho Cawnpora hattury was one maad of ruing, 
ow outpost at Tnnes's house was partly vooflass, and 
tho other garrisons wore as badly off Trom ono 
Mone, tho brigade moss, 435 cannon balla that had 
fallen within it wero actually counted.

‘Tum Rosidonoy now again wora an animated aspeols, 
Every now and then troops wore coming in, new 
faces might he soon, and horsos and camala wore: 
lying about our enclosure in plenty, Though we 
could.not.go Into the olty, yet our position waa far 
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more extended. We had possession of the Tehreo 
Kothee, the Furrad Buksh, and the Chutter Munzil, 
palaces situated on the river side and facing our north. 
This was an immense advantage to us. The enemy's 
fire had been particularly fatal from that point, and 
their strongest batteries had been placed near a gate- 
way called the “clock tower,” from there being a 
olock dial painted on it, 

The late Sir H, Lawrence had ordered a pmbee 
of the adjacent houses to be blown up, but gur 
engineers had not quite succeeded in converting 
the gatoway and other buildings into ruing; “the 
siege had come on so suddenly that they had 
had no time to repeat the blasting operations 
One of the late king’? sharpshooters, an African 
eunuch, had made this clock towor his favoyrite 
haunt, Like his friend, Bob the Nailer,” his shots 
were almost always fatal, So troublesome had this 
man, bagome to ug, and wo had lost go mony ae 
soldian# ‘bY hiv rifte,’thas Onptain Thomas (M 
Artillery) bad been directed to shell the fe 
placa of refuge, morely to enable us to get rid of ny 
ono man, ‘The shells had been thrown with beau- 
tiful precision, and we had seen them burating just 
where they should burst ; but immediately after a rifle 
bullet whistling through the air as if in defiance of our 
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offoxta, proved that wo had not aucogoded in killing 
the mmkaman. Nor could wo solve tho viddle till 
after the capture of that gateway +, then wo, learnt 
how it wag that he lid exeaped #o atten, 
Tho Residency was perfectly commanded. by the 
dock towor, and the eunuch, as avon ag he had ob- 
soxyod through his telescopo that wo wero about. 4g 
shell, retired by a ladder into a sort of cavern he had 
caused. to be scooped out for his anfoty, and, returning - 
_ at once to the scane.of action, recommonced hia firing 
ag soon a8 the sholl had burat, Ifo wna killed by ow 
men at last, and the telescope and wflo were iol 
by his side. 

Kothco, the late residence of the 
General Bohib, the ox-king's brothor, adfoined tho 
Feredbukeh, which: had formerly heen tho throng 
and levee room of tho kings of Oude, .

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‘obliged to pay very dear for; but at the time I 
became’ utterly indifferent about property, which 
Ir might havo had only for the taking, Several 
mon, more prudent than mysolf; however, made 
fortunes, One of them, ait overseer, named Bons; 
suooseded in obtaining several boxes of toa, tobaveo;! 
xonp, candles, and other useful articles of household: 
furniture, which a few days afterwards fetched very 
high prices; #0 that, whon we finally evacuated tho 
place, ho must have had above a thousand pounds in 
cash alone s and, with singular good fortune, he nob 
only managed to convey all his valuables away, but 
waa enabled. to travel in a magnificent phaeton, ’ 
which had been abandoned by the owner, and 6° 
whioh:she*had guoceeded in yoking bullooks, that he:

We had; for some daya after Havoloolk'a’ arrlvalj 
luxwiated in a numbor of good things, ‘The spioas'l’ 
had found served to make capital stows and ouriy; * 
and, ag we hoped to be soon released from our iinprle’* 
sonment, wo wore rather profuse with our few ‘vegd~ * 
tableaiwhich tasted deliciously after that unvaried 
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vould: of lain odatwe beef anid dall. Those eternal: - 
chupattios wore, However, atill our staple food.» 
» hough. we had exteiidad oly ppasttiongy yet ve wore 
far-from being fred... Contiaty to dxpectabidis,-thar 
eneimy,'so far from abandoning the olty, or suing for 
terms after the arrival of Outram and Havelook, con+ 
tinued to blockade us, and our gallant deliverers were 
now-besieged along with us. They had brought in 
no: provisions. oy. stores. of any kind, and ‘in: point’ of: 
food we. were worse off than even befote, . Thenutié 
ber .of additional mouths, owing to the very ‘great 
multitude of camp followers, made considerable. dimi« 
niutions'in our commissariat stores; but by dint of 
tho very strictest. economy, we managed to make 
them last longer than was expected,— down to the 
end. of November, fe 
Again had wo reason to bless the memory of! thé: 
late. Sir ,Henry Lawrence, whose foresight had -thuit

Instead of 
attab,, or flow, we obtained wheat, which we had 
to grind ourselves or get ground as best we could; 
dall .was stopped. entirely, and- our. modicum of salt 
reduced, Of beef we now got only six ounces a day, © 
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bones included. Many grumbled and growled at 
these reductions, but thoy were absolutely necessary, 

Yot food was still now and then obtainable, Sevoral 
porsons had hidden atores of somathing or other, of 
which for money, —~ exorbitant sims, howovor--I 
succeeded in gotting part now andihen, And when, 
too, plundered from the palaces, or stglon from our 
own commissarial, I fear, was also sometimes to bo had, 
One entorprising man actually sel up a sort of bakery, 
and sold bisouits at six rupees per acer, but this did 
not last long. ‘The atock of corn was soon exhausted, 
and then J too had often to go to sleop with an ompty 
stomach, On one occasion T went to soe o friend, 
whom I did not find at home, We had just Anishod 
Wis Werehkfast, of which a solitary bone remained ag 
evident of a plate, Hunger was imporativo, and 
Y ‘aotublly todke the’ woll-gnowed hette-up atid picked 
it clean afterwards, rt w 

But I saw othors far moyo in want than myaolf I 
could at least sometimes procure an extra chupatty : : 
but most of the now foreo woro less foriumato; ad thitt 
T was therofore often allo to give o ploking to sod 
of my new frionds, parlioularly of tho Voluntoor Cat 
valry, who wero principally stationed at my ganeléon 
‘Cannes’ outpost), 

"Sdon after the arrival of Gonornl Ifavelook, Wo had

been out off from all communications with Alumbagh, 
except by means of the Kossids, who oconsionally 
brought in letterd in quills, or inderted into the solos 
of their shows, ab considerable risk to thomsslveg, 
Owing to our now having the river one of the bouin« 
davies of our position, tho chance of eluding the 
vigilance .of tho enomy’s sentiios was, however, far 
less than before wo had possession of the 'ohree 
Kotheo, Chuttor Munzil, and Feradbuksh palaces. » 

The baggage and ammunition of the rolieving force 
had been deposited in the Alambagh: four gnns had 
been left with them to defond themselves with, should 
they bo attacked by a parly of the enemy; but that 
the 800 men left aa an osco1t to protest the immense 
nunber of elephants, camels, horses, and camp fol- 
lowois, with hundveds of laden carts, should after- 
words themselves ho besiogad wilhoul our being ablo 
to assist thom, was never contemplated by any indir 
vidual of tho, foyag, Indeod from, tha configont 
mannoxin,whiek,,owx nay fiends spoke, we eguld 
englly coo that, even aftoy thoae denrlyspaid-for vio- 
tories of the 25th and 26th of September, thoy ox~ 
peated tho city to bo cleared in a fow days, 

Bekoxo fhe storming of Incknow thoy had avon 
expecled to come into tho city, after one defeat of 
tho onemy, with bands playing and colours flying; 
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‘put their colours had to bo brought with diffioully, 
the bandsmen had to he converted into soldiers, and 
thoir instruments had to be loft bohind at Alumbagh, 
Wo who had had oxporionca enough of tho indomi« 
tablo porsovoranco of our fooa, whatever their courage 
might be, know woll thal thoy would never think 
of leaving tho city unless driven out of ib at tho 
point of tho bayonet; that wnloss ench fortified 
_ house and cach battery had heon stormod, we could 
hold no portion of Tmeknow; Unt they would fight, 
roturn, be beaten, and fight again ; and, knowing thom 
selves Lo bo vebels and murdorera and worthy of death, 
that wo would spare none of them, and thorofore it was 
betlor to dio by the bullet while fighting, than to bo 
sont out of tho world in go ignominious a manner as 
being hanged at the hands of a dospised momber of 
tho sweoper caste, : 
This wo knew, and we, the old garrison, looked 
upon being bestegod anew arn natural event, ‘ho 
houses to the south and coat lad nevar boon deserted 
hy the inaurgents, and wo atill loat a number of good 
and bravo soldiers from tha houses commanding 
Tnnes's outpoat, Cubbina’a battory, the slaughter 
house, and Bhoora-guard, ag wall as the brigade moss, 
In our now entrenchments our mon were daily fired 
upon{ and Captain Crommelin, tho superintendont 
engineer, lost no time in pushing on our fortifications 
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towards tho Kaiserbagh and tho positions command. 
ing the Teradbuksh, 

We had now opportunities of seeing more of the 
njury our shot and shell had done the ehamy. The 
Captan Bazaar and the enclosme before the Residency 
were now open lo us without any gicat dangor to our~ 
selves, The ruins of these buildings, and the deserted 
air that hung over all those largo structures before us, 
gave one almost as much an idea of desolation as a 
elty of ruins, All within was still, soavoely a movable 
object was soen, and the sharp crack of a 1iflo or the 
flight of an occasional round shot alone showed life, 

Yet ovon thoso did not always disturb the car, At 
noon particulaly, when our enemies, as is cusLomay 
with natives, ate their food and took their siesta after 
dinner, perfect silence would reign. Thero was some« 
thing really giand and majestic in the now sombre 
and, ag ib were, doftant aspect of this really magnifi- 
cent and pioturoaque olty, Soon from the tenrace of 
the Realdonay, the lout ensemble of the view pre~ 
sented to us waa parfect Tho gilded minarets, the 
ich domes, the splendid mosques and palacos, tho 
yegular and thickly crowded houses were charmingly 
relieved by gardens, and parks, and eos, along and 
opposita the banks of the river, and interspersed in 
the middle of the city, And those green fields ! that

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luxurlant vogotation! how often wo longed to bo 
thoro! Tneyor conld look on them without a sigh, 
withoul panting for thom, without fosling almoat an 
ungovernable longing for freedom. Only thoso oan 
know the sweots of liberty who have gona through 
tho pain of onplivity, 

' General Outram had organised an Intelligence Dea 
partmont, at tho licad of which he placed Captain 
Carnegie and Captain Aloxandor Ory, an old friend 
of ino, whom I was dolighted to seo again after 
throo yonrs' absonco, I had alao the pleasure of 
meooling several othor friends and acquaintances in 
tho field foreo that had como to relieve us. Ono 
“of thom, Mv, Roger Goldwworthy, had joined Captain 
Borrows's cnvalry aga volunteor, and was presont at 
all:the ongagemonta which that gallant body had 
fought. Ano reward for thelr distinguished gal- 
lantty, he, Lioutenant Chalmers, Price, and several 
other officora and oivilins, reecived the tumporary 
appointmenta of asaialant fiold engineors, in which 
thoy had still furthor opportunitios of doing good 
aorvico lo the alate, Coldawarthy afterwards, soyax 
ral timox, in his capaoily nx engineer, accompanied 
“opiain Crommolin in sorties, and to places where 
tho grentoss danger was to bo faced, Ilo was so 
Sorbinato as aftorwards to obtain n commiasion in tho 
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ctwalty of Hor Majesty’s army, and none more de- 
sorved that advancoment, 

Another young friend of mine, Berrill of Allahabad, 
had similarly distinguished ltimself. He was a very 
little fellow, and scarce nineteon, but plucky like a 
vetoran soldior, Every one of his comrades boxe 
witness to the gallant mannor in which he would 
rush on and attack the rebels; he had been in all 
tho fifteen battles which Neill and Havelock had 
fought. They had massacred two of his brothers at 
Cawnpore, and he had resolved to kill their mur- 
dorers in tovenge. 

The intelligence supplied by Captain Orr to Ge- 
noral Outram was secret, and for many days we know 
nothing of what was going on in the city, We hemd, 
however, that the insurgents had crowned a ruler, 
called Burges Kady, a natural son of the ex-king, 
who wo loarnt had been mado o stato prisoner at 
Caloutia, Eo was to bo called  Badshah,” King, 
but svar to hold~his crown under the Empatompf 
Dalhi, ‘4s a sort of: tribytary-ptince, ..Henis! but a 
child of eight or ten years of age;’and all the real 
powor was vested in a minister and-a counoil of 
state, 

The former was one Shirf-ood-Dowlah (Ibra~ 
him Khan), who had, under the ex-king’s father,

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held the reins of ofce with consideiable aredit to 
himeolf, and was always considorol by tho then 
Resident, Goneral Sir IL Sleeman, aga friend to tho 
Britigh. ‘Tho council of stato consisted of the king's 
puincipal servants, of iho rajals and greab landed 
proprictors of the county, and of (ho self-created 
high dignitarios of tho army, ‘Lhexo aluo doliborated 
upon the modo of conduoling operations against us, 

They had a commander-in-chiol, LLiseamut-ood- 
Dowlah, & hother-in-lew of the ex-king (hut he was 
morgly & name, and nothing more). ‘They had their 
gonerals, and gonorals of division, thefy Lrigadiors 
and colonols, their majors, caplaing, and subnltorn 
officers, and in facb an apparently well constituted 
and woll regulated army, 

But these great dignilarjos were never treated 
with that respect and obedience wo owrsolves had 
commanded, ‘Ihoir offices, too, except the very 
highest, were roplelo wilh dungor. ‘ho sepoys 
thomyalves elected their officers, and tho ofltears 
their commande, thongh in the name of tho king. 
Bulb if} ag was not milvoquently tho case, they hap- 
pened {o displease the gallant “Jacks,” a dobating 
assombly would iminediately bo held by tho privates, 
at the conclusion of which, they would uaually signity 
to their officors, eithor that they were degraded; or 
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what suited thelx cowardly and sanguinary minds 
better, they attacked and fired on their viotim. 

The least suspicion of a hankering aftor the 
British, of being a spy, or of attempting to escape, 
or to treat with us, was instantly punished with 
death. Nor were they able to refuse these danger- 
oug nominations to armyiank. Refusal was death, 
As for the citizens, they had no voice in the mat- 
ter, In oxiental phiaseology, “they lived but to 
obey.” Many were no doubt well affected towards 
us, but they dared not show it; and the majority, 
though thoy hated us as Feringhees, could not bus 
long for our .ule, plundered, and in continual dread 
of their lives, as they were. The king’s adherents 
however, were also very numerous, and the ambitious 
of all classes, the bravogs and the yagabonds of the 
oity, and the old servants of the fo.mor government, 
wore all of that class. 

We heard also that the onomy had some Ewro+ 
pean; and many: native: prisoners, ~The formemcons 
sisted of officera and their families, who had beeh 
anved from the first fury of the mutineers, and had 
been protected by rajahs and landholdors from the 
military vebels, elther fiom a desire to propitiate 
Government in the event of our being successful, or 
in order to sell them to the insurgent leaders should 
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they continuo io be in power, Tho rojuls of Mi- 
thowly and Bulrampore, who had aoncenled and en« 
torlained thom for some time, probably wore sincere 
in the boginning, but had loon afierwarda lod away 
to join the majorily otther from Soar of their royonga, 
or from treachory, or from ambition, 

Whatever the motivo, thoy wore then prisonors in 
the insurgents’ hands, and actually within tho pro- 
einota of tho Kaisorbagh, They were Sir Mount. 
stumt Jackson and Misa Jackron; a vory valued 
and dear friend of mine, Captain Patrick Orr, lato 
a deputy commissioner in the Mallaon district, his 
wife, and his child, three or four yearn olds Lioutey 
nant Burns, Serjeant-~Major Norton, aud little Miss 
Christian, whoso paronts had hotl been murdered at 
Seatapore, +n altogother aight souls, 

Their fate is indeod horrible to contemplate," 
Constantly in diond of their lives, in tho hands of 
savage and remorseless barborinns, in ho heaving of 
ow gina, knowing axxixiance was neay, nud you unable 
to obtuin it, they must indeed have been loading 
a misorabla exiatenca, ‘Chey had bean very cruelly, 


* Before T loft Catontta for England, I ontlod on tho sletoreinlaw 
of Captain Patrick Oir, who fold mo, sho had recolyad news fom 
Captain Aloxnndey Ory that these prisoners wee yet alivo, ‘This 
wad fit ‘the hoghnning of Jannary, 
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even brutally, treated by a party of sowars who had 
charge of them, being all placed in irons, even the 
delicate ladies ‘and the late Commissioner Christian’s 
orphan, Only on their arrival In Lucknow, where 
they were placed in safe custody at the Kaiserlingh, 
was their treatment more humane, The rebel govein- 
ment were, no doubt, not insensible of the political 
uso to which these prisoners might be turned; and 
afterwards, indeed, made them instrumental in taeat- 
ing with Sir James, . 
Among the most distinguished of the insurgent 

rajaha, and the most powouful landed barons of the 
province, Man Sing holds one of the first places. 
Iho had at first sided with us, and during the whole 
of the siego, I believe, his troops never aided tho 
other insurgents in their operations against us. He 
had saved twenty-nine European lives, gontlomen, 
ladies, ond children, rofugoes from IFyzabad and’ 
Sultanpord, and had them! safoly escorted to*Allahas 
bodienBnedion Sing knowhid power) anda aie 
ambitious tnah,"intended! to make ude of all higtdfue' 
ence to aggratdise himself He-dotild yaise 10,000 
axymed mon from among his retainers and tenants, and 
these were mostly rajpoots, high caste ILindoos of the 
warrior class; and he had guns and ammunition, and 
monoy besides, Ilaving also, by saving European 
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lives, established a claim of gratitude upon (hoya 
mont, he wanted Lo derive all possible advantage from 
it, and, accordingly, sont propesala to our local Go~ 
yornment ab Allahabad, xo it waa stalad, to put the 
district of Sultanpore in order, if }e were nominated 
ita governor, and if his oslatex should be inoreased by 
neighbouring ones 10 which ho laid claim; but the 
Commissioner of tha Punoo would liston to no berms, 
“Io so unconditionally,” was the veply. Mon Sing 
was enraged; yol he never tvok active mensures 
againsl ua ovon thon, but preserved o sort of armed 
noutralily, On tho failure of Mavelock’s rolieving 
army to olear the oity, an impousible task, Man Slog 
ab last definilivoly sided wlth the rebel govem- 
ment; but ho must atill bo looked upon ag one of 
the most powerful, though bost intentioned, of our 
enomios, 

Not long alter Sir James Outram's asaumption of 
the command of the Ouro Field Moree, Man Sing 
sont v messenger to him, offering to mediate with tha 
robel govornnont, aad stipulating as the price of his 
doing #0, and fighting for our onuse, tho guarantee of 
his own life boing spared, and the realitution of all his 
ostates, Ifo waa told that, if he wished to prove his 
fidelity to Government, he must leavo with all his 
troops, and roturn to his ostates; Covernmont was 
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gonorous, and would, no doubt, act well towards him; 
but he must trust to that ganerosity alone, A few days 
after, another messenger, a person of rank, came in 
with a lotter from Captain Orr to his brother in the 
garrison, evidently meant for the eyes of the Chief 
Commissioner, and written under compulsion. The 
letter was signed by all the prisoners in the enemy’s 
hands, and mentioned the facts I have already noticed 
respecting themselves, ‘The writers offered to be of 
agsistance to our authorities, should they feel inlined 
to treat with the “Oude Government;” but there 
were no particulars, Several more visits were made 
by the same messenger ; but the treaties were at last 
quite broken off, 

The demands of the rebel leadors were extravagant 3 
not only their lives wore to be spared, but their newly 
olected king and all tho insurgent chiefs were to be 
ponsionod according to the rank they had given them- 
selves, Of course, such-proposals wareat once rajeotedi 
To have: adodpted the submission of q foe werhady 
ovorywhore vanquished, would be to give premium 
to rebellion, and to legalise the usurpation of their 
rulers. 

After this, Man Sing had the insolence to offer to 
eaoort our women, children, and wounded to Gawn- 
pore, with his 10,000 men. This would have been 
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like ontrusting the safety of a flock toa woll, Wo 
had learnt to distrust natives now, 

Phoy threatenod to murder Uhoir prisoners if wa 
yofuged to liston to lorma, Sir James repliod, that 
it thoy did su, ho would hang tho slato prisonorg in 
our hands, They said, wo might do so, for thay carat 
nothing about them. Cenoral Outram then hintad, 
that they should romomboy wo had tho Eix-King Wajid 
Ally Shah in custody ab Caloutia, and ovr oxeouting 
him would by no means be something improbable; 
Thia frightoned them, aud T beliove they aro still 
alive, Wo wero ovon furnishod with the names of 
tho individuals in whoao ohargo they wore, and who 
will, no doubt, be hell to bo respourtble, Sir Jamos 
did all ho could (o obtain tho reloaso of those wi 
fortunatos, and would probably gladly have given 
10,0002, for enoh of thoir lives; but the tnaurgonts 
wanted terms, nol money, They were evidently very 
suspicions of the fulie, and no doubt heliaved that 
they would aucotmib in the ends ag they of course 
really mutal, aaoner av later, 

I had said tha enomy had a munbor of native 
prisoners, Thexo wero the gservanta and others who 
had dedorted, and who wore seized aa aplos, Every 
one of them was hanged or shot. They well merited 
tholr fate, The Kotwal of the cily, of whom I apoke 
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inthe beginning of tho book, was seated on a donkey, 
emried through the streets with his face blackened 
and head and beard shaved, and then beheaded, .All 
the native Ohristiahs, and even the servarits oft Chris~ 
* tans, were murdered. One old man, a dorhestio: of 
My. Johannes, who had been fifty years in his employ, 
and was treated more like a friend than a servant, 
plundered his master’s own property, and cursed the 
Feringhoes and fathers of Feringhees, as a true 
hearted Mussulman should; but, notwithstanding iis 
apostacy, ho was at last also killed. He had been & 
living oxample how little our servants are attached to 
to us by our kindness, There is no such word as 
gratitude in the Hindostanee language,  Nimake 
halaly” only means * fidelity to one’s salt.” Natives, 
in future, must be ruled with a rod of iron,

Tiavi ramawhnl anticipated ovoute in the pravious 
chapter, and muat now rotiuen lo (heocamrenaes which 
follawod the capture of tho palaces opposite our on- 
tronohmenta, On the 20th of Soptombor, Tioutenant 
Lowo, of tho 32nd, sortiod with a party of about 160 
mon of this regiment, with a view to clear the Captan- 
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ke Bazaar, in front of the Residency kitchen garden, 
and the adjacent houses. ‘Two of his detachments, 
one under Captain Bassano, and another under Cap- 
tain Ilughes, 57th Native Infantry, issued under cover 
of the long grass and shrubs near the Redan, <A third 
party, wnder Captain Lawrence, loft from Tnnes's out- 
post, took three guns, and drove the enemy, completely 
taken by surprise, into the river, killing almost all of 
them. 

Captain Tughes also took the direction of the iron 
bridge, spiked two mortars, and before retiring blew 
up © powder magazine of the enomy, Captain Lowe, 
who commanded the three detachments, was thug 
everywhere auocessful, and himself as well as all the 
officers and men behaved with that gallantry and 
bravery so conspicuous in Englishmen, Lieutenant 
M'Leod Innes, of the Engineers, was also present at 
this affix as guiding officer. 

My friend Sinclair, of our garrison, had also accom- 
panied this sortie, though scaroely recovered from his 
former wound. He was here igain wounded in ‘the 
arm, and soverely’too, Unfortunately, two men were 
Killed, Lieutenant Lawrence and Captain Hughes 
wounded, tho latter mortally, and eight soldiers 
wounded, some fatally. As trophies of his success, 
Captain Lowo brought in an 18-pounder, a 9-pounder, 
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a:6-pounder, and four smaller guns, two without car 
riage. 

On tho 27th, Major Stephenson, with tho whole of 
his lat Madras usiliors, made anothor sortie, “hey 
wore divided into three divisions, Captain Galway had 
one, Captain Raikes another, and Captain Fraser the 
third, Anathey party of 82nd mon wera conducted 
by Lioutenant Warner, 7th Light Cavalry, Lioute- 
nant, Huxham, 48th Native Infantry, Tdeutenant 
Mecham (Madyas), and Captain Kemblo, Those 
wore under the orders of Lioutenant J. C, Anderson, 
Engineors, and Lieutenant Innes, ‘Che sottie waa do 
aignad to attnok the Garden battery, ‘Te enemy on 
theiy approach, after a short timo abandoned their 
guna, but fired on the assailanta from all points, 
Tho inamgents wore, however, in. such force that our 
men, could not maintain tho position. they had taken, 
and wore obliged to retwn eventually after, spicing 
three guna and burning tho battery, ‘he delay in 
Iringing up the blasting party proventod their buraly 
ing tho guns ag they intendod to hava doue, Tad the 
advice of Lioutenants Andordon and Innes, however, 
heon attended to, tho result would have boon ‘far 
more satisfactory, ‘Cho mon hat drunk moat of the 
water intonded for burating the guna, and the party 
had to-retwrn sooner than they had expectod. Irour 
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of the: Madras Fusiliers were ‘killed, -and -seven- 
wounded, two mortally; and of the 32nd three men 
wero “killed; ono. of them,’ Cooney, ‘and. another, 
Smiith, two: soldiers of the’ most lior~heartel Intre- 
pidity, who had throughout the siege’ always: béett 
where danger was most to be faced, One’ of the 
sorgeants and four others also, were wounded, belong-

Liuten nt Hardinge, commanding Irregular .Ca- 
valvy, led the: first sortie, His party. was composed 
of 90 Madras Fusiliers, under Captain Galivay ;-140 
Highlanders (78th), under Captain Lockhart; and 20 
of the 82nd, under Lieutonant Cooke. The first gun, 
a 12-pounder, was taken by the 32nd; Lieutenant 
Cooke and Sergeant Keily boing the first at the gun, 
oF the Highlanders, Sergeant Young. bayonoted.

Qn tho 20th there wore three sorties, ‘Cha reserve 
was commanded hy Major Apthorp, a gallant oflcor 
who had done exeellynt xervics whilo connmanding 
Gubbins’s battory, Ie took xoveral guns, apiked 
othorg, and discovering two mines, had them blown 
up by Lieutenant Innes and Lieutonant Onseloy, 48th 
Native Infantry, who, aided by Sergeant Itggine, 
Madvas Tusiliova, captured n large gine Che Honows 
able Licutenant Trager, Captain Galway, Lioutonant 
Aitkin, 13th Native Tafantry, and Lieutenant Clove. 
land particularly distinguished themsalves, Major 
Apthorp had boon perfootly successful in clearing and 
oxamining all tho enemy's gune in front of Gubbina’s 
garrison, ‘Lhe detachment tmder hia command, con~ 
sisting of six offloors nnd 100 mon of the Mndins 
Fusiliers, had lost four killed and four wounded, 

Among tho latter ] regrab to namo May Luena, a 
travellor and speculator, who had coma to Indla 
more for pleasnro than business. Ilo had safely 
come within our ontronchmonts, but in vetynung to 
aid in bringing in the captured gums he was shot, 
Ifo expired an hour after his yoturn, 

The socond sortio was commanded by Capinin 
M'Cabe of the 82nd Regiment, and direoted by 
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Lieutenant 4J, C. Anderson, Major Simmons also 
led o party of the Sth Fusiliers (H.M.’s). A great 
number of the enemy were killed, and the objects of 
tho sortie fully attained, Unfortunately, Captain 
M'‘Cabo was morlally wounded. This was indeed*a!< 
sovere loss, Next to Captain Fulton, this officer waa 
one to whom we had most reason to be giateful 
during the siege for the zeal, gallantry, and devotion 
with which he aided in the defence? Brigadier 
Inglis in him lost one of his most able advisers and 
moat trusted friends, Captain M‘Cabe fell while 
leading his fourth sortie, A braver soldier never 
stopped. Poor gallant Major Simmons was also 
killed, and mine others killed and wounded besides, 
Tieutenant Anderson, aided by Captain Fvans (ai- 
tached to artillory), here again did good service, He 
plow up three large houses, whence we had most 
suffored, destroyed the principal musketry cover of . 
the enemy between the Cawnpore battery and Byi- 
gadéMicsay oud demolished the guns in front of¢thes . 
former, f ot 

Tho third sortie was under the direotion, as guiding 
officer, of my commanding officer, Lieutenant Gray- 
don, 41st Native Infantry, and was composed of 150 
officers and men of H.M/s 84th, 64th, and 6th 
Regiments, under tho command of Captain Shute,

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A patty undor Tdontonant Edmonatone of tho 
$2nd algo accompanied this column, Thoy issued 
from on outport at carly dawn, and proceorled 
dowards the tron bridge, stormed Uo house known ag * 
Mrs Lira shop, closo to our gairison, where Lieu- 
tenant Tulloch, who accompanied them, after ov 
mén had auccoeded in driving tho enemy ont and 
killing a groat number, blow up thoiy favourite gun 
called Tauchminya, which had been captured by the 
instngonts at Chinhutt, and which had played with 
auch fatal effect upon our garrison and the Rostdenoy.. 

Lioutenant Graydon’s ordor to ocoupy thé chousos 
nem tha iron bridgo, and nom: tho lane commended 
by our outpost, was unfortunately not executed, ‘The 
consequence waa, thal the insurgent guards tharo, 
who in their first surprise had fled aorosa tha rivor, 
on recovoring from tholr panio, reocoupied thom, and 
fired at our men murderous volloya, Wo loat no fewdt 
than thirty-five mon, killed and wound, exnotly the

Opposition made, fired, but before he had time to 
pull the trigger, a woman interposed her body between 
the old ‘man’s, and received the bullet in her breast. 
The map was bayoneted afterwards, ” 

On this day one of the Madras Fusiliers was saved 
from the most dangerous position imaginable, and the 
most horrible of all deaths. On tho afternoon of the 
2th he had beon suddonly out off from the soxtie 
party which he had aggompanied, To return to,the 
Renldepoy: wasedmpossible ea considerable foroqsof 
the enemy having taken up a position between him 
and hie comrades, andhe therefore thought the best 
plan was to escape inte a house and endeavour to 
return at night. But the houso, too, was occupied, 
ond unwilling to fall alive into the hands of the in- 
pene he threw himself into a well, Fortunately

On tho Ist Octobor, wider the per ronglstypor tnvonte 
dence of Colonicl Napier, an oxperienagtl | and tay’ 
able officer, whose” cool judgmont and optirage., 
elicited the praigo of all the offloaris and mon who® 
acted under him, tho position to thé *lost of “tho 
Cawnporo battory was attacked by wa They wero 
of all tho corpa, and wore commanded by Major » 
Taliburton, Her Majosty'a 78th 5 Caplaiy Shuto, lor 
Majoaty’a bth; and Captain Railoa, Madras Tualliors 
* and constalod of about 670 men, They ocoupied on 
that day tho honaos to the loft and front of Phillips's 
battory, tho point they designed to alorm, and one of 
tho onemy's strongest positions, Lieutenant Groom, 
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with bis Madras Fisilions, had, in a most gallant 
manner, led the advance. Colonel Napier, then re- 
atraining the ardour of his mon, remained in the same 
position all night, and attacked the battery next day. 

The assault had boen so carefully and scientifically 
planned by Colonel Napier, that we lost only two 
skilled and eleven wounded. It was stormed by our 
men with their usual gallantry, three guns were taken 
and burst by Lieutenants Limend, Innes, and 
Tulloch, Engineers, and the house in the garden was 
desoyed. Major Ipliburton here particularly dis-

Brigadier Inglis, who alill continued to command 
our garrison, aud Genoral Ilevelock, who had the 
command of tho palaces ocoupicd hy hia forao, ore 
ably cavrying out Sir Jaimea's inatruations @ repair 
the dofonoos of the old position, and mako battorles 
and entronchmenta for the new, . 

The onginecring oporntiona of the old garriadn 
wore suporintonded by Lioutenant J. G, Ancerson,- 
garrison ongincor, actively scoondod by Lientonant 
M'Leod Innes, by Lioutonant G, Iutohingon, who 
was attached lo tho Engincers, by Tddubonant Hay 
ond Liculenant Tulloch, assistant fold ongineons, 
The buildings which had given ws shelter ware Hany ! 
of thom in a very precarious atate, and thera ward 
several breaches in the walls, 

Owlng to the great numborof camp-followera; suoh 
as dooly-boavora, cnmol-drivers, hullock-drivars, gyoas, : 
and grassouttors, which had como.in with the Oude 
EHiold Vorae, and were plroad at the disposal of Briga- 
dicy Inglix, our labour ‘went on far more rapidly than 
hefore, Our sopaya, luo, though in time of ponoe they r 
would have urged their caste ag a ronson for not putting 
thelr hands to the spade, worked now right willtigly. 

‘Two larga gaps on eithor side of the Brigade Mesa, 
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which had been? dissing ‘the. siege so gallantly de- 
fended by Colonel Masters and his garrison of officers, 
wore now fepaired, Earth-works ayd barricades were 
also thrown up at our outpost, and the Sikh Square, 
and, tho Cawnpore battery. The latter was greatly 
impro¥d; the platform being made low. The left 
sidé was formed into 4 gun-battery, armed with two 
18-pounders and «a 9-pounder, and the left into a 
‘astrong musketry battery. 
« + Towards our outpost (Innes’) our position had also 
‘been extended. The mound commanding it, where 
we had sufferéd so much in the early part of the siege, 
aad been*how taken possession of, The enemy had 
seriquely - rhdlested us during a feeble attack they’ 
matlowi us in the middle of October 3 and we were 
warned tS prepare for its capture. It was easily 
_ offected, Wo lofi at five in the evening, and silently 
stole wp, with bayonots-fixed, and ow: muskets loaded. 
,On we-wenteniader a” "audden dash, and :found4— 16~ 
Body, sdWrinbtergn salotdulaugh, and» dongrasilated 
ouradlvagion thé “eade” with: which the ‘conquest waa 
effected, The enenty had apparently only ocoupied 
. themound temporarily, on. extraordinary oconsions, 
In our hands the mound soon became one of our 
strofige& positions, Lieutenant Hutchinson, who 
conducted tho operations,-was indefatigable, and 
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by bis porsonal oxortiona, pushed on tho works 
during the night as well ag tha day. Tho tomb. 
stones on iG for it had beon a Mohammedan come. 
tory, wore made use of Lo Herve aa bastions; and deap 
trenches were dug to ensure the anfety of our going 
to it from Tnnos's, ‘Tho position had been racom~ 
monded by Lioutonant Graydon, who commanded 
our outpost, Thia officer was over going about re- 
modying defvols; and suggesting and auporintonding 
any possible improvementa in our defences, 

Tho mound commanded the iron bridge, Ils 
shop; ond the houses adjacont to it, Towards tho 
onomy’s ‘sido it was naturally atoop, and difleult of no 
coat, An attack wpon it hy the insurgents world bave 
heon repulsed with tho groatest caso by ile garrison, 
A mosque to the right of it, and likewise command 
ing our outpost, had also boon tekon up aa ono of 
our position, Zt had sheltered the enemy’s riflemen 
in groab nunborx, and wo had beon partioularly 
exposed lo thelr murketry from thet direction, 

A sergeant of the 82nd, namod Purdoll (a man who 
had alwaya boon foromoat, not only in fighting, but aleo 
in tho poaceable ocoupations of onrrying ont sani- 
tary improvoments in onr garrlaon), a voluntoer, 
Mr. Alono, and myself, had beon ordered to pub up a 
barricade in an oxposed place, during a hot fre of 
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thé enemy. ‘The sorgeant fell dead at our fee, 
struck by a rifle ball in the forehead. This event 
stimulated our oaptain in his endeavours to obtain 
possession of tho mosque. A gun was brought to 
boar on it, and we occupied it the next day, It 
was well barricaded, and earth was thown on the 
dad bodies of the insurgents who had there fallen 
by our hands, 3 

Our captain, Graydon, was soon afterwards shot, 
while superintending some works on the mound, 
Ifo reesived o xifle bullet in his beast, and expired 
nexl day.’ Biavo, active, and kind to all those he 
had commanded, his was, indeed, a serious loss, In 
him, wo in the garrison had all lost a fiend, and 
thd news of his death cast a gloom over it for many 
days, Lieutenant Thaine, his second in command, 
succeeded Lo tho command of these important garri- 
sons of Innes’s outpost, the mound, and tho mosque,

sévernl were wounded. I remember oxily the naines 
of young Insign J. Hearsey and Mr. Volkers, a 
olvilian, Poor My. Erskine, too, who had been 
wotndéd at the storming of Alumbagh, died about 
the end of October, Ie had dwindled down to a 
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skoloton, and was so obangod that he oonld no 
longer be vecognixed by his friouds, ‘To ona of them 
who had visilod im in hoapitel, he whispered «Tt 
ig hard to dio ro young, but the grief of my 
poor mothor, when sho herva of my doath, ia what 
afllicla mo most.” : 

Aloa! how many many toara will be shed for 
thoso fallon at Lucknow 3 how many paronts will be 
childless, —- how many widows have beon made #0 
by this oruel war,— how many sisters have to moun 
tho loss of their bravo brothors! On the other 
hand, how they who will hear of tho anfoty of thelr 
gona, hushanda, and brothors, will have rangon to 10+ 
joico! hoy may indeed bo grateful Lo Providendg ; 
fox their door ones have beon given to them « seoond 
timow How we over oxoaped fs something T cannot 
comprehend even now, 

Jn my numorous walke round our old Intrenchmenta | 
and into our nely positiona, 2 could never withhold 
my adiniation at the enormona labour the Ineurgonta 
had widergono, not only tn their offensive but in défon« 
aive opornlions, Refore their battorias, deep trenches, 
somo twonty foot deep and three feat wide, wore 
excavated, Taddera wore placed at intervals for sen- 
trles to go down and geo thab our minos did nob go 
under their batteries, Deep tronches interasated oud 
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another all round us, along which tho rebels could 
craw) unperceived to the very edge of our entrench- 
ment, Some of the batteries were within forty yards 
of us, and all were well and stoutly made, How we re~ 
aistod all these is truly a wonder. The right hand of 
the Lord is manifest in all this plainly enough, forin + 
spite of all our courage, we could never have kept 
them out, ; 

The chief engineer, Captdin Crommelin, mean- 
while superintended the defonsive works of the new 
palnces, With the minors placed at his disposal 
he goon foiled most of the enemy’s mining opera~ 
tions, and sunk shafts and began galleries in every 
dixection, In carrying out these labours he owed 
much to the energy and courage of Lieutenant 
Ruasell, hig Major of Brigade; Lioutenant Limond, 
the only engincer officer under his command; Lieu. 
tenant Hutchinson, directing engineer; Captain 
Onkog, 8thyyNative Infantry; Lieutenand Hall; Ist 

* habtdlion dualliexe »-Teutenant Tulloch; Mi Golde 
worthy, Lievtonant A, Ohalmers, and MivKavanagh, 
assistant: fidld engineers; and among the non~com- 
missioned officers and men, who acted as ovorseers, 
Sergeants Duffy and M‘Ialo, Corporal Torey, af the 
Madras Fusiliers; Baylon of Her Majesty’s 8th Fusi- 
liors; and of the 82nd, Sergeants Farrer, Banetta, 
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and Callimore, and Corporal Dowling, who, during 
the fiat sioge, had roveral times distinguished hin 
olf, Ifo alao connected the Tehree Kothee, Chulter 
Munail, and Feradiuksh together, forining a laby- 
xinth of gardena and courtyards, without flanking do. 
foncos, and pul them in position to resist the onemy 
up to Sir Colin Campbell's arrival, In o military 
point of viow thoy wore nob nocossnry, but they 
afforded ow oops and camp-followers tho best 
shellor they could have had, ‘Tho Residonoy was 
alroacly far Loo crowded Lo roaoive into it many more 
inmates. 

On several oocagions, nolwithatanding tho vigilanco 
of Captain Crommelin and his subordinates, tho 
onomy succeeded in blowing up portions of our walls, 


and wo lost several good and valiant men by these - 


explosions, Gonerally, however, their minea were 
innocuous, and were countermined and blown up by 
our engineering dopartment, nol unfroquently the 
minors with thom, Renoontros between our minors 
and tho onomy’s occasionally took place, Ours gone» 
rally surprised Uhem, and wero of coursa always suc 
cossful in those contexte wuder ground, ‘ho Sikhs of 
Captain Braayer, aoparatod though they were by only 
f vory narrow passago from the onomy, world dhoix 
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own mines and defended their position in spite of the 
hoavy fire of muskelsy direotod against them, 

‘Tho ohemy had once event penetrated into their 
own enclosure. Iwas at tho time not far from the 
point of attack, and being unarmed, most narrowly 
risked being shot or made prisoner; but our men drove 
thom back with immense slaughter. No less than a 
hundred dead bodies were afterwards dragged away 
hy our sweepors and thrown into the river, but more 
than three times that number must have been carried 
off by their comrades, ‘The 5th Fusiliers, the 78th 
Tighlandors, and tho Sikhs rushed on them, inter- 
copted them in some of our passages, and finally 
cleared the palaces of them. 

Captain Crommelin algo ereoted several strong and 
scientifically built batteries; one, tho Cavalior bat~ 
tery, directed against tho moro castern buildings of 
the enemy, was a porfect ohef.d'anwre of enginesring 
operations under difficulties. Trenches out here and + 
thre protected the soldiers going from ona plavextorie 
anothew Duting all these works, Colonel: Napier,' 
tho chief of the staff; was invaluable. I cannot ex« 
press greater admiration of hia services than by com- 
paring hitn to the late excollent Captain Fulton. 
Like that gallant officer, he was ever present at all 
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~ tho points of operations, advising, directing, and on- 
couraging all. 
According to General Qutraim’s report to Cloneral 
Mansficld, chief of Sir Colin Campboll’s staff, twonty~ 
one shafts, aggregating 209 feet in dopth, and 5201 
feet of gallery, had been exeanted. The enemy ad- 
vanced twonty mines againat the palaces and oytposts, 
Of these thoy oxploded three, which canaed no logs 
of life, and two which did no injury; seven had been 
blown in, and owt of soven others the enemy had been - 
driven, and thelr gallories taken possession of hy our 
minors, resulta of which the engineor’s department 
may woll be proud.

musket and Hnfiold rifle, fusoos for shells, quick and 
slow matcher, wads, anoks for sandbags, &o, wore 
propared, Tho shots and shells wore pilod yp, and 
tho aparo wood, lead, and iron collected from the 
palacos. Captain ‘Thomas, commissary of ordnance, 
had tho-auporintendonce of this labour, * 
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‘Dr. Scott, the suporintending surgeon, busiod him- 
self in making arrangements for the comfort of tho 
sick and wounded. A yoomn-in the” emambardh sof 
the Begum Kothoo had been matle-:over=sbiy sthe 
Brigadier for the reception of wounded officers; ‘and? 
the jail had beon converted into a convalescent 
hospital, ‘Tivo large tents were pitched before the 
genoral hospital, to give sheltor to tho vory large 
uutnber of wounded who had hitherto been crowded 
into ono room, Bods and beddings were also:mado:

T havo already alluded to the commissariat re- 
duotions, and their absolute necessity. I should, 
howeyor, mention that praise is due to tho economy 
enforced by Captain James, the assistant-commissary- 
genoal, and Captains Boileau, 71h Light Cavalry, 
and Vanrenon, commissariat officers, as well ag to 
Mx Yorbury, tho head assistant in the dopartmenté 
Fox thalOutle-field: forces; Captain MeBenn efficiently:

‘fh the. palaces similar improvements were carried 
out, and Dr, Ogilvie, tho Sanitary Commissionor, now 
again Locame notive enough. In every corner of the 
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gardens and outhouses were dead bodies at ona tima 
to bo acon, in the most horrible and cisgualing posl- 
tiona, and with the most frightful wounds about them, 
Sovoral of them were Afticans, ‘These were dragged 
hy ropes to tho river side and thrown into tho Goom- 
100; horses wore buried, aud clownliness again onforced 
as much ag possible, 

The palacos, as I have alrondy observed, were con- 
tinuing to bo fortified aa much ns lay in tho power 
of our officors, ‘Che cnomy’s fio and attaoks soomod 
now more directo at thera new ontronchmonts than 
at the old onos Captain Lockhart and his gallant 
78th Tlighlandors had to dofend a vory dangerous 
and oxposed posl, ant so had Captains Rattray, 
Wade, and Moorsome, Tho latter officer had placed 
& piquet at a building commanding tho Khoa bazam;, 
whose long colonnados formed a complote atroot 
Our piquet house was blown up by the enemy; and 
during tho attack of the 6th, to which T have alrondy 
alludad, in which the insnrgenta were ao completely 
Gofeated, Liontenant-Colonel Prunell and Captain 
Moorsomo particularly didinguishod thomeolves, 

The enemy, howevor, could not then be driyen out 
of a portion of the palaces, which they had main- 
tainod possession of afler having exploded a mine. 
Colonel Napior, accompanied by Coloncls Purnell and 
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Moorsome, however, reconnoitred the enemy’s posi- 
tion ono dark night with perfeot success, and Lieute- 
nant Russell, of the Engineers, was then directed to 
attempt to blow up the mosque which the enemy 
maintained, Ife was porfoctly successful; a great 
number of insurgents wore blown into the air, and 
wo obtained a capital point to command the Khas 
bazaar from, ‘This was maintained by the daring 
Colonel Purnell (H.M. 90th), in spito of every at- 
tempt of the enemy to drive him out. 

Captain Brasyer with his Sikhs, Captain Galway 
with his Madras Fusiliers, Lieutenant Meara with his 
6th Fusiliers, and Captain Shute with his 64th, and 
Captain Willis and his 84th men, maintained also 
very difficult: positions in the new entrenchments. 

Wo now hoard that Sir Colin Campbell, urged by 
Sir James Outram, was approaching Lucknow. ‘The 
joy which this news diffused is more easily imagined 
than desorihed. We thus looked foxwaxd to oartoin 
relief, qud-alveady anticipated the pleasure we should, 
havo in again.aéeing ot friends in other stations.in, 
India; for we doubted not that we should be per- 
mittiod to leave with the ladies and the wounded, for 
none of us either desired or contemplated the entire 
evacuation of Oude, 
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Owing to the excellent arrangomouls carried ont 
by Captain Aloxander, Orr, and Carnegio, at tho head 
of tho Tntolligonco Dopaitinont, many mossengors 
could bo despatched, who were ablo not ouly bo reach 
thoix dostination bul alko to Ling in replies bo the 
lotiers of our genoraly, Wo thus learnt Unt Sir 
Colin Campbell had arvived.at Alumbagh on tho 10th 
of Novembor, and had yoliaved tho gallant littl 
garrison that had heon besieged there, but who had 
many more luxurics than wo had. ‘ho natives, 
sorvants, ond camp followers, however, most of thom, 
had dosorled on account of there not being auMotont 
wheat in the storo-rvoom. ‘They all had to work at 
the fortifications, which thoy carried on with great 
vigour, noy did thoy receive any rations until thay 
had performed a cortain amount of labour, 

Our authorities had invented o capital way of com« 
municating with the Alumbagh by means off different 
colomed flags, the key having beon tranemitled by a 
apy. ‘Lhis superseded tho necesuity of sending mos. 
aengora through a hostile couniry, and wo could con~ 
vorso from the terrace of tho Residency somewhat in 
tho samo way as ships signal to oach othor, but far 
loss perfeolly, And hore I would take this oppor 
tunity of reoommonding tho advisability of our com~ 
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anders being furnished with signal books, liko those 
published by Lioyd’s, Had we had those means of 
communication during‘ thé flkst slege, what anxiety 
would have boen spared to us!

Prans wero to be forwarded to Sir Colin Campbell ; 
but as, it was necessary that he should have thom 
explained by somo intolligont porson, who could give’ 
him-overy information respooting the different 
looalitiogy and who could nob as a guido in whom 
every confidence could bo reposed, Mi, Kavanagh, 
a civilian, who had alrondy distinguished himself in 
sevoral sortios, which ho accompanied in his onpadily 
as assistant-field ongincor, volunteored to go himaalf 
into tho Commander-in-Chief’s camp: and, not» 
withstanding the very great dangora he would havo 
to faco, trusting in his own courage and hia good 
fortumo, he set out, and auecooded in resohing Sir 
Coli Campbell in enfoty, Had he fallen into the 
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onemy’s hands he would undoubtedly havo suffered 
a death of the most refinod oruéliy which these 
barbarian insurgonts could invent. Buk I will let 
My. Kavanagh tell his own story, 


“ Narrative of my escape from the British Entrenchment 
at Luohknow to the Camp of Sir Colin Campbell near 
Ruanes, for the purpose of acting as his Guide in his 
advanoe for the veliof of the besiegett Garrison, 


“Whilo passing through tho entrenohmont of Luok- 
now about ton o'clock A.t. on tho 9th instant, I leamné 
that a spy had come in from Cawnpore, and that ho was 
going back in tho night es far as Alumbagh with dos. 
patches 10 THis Excelloncy Sir Colin Campboll, tho 
Commander-in-Chiof, who, i6 was said, was approaching 
Lucknow with fivo or six thousand man 

“T sought oul the spy, whogonamois * * * #

The old soldier 
svas as plonsod as myself whon ho heard {rom whence I 
had come, and ho was good enough to sond tivo of hia 
mon to conduot mo to the enmp of tho advanced guard, 
An officer of H, M. 9th Lancers, who was visiting his 
piquets, mat mo on tho way, and took mo to hia toni, 
whoro I got dry stockings and irougora, and, what I 
much noodod, a glass of brandy, a quo Iliad not tasted 
for noarly tive months, 

TI thanked God for having safely conducted mo 
through this dangerous ontorprige, and Kunoujeo Lal for 
tho courage and intelligence with whioh ho had conduoted 
himeolf during this trying night. Whon wo woro quos» 
Honiod ho lot mo sponk ns little ng possible, Io always 
had a ready answor; and T feel that £ an indebted to 
him in @ great morauro more than to myasoll for my 
oscapo, It will give mo gront entisfaotion to hear that 
ho has boon suitably rowarded, 

“Tn undortaking this entorpriao, I was natuated by a 
soneo of duty, bolioving that I could bo of uso to his Foxe 
cellenoy, tho Commandor-in-Chiof, whon appronching, 
for its roliof, tho hesteged garrison, which had horoieully 
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rosisted tho attack of thirty time’ its own number for 
nearly five months, within a weak and irregular en- 
tvenchment; and secondly, becnuso I was anxious to 
perform somo service which would onsure to me the 
honour of woaring our most gracious Majesty's cross. 

“My rocoption by Sir Colin Campbell and his staff 
wns cordial and kind to the utmost degreo; and if I 
noyer have moro than the remembrance of their con- 
desdension and of tho heartfelt congratulations of Sir 
Jamos Outram and of all the officers of his garrison, on 
my safe return to them, I shall not repine; though, to bo 
sure, having tho Victoria Cross would make me a prouder 
and a happier man.

The flag hoisted next day at twelve o'clock on the top 
of the Alumbagh building apprised us of Kavanagh’s 
safe arrival, Tvery one was delighted at this, and 
none more so than Sir James Outram, I visited 
Mie Kavanagh, and congratulated her on tho sucoass 
which had attended hor husband's dangerous exper 
dition, TI fourid her voxéd and annoyed, and yet 
delighted ; and sho had reason to be so, No reward, 
indeed, would be too great for this brave man; and 
as neither Sir Colin nor Sir James has forgotten 
his services, he will doubtless not have reason to 

x4 
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yegret having exposed his life fox the public good. 
Hvory oivilian in the garxison felt proud that this on 
terprise had beon undertaken by a non-military man 
but at the same time there was no officer ox soldier 
who envied him the honour ho had earned for 
himself, and tho good fortuno which is of course in 
store for him, 

Tdeutenant Hutchingon meanwhile continued mi- 
ning and countermining from Loolchavt’s poat, areoting 
cannon~pioof barricades, and making loopholes along 
the walls, so as to command the Khas bazaar, This 
officor showed the most consummate skill and the 
moat unflinching courage throughout the very danger- 
ougand difoult operations ho was oarrying on against 
the enemy. Even when the ingurgents succeeded 
in exploding their mines, Lieutenant Hutchinson's 
meagures were so well taken that they gained nothing 
by them. Being prepaved againat all contingencies, 
barricades, where breaches had been effected, were 
erected, expoditiously, carofully, and silontly, On 
several oocasions he had reasons to congratulate him. 
self on the eminent success which attended him in 
these diffloult undortakings, The onomy's shafts 
were dostroyed in all direotions, thoir miners killed, 
and listening galleries overywhere prepmed, In thase 
operations Lieutenant Hutchinson wad _alded by 
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Lisutenant Tulloch ; Sergeant Day, 82nd; Lieutenant 
Hay, 78th Ilighlanders; and Corporal Thompson, of 
the same corps, 

As Sir Colin approached the city, our dffensive 
operations to assist the Commander-in-Chiof in ‘his 
movoments wore carried on with vigour, Opposite 
the Cavalier battery were tho buildings of the Moty 
Mahal palaces, called the Hin Khana (or “deer- 
house”); the Kal Khana (or “engine-room”), the king's 
atable, and the house next to the observatory, sfor- 
meily the residence of Captain Bunbury, and now 
known as the mess-house, where the officers of the 
82nd used to dine before the outbreak, These mines 
had boon prepared by Captain Crommelin to effect 
breaches in the Him Khana. Unfortunately they 
had been charged for the 14th Nov., and the attack 
was delayed till the 16th. The powder, consequently, 
had become damped, and when they were fired did 
not explode:with: the expected foros, This ooourred 
ot tho Afternoon of the l6th, «91 tw apis Fo earas 

The one ab.-the worth corner of the advanced gar- 
den effected a breach; the contre mine failed, and the 
third, owing to ite having already reached 290 feet 
without aly-pipes, and nob being able to be examined, 
nor the distance to the wall of the Hirn Khana sur- 
veyed, exploded a few feet short, Tho guns of our 
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patterles were therefore required to batter down the 
walla, 

Lieut, Iuichingon, with a parly of tho 64th under 
Captain Adolphe Or, then sorlied oul, and took pos« 
seasion of tho house whero the latter had rosided, 
Lieutenant Tfall, with the 84th under Captain Willis, 
stormod the ILim Khana, and loopholed tho walla 
dividing it from the Kaiserbagh, Lioutonants Simond 
and Chalmers, accompanied by a detachment of the 
90th under Colonel Purnell, advanced to the engine- 
house, drove the onemy out of it, and took possossion 
of the most advanced building of that post ‘The 
enemy oponing their guns on it from the Kniserbagh, 
howover, compelled its abandonment, aud Colonel 
Purnoll ordered it to be bul, ‘The east wall of its 
baradurres, or great gateway, was loopholed by the en~ 
gineer officers, and during the night s battery created 
and a tronch-way mado to ow advanced gardens, 

Captains Russell and Oakes ab the same time ad» 
vanced upon tho king’s stablox, with a detachment 
of the 78th Tlighlanders, commanded by Captain 
Lockhart, They found the enemy hard pressed by 
our soldiers, fiom the Iti Khana, and rétroatings 
Many of tho 78th, unablo to restrain themeolves, 
rushed forward to follow up the flying rebels, and 
wore with difficulty made to give over the pursuit, 
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The position was then seoured, and made over 
to the chargo of Colonel Purnell and the 90th. 
Ticutenant Mcara and a detachment of tho Sth 
Fusiliers, and 100 men of the Sikh rogiment of 
Ferozepore commanded by Lioutenant Cross, at the 
samo time issued from other parts into the Him 
Khana, engine house and king’s stables. Major 
Eyre fiom one battory, Captain Olpherts from another, 
and Captain Mande from a battery of thygo mortars, 
firing simultaneously, did great damage if enemy's 
ranks, Our troops, so long inactive, h@d rushed on, 
determined to conquer or fall, andthey were auc- 
cessful in evory point. 

Those operations had been undertaken under the 
immediate orders and eye of Major-General ILavelock, 
and were intended to aid Sir Colin Campbell while 
oporating from tho Secundrabagh., Licutenant 0. W. 
Mavelock, 12th Irregular Cayalry, the General's 
nephew, and Lieutenants Moorsome, IIudson, atid 
Hargodd, on his staff, wore consploucus in offadtively 
carrying out the Genoral’s aid, In these oporation’ 
our loss was, two officers wounded ; seven non-com- 
missioned officers and men killed, and twenty-three 
wounded —- many, I regret to say, mortally and dan- 
gerously,

Sir Conin Caspar had meanwhile left Cawnpore 
on the Oth November, and joining the troops undor 
the command of Brigalior Ifopo Grant, pitehod his 
tenta at Bunnee about seven miles from Alumbagh, 
The forco consistad of eight guna of Captain Poal's 
Naval Brigade, teu guna of Torso Artilory, six light 
field guns, and the heavy fleld battery of tha Royal 
Artillery, Tor Majosty's 9th Lancers, detachmente of 
Sikh Cavalry and-Iudson’s Loree, and Hor Majesty's 
ath, 58rd, 76th, and 08rd regiments of Foot, two 
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regiments of Punjab Infantry, and a small body of 
Native Sappers and Miners; altogether about 2700 
infantry, and 700 cayaly., 4 

Aftor o brilliant charge by Lieutenant Gough, oom~ 
manding Ilodaon’s Irregular Horse, in which the enemy 
who had attacked the ndvanoed guard Had been beaten 
and despatched, the force moved on to the Alumbagh. 
Leaving his baggage there under the charge of the 
gallant 75th, Sir Colin, reinforced by about 700 more 
men, consisting of a detachment of Her Majesty's 28rd 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers and the 82nd Foot, together with 
two guns of Madras Artillery, some Royal Artillery- 
men, military train, and Royal Engineers, proceeded 
to the Delkusha (“ Heart's delight ”), a hunting onstlé 
of the former Kings of Oude, situated in a splendid 
and very extensive park, on an eminence of natural 
formation. 

The advanced guard, which had been reinforced 
by y compértien of the 6th, 64th, and 7 ath, ‘under 
Colonel Hass! Gb core, itd 
by o heavy musketity fire from thé ebienty, °He 
enemy wets defeated, driven across the canal whidh 
Intergeots the park, snd pardued past the Marti- 
niére College, which the enemy also were compelled 
to abandon, This building, known as Constantia 
House, is also in the centre of an extensive wood of 
mango trees, and capitally adapted for defence. T+ i 
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only half x milo from Delkuaha, Such torror did 
our mon, however, inapiro in the insurgents, that, 
afler a desullory fight of short duration, they finally 
abandoned it, and lefl it in possossion of ow mon, 
The Commandor-in-Chief then mado the Delkushar 
park his hoad-quartors, being provided with a fort. 
night's provisions for his own and our force, 

An attack of the enomy on his advanced guard was 
quickly repulsed by Captain Bourohior’s field babtary, 
Captain Peel’s heavy guns, 68-pounders, the d8rd, 
98rd, and the 4th Sikhs, and puraued by the 
Oth Lanvcors, This happened on the 12th; and on tho 
14th the rear-guard, commanded by Jieutonant- 
Colonel Ewart, Ifer Majesty's 98rd, with Captain 
Blunt's Horse Artillery, and Colonel Crawford, Royal 
Artillery, joined him, having been much molested by 
tho enemy's skirmishers, who hovered about him. 

On the 16th, according to preconcertod arrango~ 
monts, and in conjunction wilh Conoval Iavelock's 
movemonts, Sir Colin advanced towards us, through 
Scoundrabagh, with his wholo force, leaving tho 8th 
to protect his camp ab the Delkusha, Tho Sooun- 
drabagh ( Alexander's Garden”) is a vary extonsivo 
building, of strong masonry, in tho midat of a largo 
garden, encircled by a high wall,—now loop-holed in 
all diveotions,—and having barred windows all round, 
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Ita natural advantages for defenco were mado the most 
of by a now desporate enomy, who evidently had de- 
termined to defond it to the last. It had been strongly 
garrisoned by the insurgonts, a great number of whom 
ocoupied a village also, through which our force had. 
lo march to reach their destination, 

Brigadier the Ionowmable Adciian Hope first led up 
his column, Ag they advanced, a fire was opened 
upon our troops, who were consequently ordered to 
move on in skirmishing order. Captain Blunt’s Horse 
Artillery, and Captain ‘Travers’ Royal Artillery heavy 
field guns wore quickly brought up to answer the 
enemy’s fire, which they did most effectively, in spite 
of a galling musketry fire with which the insurgents 
welcomed them fiom Scoundrabagh as well as tho 
village. Brigadier Mope now gallantly dashed on- 
wards with his advanced guard, and afler  well-sus- 
tained resistance, drove the enemy oub of the latter 
position into the main building, 

To the leftof the village the onémy held aline-of 
banacks outside of the Scoundrabagh. This pointa 
patty of tho 08rd Highlanders, under Licutenant- 
Colonol Hay, and a detachment of the 53rd, under 
Captain Walton, attacked in the most daring manner, 
and, aided by Captain Blunt's gun, thoy dislodged the 
enemy, The Ilighlanders, who were the first in, thon 
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oooupied the barracks, while tho 68rd advanced in- 
skirmishing’ order on the plain, and cove the inauy. 
genta before them as they advancud, 

The Seoundrabagh itself was thon stormed, I 
believe — gnd this opinion is shared, I um confident, 
by every one who has been at: Lucknow —~ that. tho 
aazault upon Seoundrabagh is not surpassed by any 
action we read of in the annals of warfwe Our 
men were harassed and fatigued to a dugres; the 
forced:narchos they had had to make, the continued 
hardships: they had had to go through (owing to . the. 
amolluess of their numbers, the same mon had to per. 
form the same duties over and over again), the want of 
shelter, the unoensing marches and counter-marches, 
the:neceasity of being constantly on piquet duty and 
on the:qwi: vive, — all this had. prevented sleep: or! 
repose? but a fixed determination on thelr part. to! 
avenge their murdered countrymen, to do then, 
duty, and to. brave all obstacles in tha attainment: of. 
their olject, had spurred them on to unusual exortlons,: 

The enemy, on the other hand, hopolesa of obs: 
taining meroy, and each individually cortain of meats: 
ing an jgnomintous death, should they fall into our 
handa, were rendered desperate by thelr. situation, 
Fenatiolam and bigotry, and the vory fear of. us,: 
nerved them:on to reaiat to the death; andthe manner: 
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in whieh" they dofonded their stronghold pe that 
thay were ablo to keep their yodolutions 2s “> 
Butnothing could-dauht our nen” Pherabi sas 
hind boon ordered to lead tlie attndk,vindes thd’ gallitnt 
Lioutenant Pail, who fell while ‘heading’ his ‘day’ 
and the 93rd Highlanders, under Lioutenant-Colonel 
Gordoif the 681d, under Captain Walton, and a bat 
talion of détachments under Major Barnston (HI, Mi 
90th), were to:cover the attack of their'sable-brethren‘ 
in‘arms, ‘The Europeans, howeber; Had otspationée: 
enough for thiy, and jealous and fearful: lest the Sikhs: 
should” gain tho- greatest honour, they rushed madly 
on, ‘vying ‘with ench othor who should be first in, 
A} small: breach: had~-been effected in one of the 
walls, ‘and ‘only a small body could: rush in at: once, 

- Fortunately, the enemy had expected to be attacked: 
from quite a-different quarter, and the breach was-in: 
one. of the moxb-sveakly guarded. points,» Our-men 
oould;theveforop doiné dnidn‘cdrieldorable iunber, 
Fores “SUB HgRt ‘ppinaelAGRtlel Bo wielsittins 
hohpi fally! Xt. ioun? mort’ daghed:. iivitldeviquidlely 
as tho ‘nawoir -bredich!.pdimibtedy bub. that. was: nat: 
fast onongli for thoi: aroun’. ‘They ‘vent. under: tha: 
yory ‘loopholes of the enemy, and cunningly lying 
down whilo-the insurgents lot fly a-volloy at the oaps 
fixed on theit: bayonets, which our men put ‘up as & 
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target for tha time heing, they, as acon na the onemy’s 
five waa oxhanated, and before thoy could load again, 
tore down tho iron bara, broko up tho barrtoades, 
and jumped down from the windows in tho walls, 

The enomy rosisted desperately, but vainly, against 
their fury, Nob less than 2000 dond bodies wore 
counted noxt day. Tho slaughter had heen terrific, 
and the gateway, tha principal room, and the side 
chamber were liteally inundated with blood, and 
piled with the dead aud dying, No meroy waa 
shown; and if some wretch had, aa, howover, war 
rarely the cage, cowardice conaugh to throw down 
his arms and ane for pardon, nono waa given him, 
* Cawnpore ” was hissed into tho ont of every ono of 
the rebels before a thrust of the bayonol pub an ond 
to hig existence 

These operations had now gond on for nonrly throe 
houra, bub mora work waa yel in slore for onr 
gallant troops, Sir Colin Campboll had other laurels 
lo gain for Brigadior-Goneral Grant, who commanded 
a division, tho Naval brigado of Captain Peal, that 
had covored ilsalf with glory in every ongagement 
with tho enemy, and, in short, all the other brave mon 
of his army, While our attnol waa proceeding on the 
BScoundrabagh, they had beon molosted by a most 
murderous fire directed on them from an extensive 
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building, from which it was absolutely necessary for 
Sir Colin to dislodge the onemy. It was known te 
the Shah Nudjufl, and consisted of a large mosqua, 
having in tho contro 9 domed roof, with a paiva 
pol loopholed, and four minareis overtopping -the 
whole, and filled with sharpshooters. IL was situated 
in a fine garden of fruit trees, surrounded. by loop~ 
holed high walls, and likewiso defended by hosts of 
ingurgents, The ontiance had been blocked up 
with masonry, and in every point had heen moat 
carefully barricaded, loopholed, and fortified. 

Aguinat thoso buildings Captain Peol advanced with 
his heavy 68pounders within a fow yards of them, 
and, aided by a mortar battery and a field battery of 
Bengal Artillery; commenced ® very heavy cannonade. 
which was answered by a murdorous fire of the 
enemy's guns, who kept it up for threo hows wilh 
tolerable effect. Captain Peol’s gallant snilors were, 
however, aovered by the 98rd, who kept up an in~ 
consent abd. galling. anuskeluy -fira.on tho, remy 
Baigadier Tope then ledon his Lighlanders, and Major 
Baruston his battalion to the assatlt, They stormed 
iin the most brilliant manner, entered, and filled 
the Shah Nudjuff with the corpses of the eneiny. 
Our troops then ceased operations for tho day, and — 
reposed on the scene of action as much ag a continual 
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fire kopt up by tho enemy in the adjacent buildings 
permittod. ; 

On tho noxt day, tho 17th, the place known as tho 
Moss-house was onmmonaded by Captain Pool’s heavy 
guns. ‘This building, dofonded by a deep ditch and 
loop-holed mud wall boyond, is on a considerable 
eminence, and consists of a largo tivo-storied, flat 
terraced houso, flanked by two square turrets, Aflor 
Captain Peel’s 68-poundors, aided by sholls from 
the mortar battery in tho Feradbuksh, had done 
considerablo dumago to this position, Captain Tfop- 
kins’s detachmont of tho 63rd, a company of Captain 
Wolsoloy’s 00th Regiment, Major Barnston’s battalion 
undor Captain Guise (90th Regimont), and a portion 
of Sikhs under Lioutonant Powleti, stormed il, 
atvertounted all obstacles, effected an entrance, and 
onrried it with loud shout and o rush, 

Tho Observatory, or Bank’s houao, to tho vear of 
the Moss-houso, was next abtackol hy a parly of 
Sikhs, and laken, On thal and tho following day, 
Sir Colin Campboll from ono sido, and Genoral 
Navolock from ours, ovcupied all the houses betweon 
our now entronchinents, tho Moxs-houso, and tho 
Motymahal, 

To koop up a continued line of communication 
with the Dilkusha, was tho noxt objoct, and a 
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long chpin of posts was aftor some tedious and 
difficult oporations suecessfully made, In offecl- 
ing this purposo, the bravo Brigadior Russoll was 
soverely wounded, and his successor Colonel Bid~ 
dulph, almost immediately after, killed, Tiouto- 
nant-Colonol Tall (82nd) suceseded to the com- 
mand, and aided by Captain Bourchior’s guns, finally 
offedted his object. 

Scareely had they dono so, however, when tho 
cnomy mado a fierce atlack on our piquets at the 
Mess-houso, and tho party of ITighlandera undor 
Colonol wart in the huracks taken on tho 16th, 
Sir Colin himself advanced with bodies of IT, M. 
28rd and 68rd Foot, and reinforced tho piquets, 
supported by the gallant Captain Remminglon 
tnd his troop of ILorso Artillery, who played on the 
enomy with groat vapidity and hoautifnl procision. 

The rollef of Lucknow had boon offosted, and 
wo ‘ots soon to bo free, Sir Colin, while tho fixe 
waa still very Heavy oh tho dftornoon of tho 17K} 
waa met by Sir James Outram and General Ttavelock, 
A loud Jong shout groeted tho genorals and thoir 
staff ag they shook hands, amidat heartfoll cordiality, 
with Sir Colin Campboll. Proud indecd must Sir 
Colin have been at the suceoss which had crowned 
all his measures, and which stamped him as one of 
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the first generals of the age, Tho enemy had beon 
foiled in every instance, and, notwithstanding hfs 
desperation, vigilance, aud unquestionably excallent 
inanwuvrers, had suestunbed ta the Commancer-tn+ 
Chiof’s superior goneralship, and the indomitable 
valour and undaunted counge of ow: troops, 

Sir Colin Campbell received tho hearty thanka and 
congratulations of Sir James with evident satisfaation ; 
and General Havoluok, not leas delighted and proud, 
havangued the troops who had so gallantly carried 
ontall the Commnander-in-Chiel’s brillfant mancoyvres, 
in that concise and yot soul-atirring language for which 
he was 0 well known by hia soldicrs, While yet 
speaking, his attention was thawn to the placa whore 
lis only son had just fallen, wounded by o musket 
ball from’ the enemy. Though his father’s hoart 
must have been then ‘bledding with anguish, ‘and 
heating with curlosily ta know the naturé of the 
wound, tho* General, with wonderful soelf-command, 
continued his discomse without interruption, and 
then. only amidst the cheera of the mon, ‘ho ‘wore 
unacquainted with the sed event which had just hap- 
pened, loft. to visit his wounded son, Iortunately it 
was only a slight wound, and.he soon recovered pis 
‘the offeots of it, 

“Plie Commander-fn-Ohiet’s uccesstul operaticns 
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had given all his officers ‘and men_ opportunities 
to distinguish themselves, which none of them failed 
to seize... Major-General Mansfield, Chief. of the 
Staff, Brigadier General Hope Grant, Capt. Peal, 
of the Naval Brigade, Brigadier Greathead, of Agra 
and Qawnpore celebrity, had earned fresh laurels, 
which they now shaved with Brigadier Crawford, R.A. 
commanding the Artillery, Brigadier Little, com~ 
manding the Cavalry, Brigadier. Russell, who un- 
fortunately had been severely wounded, and Briga- 
dier the Hon, Advion Elope. 

Six Colin Campbell, in grateful ucknowledgment 
of the intelligence, activity, skill, and courage of the 
Artillery in the field, honourably mentions, in his 
despatches of the 18th November, Major Turner, 
commanding tha Bongal. Artillery; Captains Rem~ 
mington and Blunt, aommandiug troops of Horse 
Avtillory of the same sorvice; Captain Maxwell, B.A, 
attached, to,..the:-Noval: Brigade j,. Captain... Tyavers, 
commanding. Royal: Avtillery ; Onptaing Middlatén; 
RA, and Bourchier, B.A., both commanding horse 
field battorles; Oaptain Longden, R.A,, commanding 
mortar battery; Lieutenant Vaughan, R.N., and 
Lieutenant Walker, B.A., commanding a demi field 
battery; Lieutenants Ford and Brown, command- 
ing the heavy field battery of Royal Artillery, 
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aflor tho doath of tho lamonted Captain Tandy ; 
and Tioutenant Bridge, commanding two guna of 
Madras Hosa Artillery, 

Sir Colin parlionlarly notioes lwo the acting Chiof 
Enginoor, Liewtonant Tenmox, Ri, and Lioutenant 
Scott, Madras Tingineers, commanding sappora and 
miners, as woll as Major Ouvry, commanding 9th Lan. 
cors; Major Rolortaon, commanding Military Train ; 
Captain Tindo, IMs 8th Regiment; Lieutenant. 
Colonel Wolls, 28rd Tusiliers; Iuientenant-Colonel 
Gordon (03rd), commanding TLM\« 63rd Regiment; 
Tdeutenant-Colonel Molo, TNMs 82nd Regiment ; 
Lieutenant-Colonel Leith Mny, 08rd Mighlanders ; 
Lioutenant~Colonel Tmilton, 78th Ifighlandors, 
commanding Isbbattalion of detachmonts; Major 
Baunaton, HM’s, 90th Rogimont, commanding and 
battalion of ‘datachmenta (dangerously wounded);

4, Sir Colin thus concludes his despatoh :-— 


“The numbor of Oflicors monttoned in this despatoh 
may appoar large; but the force employod was com- 
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posed “of many dotnchmonta, and tho particular sorvieo 
was caloulnicd to draw forth the individual qualittes of 
tho officers engaged.” 

The Commandar-in-Chiof’s suacesses had not heen 
won without heavy loss on his side: 122 offloera and 
men were killed, and 346 woundod, of whom many 
subsequently died of thoir wounds; in all, 467 
Jdllett atid woundod, Of theso, 10 officors wore killed, 
and 88 officers wounded, Sir Colin Campbell bimaclt 
waa wounded, but fortunately only slightly. ‘Tho Het 
of casualties contains tho names of many gallant and 
bravo officora who had covored themselves with glory s 
and among the wounded (of whom T {mat most will 
live to have other opportunitios of distinguishing 
théfnselves), I regret that I have nota list of tho gl 
Idnt’ndntdommidstoned ofeors and mon, who had pers 
formed doods of hevoiam even where all wore bravo,

Tum dolight with which we hailed Siv Colin Camp- 
hell's army, waa only equalled hy that which wo ox 
porlenced, on. the amival of General Navelogk’s, gal- 
lant goldiona, 

We were soon to be free— we wore soon to taste 
the aweota of liberty again— we were 1o know what 
plenaures life had yet in store for us. An orange was 
brought in ; it tasted deliciously, A loaf of bread and 
nome fresh butter was given us No epicure ever en- 
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joyed a meal with greator rolish than wo did this 
simple food. Somo rum wos handed to us Tho 
most oxqttisito Liquor was nover drank with suoh 
real onjoymont. 

Buta alill greater pleasure was yol to come, Sevo- 
ral cart-loads of letters and newapnpars had unvived, 
So long debarred from all intercourso with the rosé 
of the world, we looked forward to news from our 
friends with tho most painful anxiety. I was fortu. 
nate onough io receive about a dozon letters, and 
more were yel in the poxt office, which was crowded 
with anxious inquirers for letters Lo Uneir addross, 

My poor brothor had long thought me dead. Tle 
had written to half a dozon people at Lucknow to 
kriow what had become of mo, and implored me, 
alieuld I be still alive, to como down to Caloutin At 
once, ‘There wero letlors from Europe, tooj—from my 
parents, from my sister, from other Srienda, for. 
warded last July, and detained in the army poat 
offs for five months, ‘They wero anxlows onough 
at home, bub they had no idea of my belug in the 
very midsb of tho dangova which had threatened 
India ‘Tho letlors had been forwarded by my 
brother at Caloutte, and a lottor of oradit on a frond 
thon ab Cawnpore, was onclosod. ‘This was fortunate, 
fox Thad no money, having been robbed, by a friend, 
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of a bag containing a hundyod rupees, 1 had no 
cvidence to prove tho theft, but J was convinced 
ib way —--— who atolo it, 

Lady Inglis, in her jou.nal, desoribes this period 
in simple but graphic torms :— ' 

“To-day (18th Noy.) wo havo hada quantity of English 
latlors, tho first wo havo had for six months, ‘Tho yory 
sight of thom made me fosl quite bowildored, and I have 
not yob boen ablo to road moro than one. I nood not say 
how much T have thought of you all—how many, many 
and hearts and homes there must be in England just now’ 
and really ab present ono cannot sce an ond to our 
tyoublos, ‘ho wholo of Bongal is in such on unsotiled 
stato that no ono can toll whon or whord no fresh dis- 
durbance may broak out. Sir Colin is much liked ; he is 
living now oxactly as 0 private soldior, takes his rations, 
and lics down whenovor ho can to vost. ‘This tho mon 
liko, and ho is a fino soldior. A Commandor-in-Chiel 
just now has indecd no onviablo position,” 


Soveral of our companions in misfortune, howovor, 
who had survived the grontest dangors, and had oven 
joined in the welcome to Gonoral Elavolook’s force, 
novor shaved these pleasures, Among those ] muat 
name Mr. R, Camoron, a gentleman of considerable 
menus and greal information, who died of dysontery, 
brought on by fatigue and bad living, Ife had visited 
Oude to inquire into tho rosources of the country, 
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and had entered into somo commorolal apeculations in 
conjunotion with Caplain W. W. Neod, who had boon 
killed in tho boginning of tho siege, During Une slogo 
ho had boon attached to the Post OMes garrtyon, and 
had mado himevlf partioularly usoful in voluntooring 
for all sorta of Satigue parlios aud expeditions of 
dangor, Ho had alsa, withoutany proviously acquired 
knowledge of mortar practiou, hacoma an oxaellont 
artillery officor; and owing to the officers of that 
branch having beon almost all killed or wounded, bis 
services hecame vory valuable, ‘The shelly thrown by 
both himsell’ and Mr, Ward of the 48th Roginent 
werd fired with beautiful precision, 

Mx. M‘Rao also, a civil onginoor, was very usoful 
aa such, and as an officor of a mortar battery, THe, 
too, was wounded no less than threo Limea A hullot 
at last shattored hig arm, and amputation waa recom- 
moniled; but he refused to pormit Une oporation, and 
he still liver, lol ns hope to live yet many yonrs, 

Anothor unforlimato wax Lioutonant Dashwood of 
the 18th Native Infuutyy, whose brother had diod in 
tho boginuing of the siege, Ifo waa taleing a sleotah 
of the shablored building of tho Realdenoy, when a 
round shob fired from across tho river frackured both 
hia legs, Ie lived long onouglt to hoax of our rolief, 
but died shortly altor at Alumbngh. 
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Brigadier Inglis’ activity, vigilanco and skill had 
been unceasing throughout those long five months, 
Tis presonoo had animated tho men, and overy im~ 
portant operation was carricd out under his vory 
eye. Ilis sorvices were amply acknowledged by the 
gonorals who relieved ta, but his deeds speak moro 
eloquontly than even the powerful language of Gene- 
yal Outram and Sir Colin Campbell. England will 
not allow him to go umowarded.* 

Sir Colin Campbell’s army remained in oceupation 
of the positions they had taken outside, and we re- 
colved orders to prepare for leaving,—orders which 
took many of us by surprise, for wo hoped that tho 
Government would not allow the city of Lucknow 
to remain in possession of the rebels, atler all the 
diMoulties and blood expended to enter it, Our 
noble dolivorers had made immense snorifices to 
rolieve us, and it had cost as many lives aa had boen 
saved, Who knowledge, howevot, of Sir Colin's move 
inlo Oude having béén undertaken with wo other 
view than to aid the belonguered garrison, still further 
enhanced onr gratitude, 

The Commander-in-Chief visited ua within our

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entronchments, and was welcomed by tho authorities 
with due honow, Mx Gubbina, mnong others, 
prossed forward lo meat the General, wha, according 
to what wo then henrd, was invited by him lo a 
dinner, which was aceopled. Th ik anid thoro wor 
champagno and clarol, scieiaara crt dtffes, here 
motically aoaled; and Wulfled provisions of all kinds, 
yogotables and ment in plenty, provided for his ox 
colloncy’s palate; Int dir Colin, far fvom fooling 
plonsed ab the splendid yopaat apread out for him, 
yofused to partake of il, “Ifow is il, My, Gubling, 
that these thinga wore nob given lo the aslarving 
garrison?” wore hia words, 

Yo do My, Gubbing justice, however, 1 muab conoxg 
that ho was not devoid of generosity. I have heard 
that, on one or two occasions, ho had sent wine to 
tho hospital, and it ia undoubtedly a fact that several 
wounded officora recoived sholier and caro ab his 
quartas, Mr Cameron died at hig house; and 
Tioutenant Testor, Mv Taena, and many others, 
wore tended with great solioitnde and kindness by 
Mrs, Gubbina and other Indica in tho louse, 

If a widely believed report ia true, ib waa owing 
to his advieo, and that of the late My, Ommaney, 
that the expedition to Chinhult, whenee all ow 
subsequont misfortunes arose, wad undertaken, Bri- 
gacdior Inglis, al the council of wav, where thin move 
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‘was proposed and finally determined upon, most 
atrongly objected to it, and it was only on the div. 
Unel assurance of Ma, Gubbing, that the intelligenco 
which ho had received made such a manoouvro nol 
only advisablo but nocessary, that tho lato Sir Tlenry 
‘Lawrence al last consented to it. 

Ono of the greatest insulis we received at the 
hands of the enemy was their playirig, on tho op- 
posite banks of the Goomtee, regularly every morn~ 
ing, and sometimes of an ovening, all ow popular 
English airs, We listened to the “ Standard Benror’s 
March,” tho “Girl I loft behind me,” and Seo*the 
Conquering ILero comes,” with any but pleasant 
feolings, The disloyal rascals had even the im- 
prudence to finish their music with the loyal hymn 
* God gave the Queen,” 

The women and childien, and tho sick wero 
oiderod to tho Dilkusha encampment, where tents 
wero pitchod for thom; while the men were obliged 
to slay bohind for goveral daya, to continue in: guard 
of tho various garridons. Only a small arnount of bag~ 
gago was allowed for cach person, and most of our 
things wore, therofore, obliged to be left behind, 
Such a scono as the Rosidoncy then prosonted was 
yeully sad to behold, Women’s apparel, children’s 
clothes, rich dresses, mon’s waistcoats and coats, 
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cooking utensils, plate, plated and chinn ware, all 
sorts of merohandise and houhold funiture, cover~ 
ings, beddings each and overything was loft behind, 
Anything might be had mneroly (or tho taeing of its 
and everywhore wee sven, soldiers aid civilians, help- 
ing themselves to what, bub tha day hefare, they would 
have paid largo sums for, 1b was roally mmoying 
to think thal the insurgents would, afler all, obtain 
what wo could not tale away, Toruunately, our 
European articles of dress could have been of little 
uso to them, 

The guns had bovn removed from most of the bat 
tories; and we were, therefore, 10 be particularly 
vigilanl, Other guns, without carriages, formerly 
‘the proporty of tha King of Oude, were burst, 1 
had a narrow eacape from the debris of one of them, 
a piece falling right betwaon a friend nnd imyeolf, 
making a large hole in tha roof af the shed in which 
wo woro alunling ab the line, 

Tho ordnance slores and the treasure were re 
moved al tho sanie time as tho state pridonors ond 
the familics, Many dolieate Indies had to walk over 
vory rough ground, & distance of about six miles, 
but oxposed al one place only to the fire of the 
enemy's musketry, Only ono old lady was wounded 
in the leg. The vest all reached in safety. Mra. Tuglis, 
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on this oceasion, acted in a most neblo manner, A 
dooly, ov hogpital litter, being prepared for her, sho 
unhesilatingly vefitsed it, saying that sho was well 
ablo to walk, whilo so many wounded men and sick, 
women were 40 much in want of a conveyance, 

In her journal, Lady Inglis does not speak of this 
foc, She thus narrates tho exodus of the weaker 
members of the garrison -— 


“That evening (17th Nov.) tho Commander-in-Ohicf 
sont an order for nll tho sick and wounded, women, and 
childven to bo moved out of the Residency to the Dillkoosha 
Park tho noxt night, and for tho forco to abandon tho place 
altogether, blow up tho guns, destroy the ammunition, 8&o. 
Tho next day a chango was mado in the arrangomonts, 
and only tho sick wore sont away, Wo wore detained 
dill yostorday, whon a goneral oxodus took place of all the 
jncumbrancos in tho garrison, In the meantime good 
nows had arrivod of fresh troops being in Oudo, and a ru+ 
mour wont abroad that Lucknow was not to ba abandoned, 
At about four o'clock vat, we made n start, and loft the 
placo whore wo had passod so many mixious hours. dolin # 
could nob accompany ws, but aont his aide-de-onmp, Cap- 
tain Birch, n very nico oronture, and a most gallant young 
offtcor ; ho is a groat comfort to John, and thoy gob on 
capitally togothor, We wore obliged to walk, having no 
oarringo horse, five of our horses wore turnod loose at the 
commoncement, of the siogas the road was quite aafo, OXs

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opt 1 thvoa places, whove {6 was overlooked by -tho 
onomy's position, and wo had to runs ono poor woman 
awas wounded in ons of thero places; wo arvived rt 8o- 
iindo Bugh about alx, aut found overyono naasomblacl’ 
Brose, awaiting nn escort and doollos to canry us on, 
Whon J toll you that upwards of 2000 mon had boon 
hastily buriod thore the day before, you onn fimnoy what 
f placo it waa} howover, wo mot many filonda, Gonornl 
Grant and sovornl offtcors of the 9th Lancora, whom wo 
know; Captain Rudman, tho old Adjutant of tho 82and,, 
and Deighton Probyn camo np and introduced hineolf 
to mo}; ho is looking vory well and handsome, we sore 
rogaled with ton and plonty of milk, and broad and butter 
=hixurios wo hind not enjoyed sinco tho commoncomont 
of our troublos, AG ton o'clock wo recommonced our 
journoy; moat of tho Indios woro in. palanquins, but 
wo had a covored cart, drawn by two obstinate byl 
looks; wo had a foreo of infantry and cavalyy with wa, 
but had nob proceodod halt a mile. whon tho column 
was halted, and an order sont bnok for voinforoomonte 5 
gomo ndjso was hoard, and 16 was foarod wo might’ bo 
nitackod ;: howavor, it proved a falso alarm, nnd ‘aftor 
two disagreoablo nnd vathor anxious lours, wo arrived 
aifuly ab thia place, and wore quartered in somo tonte 
pitched for our veeoption; Colonol Littlo, Oth Lancors, 
wok caro of us. ‘Towlay wo hayo pltchod our own 
tont, and Mrs, Cago, hor sister, 7, and tho children 
occupy tlio half, haying givon. tho other to a poor stolk 
Indy, Wo avo very comfortable, though rather prosaod 
for room, and mogt thankful to broathe tho frosh air 
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oneo, again; but I foal vory lonoly without my darling 
habaud, and most. anxious to know whothor he will 
romain here, or go on with us to Cawnporo, A. soparis 
“tlon is inovitable, ond my heart is vory and at.tho {don 
for six months I have novor spont a quiot day — hned| 
an hour in tho day with him; alill I saw him ooonsion« 
ally,. and Ienoyg lio was safe, which was an unsponkable 
comforts now, f fom, I havo many months of intensd 
anxiety before .jho; but God has preserved him hithorio 
where dangers fmot him at overy slop, and I trust Ho 
will hear my prayers and sparo us yot to live happily 
togather,” 


Wo will now return to Sir Colin Campbell's move-~ 
monta, 

On’ the 20th and 21et, Captain Peel, aided by 
‘Havelock’s batteries in the palaces, breached the 
Knisorbagh. ‘Tho enemy, judging from our provious 
manoeuvres, expected an immediate attack as soon aa 
our bombardment should have ceased. .. Ourgshalla 
coittinued.to lie thrown into the. king’s-palada;-lows 
over, tha “whole ‘of that:days ‘The firbig’ wasVegim 
again next day; and ‘lessened only ot! the’: anid, the 
day fixed ‘upon for own evacuation, Our bombard- 
mont had evidently done a great deal of damage, and 
their firo, ot first very lively, gradually slackened. 

Piquets were thrown all around our positions, the 
‘men comprising thom being constantly subject to 
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annoyance from the cuemy's fire, but: all vosponded 
heartily fo whab was expected from them, aul avery 
man did hia duty, We were ihina enalilod to effect, 
the evacuation ef Tawlnow, accardiug la the plan 
proposed by Six Colin Caupbell and Sir Jeinoa 
Outram. 7 

Nothing was left to chancy, all was sciontifeally 
mranged and ably carriad out, The ovacuation 
of Lucknow in the face of an innumerable enomy, 
yendered desperate with rage and vexntion, and 
burning for revenge ab tho numborless defeats he 
sustained, was « alrategic manwuvre of which Bir 
Colin Campbell might well be proud, Bub that this 
should havo baon effueted without tho loss of a man, 
provos beyond a doubt that the present Commander. 
in-Chief of the Indian army may lay cluimea to rank 
in gonius with generals of the highesl celebrity. 

Tt wos twelve o'clock at night, on tho Qand of 
Noyomber, when wo finally propared to evacuate, — T 
had gone lo sleep for a couple of hours, and was 
woke up by a friend shaking me hy my shoulder, and 
calling wo by name, With e lavrosuuk by my aide, 
my pouch and bell over my shoulders, and my musket 
in iny hand, I was soon by the side of tho other 
members of our garrison. The lights wero left bun- 
ing, and we stole out as quietly and silently ns pos. 
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sible, the cnomy keeping up the usual desullory fie 
of matchlacks and musketry. 

‘Thoro was ono man loft behind. Captain Water- 
man having gone to his bed in a retired corner of 
the Brigado mexshouso, overslopt himself, Ile had 
been forgotien, At tivo o'clock ab night he got up, 
and found lo his horror that wo had already loft. 
He hoped against hope, and visited every outpost, 
All was dosorted ey silent, ‘To be the only man in 
an open entrenchment, and 50,000 furious barbarians 
outside! It was horriblo to contemplate! His situ. 
ation frightened him, THe took to his heels, and he 
yan, van, van, through the Foradbuksh and the 'I'chres 
Kotheo till he could scarcely breathe. Still the samo 
silence, the same stillness, interrupted but by the. 
occasional ropait of the enomy’s gun or musketry. 
Ab last he emme up wilh the retiring rear guard, mad 
with oxciloment, broathles’ with fuligue. Lhe horror 
of hia position had boon tog much for his nerves, and 
affectod his intellect for the time. 

1 must confess that thero waa o feeling of regrot 
mixed up with the joy of at last being frac, To 
lenye tho position which we had so long defended ab 
last in the hands of tho enemy, who was to have our 
batteries, nnd trenches, and mines, and who would 
rummage our chambers and residences, was a thought 
which none of us liked, 
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But wo wore in excollent spirits Joy all that, though 
it was a bitlorly cold night, Wo had to pass through 
a narrow Jane, and nich ont of the usual way, 
through a village and Seomdrabygh, tho scenos of 
the late glorious achiovemounts of Air Colin Campbell, 
Whon going past these buildings wo had to hold ow 
noses, the effluvium amising from tho interior boing 
anything but agreeable, . 

The old garrison was tho firal to puss through, 
* each exterior line roliring through its supports,” and 
the extromo posts on tho loft under Lieutenant 
Colonel Halo, I.M.'s 82nd, Ticutonant-Colonel Wolla, 
TLMvs 23rd foot, and Jioutenant-Colonel Tnwayt, 
ILM/s 98rd Highlanders, mado their way by a road 
which had boon oxplored for thom, aftor the Comman~ 
der-~in-Chief considerod that the time had arrived, with 
due rogad to the seourity of tho whole, that their 
poats should Lo evacuated,” 

Tad tho inswrgonts attacked us, they would have 
beon met by tho brigade of tho Ionourablo Adrian 
Yfopo; but so for from this being necossary, tho 
onemy continuo firing into our old positions Jong 
aftor we had loft them, ‘he Commandor-in-Chief 
himaelf accompanied tho Inst lino of infantry and 
guns, and thus ensured tho safo rotroat of tho troops 
that had gone before, 
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Brigadior Little, commanding the Cavalry, and 
Major Ouvry, Oth Lancora, were indefatigable in 
keoping up tho lino of communication with Dil 
Kkusha; and “the officers commanding tho Invegnlar 
Cavalyy,” says Sir Colin Campbell, “ Liontonants 
Watson, Younghusband, Probyn, and Gough, as woll 
as all tho officors of the Oth Tancors, wero never oub 
of the saddle all this time, and well mainiained the 
character they havo won throughout this wax.” 

The Commtander-in-Chiof allowod ws ono day's rest 
at Dilkusha, and wo oncamped on the 23rd in a 
large park, where wo had for the first time a dinnor 
of which the gods might have envied ua tho enjoy- 
ment. ‘The following General Ordors by the Com« 
mander-in-Chiof were circulated about this time I 
copy them entire :—

- €8, Tho position acoupied by tho garelaon was an opan 
ontrenchmont, the mumbors word nob sufiolont to man 
the defences, nnd the supply of artillory-men for tho guns 
was most inadequate, In spite of theso difoult efroums 
stancos, the Brigadior and his garrison hold on; and. it 
will. bo a great pleasure to tho Commandor-in«Chicf lo 
bring to the notes of tho Govornment of Tudin the namos 
of all tho oflcors and goldiors who have distinguished 
thomsclyes during tho gront trial to which thoy linvo 
boon oxposed,

What misery the Cawnpore matyra musl have 
endmed. Poor Six Ilugh Wheeler, too! Io, tivo 
of his gons, his wife, and his daughters, had been 
follow passengers of mine in the Boutinek, when I 
returned from a voyages to Europe Uhreo years ago, 
T thought of tho good old gentleman, who had shown 
me partioulay kindness, aud picbured to myself the 
horrible scones in which ho and hia devote band fell 
victima, I loft the placo und and molancholy, 

All communications with the town were out off, 
and ib was diffeult for ua lo obtain provisions; but 
ow force evidently hell the enomy in chook, and 
neither in tho camp which wo oooupled, nox in the 
forlificd entrenchment on the bani of the Ganges, 
wero wo seriously molested, 

Indood, I visited tho latter frequently, and had 
the ploasure of meeting an old friend there, a Mr. 
Rriant, who had heen savod from all the dangers of 
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the first outbreaks by the greatest good fortune in 
the world, Ife had run before the storm which had 
throntenod to overtake him. From Baveilly, two 
days belore the murdor of Messrs. Robertson, Ox, 
and othors, he escaped with his family to Futtygurh, 
arvivod there a couple of daya before the mutiny of 
the 10th Native Infantry, and reached Cawnpore 
thirty-six hours before the outbreak, suecoeded in 
porsuading his wife’s family to quit that dovoted 
place, and was just in time— within a few minutes 
~to male his esonpe in a ateamer to Caloutta from 
Allahabad, when tho outrages there commenced, by 
whieh so many Europeans lost their lives, 

Thad algo the plossure of meeting anathor old ac- 
quadntanoe, Mr, Gavin Jones, tho only survivor of all 
the defenders of the Futtygurh station, On tho aban- 
donment of Lhe fort by the Muropeans, Mx. Jones found 
himsolf in the boat which was altacked by the na- 
tivosy Ie waaathe only ono saved; and osonpiedyswith 
0 bullot-wound, tof the other Bont, whére’ hoxmet 
with tho greatest kindnoss, had frosh linen given to 
him, and @ moal preparod. Inatend, howover, of ac- 
companying tho sixty persons who wore passongove in 
the boatato Cawnporo, where they wore eventually all 
slaughtered, Mr. Jonos, rendered reckless by deapait 
at his and his companions’ condition, and the death

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by a wound, of his brother, who had fallon at hia very 
feet, walkod into a villago alone, with a view of 
poing killed. Bub instead of meeting donth, tho yo» 
mindar owning tha calnto protected him, and, on 
tho reenpiure of Cawnpore, sont him to that alatlon 
T spent two or thred happy days in tho company of 
thoro frionds, notwithalanding the fire of the enemy, 

At last, however, wo loft, only a couplo of hours 
notice boing givon ua. Our cacorl consisted of but 
600 mon of tho 8dth; but, making long forced 
marohog, wo escaped all tho dangers of the road, 
which wore not a fow, and arrived ab Allahabad by 
railway from Chimmey. ‘Thera we met with the moat 
onthusiastic recoption, Thad frionca, and wag kindly 
recoivod by them. Collector Jones, Vineont, and 
othors, could not have Leon kinder, My wncoves 
néfited Lucknow companions, howevor, did not fare 
half ao wéll, ‘The authorities obliged them to leave 
the comfortable barracks at firat asalgnod for thom, 
and thon inaido thom remove into cold, amall cooking 
tenta, pitchod outside tho fort, 

Of my Agont Archor's foto, no doubt remained, 
Our property could no longor be traced ; and of 
what T had possoxsod thoro, a few broken artiolos and 
ompty cnaos wore all that romained, 

Before leaving, I had tho antiafnotion, however, of 
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heaving of Slr Colin Campbell’s viotorlos over’ the 
'Nonw’s army. Te had only waited for ow dopar~ 
ture to attack and rowt them, 

Notwithstanding the persuasions of my friends to 
the contrary, T vontured, in company with my friond 
Briant, to loavo for Caloutta by dak (post), in a 
cartingo by ourselves, meeting at Bonares with an 
équally kind recojition,
